Taxpayers Must st Take Medicine 


and be Careful Next Time, 


The Ledger Interviews County Com- 
missioner Wadsworlh. 


Explains the Increases and 
Tells of the Unpaid Bills. 


He 


The LEDGER has interviewed County 
Commissioner Wadsworth on the increase 
in Norfolk county estimates, and each item 
bas been carefully reviewed. The increase 
of $50,000 is roughly explained as follows: 


The excess on highways of $30,500 is 
for work ordered by previous boards. 

Then there is $7,400 asked to meet 
the claim of counsel and others im de- 
fending the members of the board at 
the State House investigation last year. 

Salaries of county officers, fixed by 
law, require an increase of $6,800, and 
the balance of $5,300 is divided among 
the several items for contingencies. 


The unpaid bills are as follows : Salaries 
of County officers fixed by law, $683 37; 
salaries of jailers and support of prisoners, 
$1,218.73; criminal costs, $15.00; trans- 
portation of County and Special Commis- 
sioners, $58.18; medical examiners, $285.- 
60; auditors, masters and referees, $10 26; 
repairs, furnishing and improving county 
buildings, $2135; care, fuel, lights and 
supplies county buildings, $142 55; high- 
ways, bridges and land damage, $11,984 70; 
law library, $8 00; miscellaneous and con- 
tingent expenses $7,460.31. Total of $21,- 
888.05 

In addition to this there is due from the 
county for its share(25 per cent.) of cost of 
highways built by the State Highway 
Commission in the county about $10,000 
These unpaid bills can only be paid by 
increasing the appropriations for the 
current year by adding the amount due to 
the estimate of the expense for this year. 

By Chap. Acts of 1896, the com 
missioners are forbidden to transfer apy 
money in the treasury from one account 
to another except for interest or debt due 
by the for costs of criminal 
prosecutions, expenses of courts, or 
salaries of county officers established by

law; so that it is necessary to make 
estimates large enough to cover con- 


tingencies, and it is poor policy for the 
county to begin to borrow money for 
current expenses the first of the year. 

County Commissioner Wadsworth says, 
“IT see no way for the county to do bat pay 
its debts—those already due and to become 
due during the year—and to look out not 
to get into such @ fix again.”’

STRIKE AT BROCKTON, 


Serious Difficulties Between Employes and 
Two Manufacturers. 

Brockton, Mass., Feb. 2.—Brockton has 
a fight between the shoe manufacturers 
and the unions on its hands, and is in 
practically the same position as the 
town of Stoneham, except that a few 
factories have announced their inten- 
tion of moving away. 

Charles A. Eaton & Co., who operate 
one of the largest shoe factories in this 
eity, discharged 300 employes yesterday 
morning, and issued a notice that the 
factory would be closed indefinitely. It 
is understood that several other manu- 
facturers will close, in order to lessen 
the power of the unions, if possible. 

The affairs at the factory of T. D. 
Rarry & Co. are still unsettled, although 
200 employes were at work yesterday, 
leaving Mr. Barry 50 men short of a full 
crew. The union officials say that of 
the number who are at work, only 
76 were employed there previous to the 
trouble, and that no union men went 
back yesterday. “nion pickets are 
keeping an eye on the factory. 

The closing of Eaton & Co.'s factory 
was a big surprise, and changes the situ- 
ation entirely. This shop has been run- 
ning steadily for nearly five years, but 
the union claims it has not paid union 
prices. No excuse was made to the em- 
ployes this morning, although they be- 
ieve that it was the beginning of a fight 
against the unions. 

The unions and several other manu- 
facturers have differences in regard to 
the price lists still unsettled. and busi- 


days. The agents visited Providence, 
and secured the signature of the Knights 
mill, having 300,000 spindles, and small- 
er plants which have also joined will 
carry the number above the limit re- 
quired to insure the movement. It fs 
fenerally expected that notices will be 
posted at once. The agreement binds 
the mills to a 42-hour-a-week schedule 
for 13 weeks, but a generally improved 
market before that time may shorten 
the curtailment.

Captain of tans aan Reports 
Accident to Secretary Herbert, 


An Official Investigation Will 
Soon Be Made. 


Vessel’s Bottom Torn For a Distance of 125 
Feet---Cramp’s Offer.

Washington, Feb. 2.—Captain Cook of 
the cruiser Brooklyn sent the following 
report of the accident to that vessel 
to the navy department: 

U. S. S. Brooklyn, Mareus Hook, Dela- 
Ware county, Jan. 30, 1897. 

Sir—The Brooklyn, anchored off 
League island, was dangerously beset 
by ice. I had been quite anxious lest 
the ship be carried ashore by floes that 
were getting heavier and _ heavier. 
Upon receiving the throttle valve cham- 
ber on board yesterday noon, I deter- 
mined it was best to put the ship ina 
sefer position, if one could be found. I 
learned, upon consultation with Captain 
Sargent of Cramp’s shipyard, that a 
safe berth could be had at that yard. I 
decided at once to recommend to Com- 
modore Howell that the ship, with her 
own engines, and assisted by tugs, 
should go to Cramp’s as soon as posisble. 
Commodore Howell epproved of my 
recommendation. 

Three arrived near the ship be- 
tween 8 and 10 a. m. The fogprth tug 
was wedged in the ice at the “Horse- 
shoe,” and did not arrive until we 
reached Marcus Hook.

Upholds Present Election Law. 

Boston, Feb. 3.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Election Laws league of 
Massachusetts has issued a public let- 
ter, in which it represents that it was 
the purpose of the Australlfan ballot act 
to provide for entire secrecy and intel- 
kigent discrimination in voting, and that, 
as the law now stands, this purpose is 


accomplished. They, therefore, remon- 
strate against the enactment of pro- 
posed legislation “which aims to radi- 
cally change the present system of 


grouping the candidates on the ballot by 
parties, instead of offices, and to allow 
a.voter to mark once fora complete par- 
ty ticket, and submit the following, 
among other reasons, against the pro- 
posed change: First, because it is a di- 
rect attack on the secrecy of the ballot; 
second, because it confuses voting, in- 
stead of simplifying it; third, because it 
opens the door to corrupt voting; fourth, 
it adds to the power of dishonesty in 
counting; fifth, it is a step backward. 
The greatest peril of the state is the 
indifference of the voter; the people, 
when roused, seldom go wrong. Any 
system which promotes indifference 
and discourages a real choice or “elec- 
tion” by the voter, educates backward, 
deadens the public conscience and makes 
for evil and not for good.”

WYarrisburg, Feb. 3.—The state capitol 
is a complete ruin, as a result of fire, 
which broke out in the lieutenant gov- 
ernor’s chamber, while both branches of 
the legislature were in session yester- 
day. The building was ereoted in 1822. 
The fire made rapid progress, and, ow- 
ing to the inefficiency of the city fire de- 
partment, the structure was soon de- 
stroyed. The recordsof this session 
were saved. The loss is estimated at 
$1,500,000.

of Ionic architecture in the country. 
The building was of red brick, with 
white trimmings. It was surrounded by 
a@ park of 10 acres, and stood on an emi- 
nence almost in the centre of the city. 
The main structure was two and one- 
half stories high, surmounted by a large 
dome, from which a fine view of the 
surrounding country could be had. The 
capitol’s dimensions were: Length, 
180 feet; width, 80 feet. The corner 
stone was laid on May 31, 1819, ky Gov- 
ernor Findlay. The building was fin- 
ished in 1821, and was first occupied by 
the general assembly on the 3d of Jan- 
uary, 1822. 

On each side was a wing, that on the 
north being occupied by the senate, and 
the southern wing by the house. Ait 
each end of the building, separated from 
it by a narrow space, are located two 
buildings, containing the state treasury 
department, the adjutant general's office 
and other state offices. About 100 feet 
south is the modern granite building 
known as the executive building, recent- 
ly erected, at a cost of nearly $1,000,000, 
for the accommodation of the governor, 
attorney general and secretary of state. 
This building also shelters the state li- 
brary, and a portion of it is used as a 
state museum. The library, one of the 
finest in the world, until two years ago 
was quartered in the structure destroyed 
by fire yesterday. It was the danger 
from fire that constantly menaced the 
library in the old building that induced 
the authorities to erect the fireproof 
structure in which it is located today, 

The injured by the fire were very few, 
none of them seriously.

Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, Feb. 4.—A petition from the 
advocates of municipal ownership of 
street railways was introduced in the 
house yesterday. It is as follows: 

The undersigned represent that mon- 
opolies in the public ways are often det- 
rimental to the welfare of the people, 
and petition your honorable bodies to 
pass such laws and make such provi- 
sions as shal! secure the cities and towns 
the right, separately, or in conjunction 
with other municipalities, to take, con- 
struct, own, or own and operate, street 
railways, as any part of the plant there- 
of. Also that such powers may b? con- 
ferred upon the governor and council! or 
the railroad commissioners, or such 
other board as you may create, in the 
management and control of such rail- 
ways and plant, and the appointment of 
agents thereof, as may be necessary to 
protect the interests of the people and 
of the respective cities and towns in- 
terested. 

The petition is signed by Robert 
Treat Paine, Dr. Edward Everett Hale, 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson, J. P. 
Quincy, Frank Parsons, Frank K. Fos- 
ter, H. Lloyd, Charles M. Cox, Arthur 
Hildreth, Edwin D. Mead, George B. 
Pope, George F. Reed, S. B. Pearmain, 
Freeman C. Coffin, William L. Rutan. 

A petition was presented from the 
Boston associated board of trade and the 
Citizens’ association for an act to re- 
quire corporations using’ streets and 
public ways for street railways or elec- 
tric wires to pay compensation therefor 
to cities and towns. 

The act provides that, in the case of 
railways, the tax shall be 3 per cent on 
gross earnings, and, in addition, a sum 
equal to the amount such railway pays 
in dividends on the capital stock in ex- 
cess of 5 per cent per annum, but no 
company shall pay a tax where it ap- 
pears to the satisfaction of the railroad 
commissioners that the earnings of the 
company are insufficient to pay operat- 
ing expenses and fixed charges, exclu- 
sive of dividends. 

A measure to amend the present box- 
ing law was also introduced. Underthe 
present law, boxing for any remunera- 
tion whatever is prohibited. The 
amendment provides for six-ounce 
gloves. padded floors and postless rings 
and physical examination of contest- 
ants six hours before entering the ring. 
Under the law, sparring exhibitions 
may be held only before incorporated 
clubs and under the greatest safeguards. 


Rough Weather For Sailors, 

Boston, Feb. 4.—The northeast gale, 
which began late Tuesday night, while 
not severe in the interior, was very de- 
structive on the coast, and a heavy surf 
has been dashing on shore from Chat- 
ham to Portland ever since. The wind 
reached the velocity of 40 miles an hour, 
and at times blew harder. At Nantas- 
ket, the surf was very high, showing 
that the storm was a hard one off the 
coast. The tracks of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad were 
pomewhat washed, and at Stony Beach 
a sunken barge was washed ashore. 
The high wind blew the snow onto the 
tracks of many of the electric roadg in 


séutheastern Massachusetts, ana a 
number of the lines were blecked. No 
wrecks have been reported as yet, and 
there are but few vessels in the bay, ow- 
ing to the timely warning of the weather 
bureau. The storm has completely sub- 
sided. The incoming fleet of fishermen 
bring tales of fearful experiences in the 
recent storms and gales, and it is feared 
that many disasters have occurred on 
the several fishing grounds, which will 
only be determined by non-arrival of 
vessels. 


Guarantees Cheaper Telephones, 

Boston, Feb. 4.—There has been filed 
at the state house a petition signed by 
Dr. J. M. Bailey of Billerica, asking to be 
incoporated to engage in the telephone 
and telegraph business. Mr. Bailey 
claims that he can operate a telephone 
system in Boston, and pay a good re- 
turn on the capital invested on a rate 
of $36 to business houses for a year, and 
on a basis of $24 annually for phones in 
private residences. He says he can in- 
stall a system of telephones in this city, 
whth a capacity for 8000 to 10,000 users, 
at a cost of $30 per telephone. This 
would be something like $600,000 or $700,- 
000, and he thinks he could put the wires 
under ground within that sum. He will 
not file the bill to accompany his peti- 
tion for several days. He has until next 
Wednesday to do it. He says he is 
backed by no opposition system to the 
Rell telephone, but claims to have plenty 
of money, if he can get his bil! enacted.

HOME RULE FOR CUBA 


Spanish Cabinet Agrees on Scheme of 
Reform For the Island, 


Government Vested In Council 
of Administration. 


Spain Reserves the Right to Appoint the 
Governor General. 


London, Feb. 4.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Madrid says that the 
scheme for reforms on the Island of Cu- 
ba, which will be submitted to the 
queen regent for signature today, con- 
tains a large number of elaborate de- 
crees, which will occupy several pages 
of the gazette. 

The correspondent of The Times at 
Madrid announces that he has been un- 
able to obtajn a copy of the proposed 
program for reforms, but that it is un- 
derstood that the most important 
changes consist of the creation of an as- 
sembly, to be called the council of ad- 
ministration. This assembly will be 
composed of 35 members. Twenty-one 
of these members will be elected by the 
people of Cuba, six will be elected by 
the different coroporations, and the re- 
taainder will be selected, one a magis- 
trate, one a university professor, one an 
archbishop and five former senators or 
deputies. 

This council of administration will be 
empowered, firstly, to prepare the bud- 
get; secondly, to examine into the fit- 
ness of officials appointed; thirdly, to 
make a tariff subjeeted to the condition 
that Spanish imports are to have an ad- 
vantage the imports from other 
countries. 

The governor general will represent 
the Spanish government, and will have 
the right to nominate officials, who 
should be Cubans or Spaniards, who 
have resided two years in Cuba. Never- 
theless, the men filling the office of gov- 
ernor general may exericse a wise dis- 
cretion in the nomination of high func- 
tionaries, such as magistrates, prefects, 
etc. 

Other decrees concern the organiza- 
tion of provincial municipalities, which 
are to be liberally representatives of the 
municipal council. They will be gener- 
ally empowered to elect their presidents 
and will have exclusive control of the 
matter of public education. 

According to another decree, the gov- 
ernment reserves to itself extraordinary 
powers in the event of any disturbance 
of the public order in Cuba. Cuba wiil 
continue to elect senators and deputies 
to the Spanish cortes, as at the present 
time. 

Taken as a whole, the new scheme of 
Cuban reforms is along lines of much 
broader, decent realization than were 
found in the plan of reforms granted to 
Porto Ribo. The powers of the gover- 
nor genetal are much extended, and, 
while the,covnet! will, it is expected, be 
fairly representative of all parties and 
all interests, the Spanish government 
will continue to vote budgets and treat- 
jes for the colonies,

Salem, Mass., Feb. 4.—The conviction 
of William Kennedy of having tried to 
poison Albert Learoyd does not end the 
police investigation of the affairs of the 
Learoyd farm, it having been decided 
to hold an inquest on the death of 
Sylvester Kimball, the farm foreman, 
whom Professor Wood of Harvard says 
was killed by the administration of 
crystallized arsenic, the active principal 
of rough on rats, with which the attempt 
was made on Learoyd’s life. 


Rubber Factory to Shut Down. 

New Haven, Feb. 4—A notice has been 
posted in the factory of L. Candee & 
Co., manufacturers of rubber foot- 
wear, announcing that the factory will 
be shut down after Saturday for an in- 
Gefinite period. Several hundred em- 
ployes will be thrown out of work. 
Dulness in the rubber trade this season 
is said to be the cause. It is thought, 
however, that the shut down will not 
be protracted. 


Bank Sues Broker 
Worcester, Mass., Feb. 4.—Suits have 
been filed in this city against L. L. 
Whitney, a Boston broker, formerly of 
Millbury, for $45,000. The action is at 
the instance of the Millbury National 
bank and is to recover on promissory 
notes. Whitney has for years been 
rrominently identified with manufac- 

turing interests in Millbury. 


An Historical Chair. 
Amesbury, Mass., Feb, 4.—Miss Liz- 
zie Little Bartlett of this town has pre- 
sented to the state chapter, Daughters 
of the Revolution, at Boston, a chair 
once owned by the family of Josiah 
Bartlett, the first signer of the declara- 
tion of independence. This chair fs 

considered an historical relic.

THE ATTEMPT to passa generat law to 
provide for a system of apportionment of 
sewer assessments in cities and. towns 
seems a good move. There should be more 
general laws and exceptional special! legisla- 
tion. The uncertainty in Quincy over 
sewer assessment is undoubtedly the cause 
of the delay and agitation over the system. 
Some cities rush right in and construct 
several miles of sewer before they deter- 
mine the method of assessment, but Quincy 
is not inclined to do things that way. 
Woburn, for instance began the construc- 
tion of sewers in 1895 and now has over ten 
miles of pipe in her streets, yet no assess- 
ments have been levied and no system 
adopted, There is no reason why some 
cities should pay only one-quarter of the 
cost, other one-half, some two thirds or 
three-quarters and others assume the whole 
cost, And it should be decided whether or 
not rentals shal! be charged either to pay 
the cost of construction or the cost of 
maintainance.

Some Question as to What are 
Proportionate Payments, 


| ———— 
‘Assessment to Go First fo Mainte- 
| nance and Then to Interest. 


Provisions Made for Annual Deficit 


or Surplus. 


The sections of the sewer act of 1895 
relative to the city’s liability fora sewer 
system will be of interest at this time, yet 
they are complicated and must be read 
very carefully to be understood. 

Some question has arisen in the con- 
sideration of the plan of Councilman Pink- 
ham, as to just what is meant by “‘ annual 
proportionate payments.’’ Webster says, 
proportionate is “‘adjusted to something 
else according to a proportion, and pro- 
portion is ‘‘ Harmonic relation between 
parts, or between different things of the 
same kind; symmetrical arrangement or 
adjustment.” 

City Treasurer Gray, who has had ex- 
perience in placing bonds and knows how 
brokers interpret city orders and acts, has 
some doubt about the Pinkham order being 
proportionate. 

The act evidently does not mean ‘equal 
annual payments,” or it should have so 
stated. Then it would have been perfectly 
clear, But now there may reasonably be a 
question. Then something is said in the 
act about considering the assessments in 
connection with the payments. 

The sections are given in full below: 

SECTION 12. The city of Quincy, for 
the purpose of paying the necessary ex- 
penses and liabilities incurred under this 
act, may incur indebtedness and may issue 
from time to time as may be required 
therefor, bonds, notes, or scrip to an 
amount not exceeding four hundred 
{thousand dollars outside the limit of in- 
debtedness fixed by law for said city, and 
the provisions of section four of chapter 
twenty-nine of the Public Statutes, as 
amended by chapter three hundred and 
twelve of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-five shal] not apply to 
any debt created under the authority con- 
| ferred by this act. Such bonds, notes or 
|scrip shall bear on their face the words, 
| Quincy Sewerage Loan, sbal) be payable 
Naat such periods, not exceeding forty 


years from the issuing of such bonds, notes | 


or scrip, respectively, and bear interest 
payable semi-annually at such rate, not ex- 
ceeding five per cent. per annum, as the 
city council may determine. The city of 
Quincy may sel! such securities, or any part 
thereof, from time to time at public or 
private sale, or pledge the same for money 
borrowed for the purposes of this act, pro- 
vided that they shall not be sold or pledged 
for less than par value thereof ; and said 
city shall retain the proceeds thereof in the 
treasury, and the treasurer shall pay there- 
from the expenses incurred for the purposes 
aforesaid ; but the premiums, if any, re- 
ceived on the sale of such bonds, notes or 
scrip shall be paid over to the board of 
sinking fund commissioners and be placed 


in the sinking fund of said city of Quincy, | 


created for the payment of the loan herein 
authorized ; or, in case said sinking fund 
is not established as hereinafter provided 
for, shall be applied to the reduction of the 
the principal of said debt, either by the 
purchase and retirement of a portion of the 
outstanding bonds or by the payment of 
bonds at maturity. 

SEcTION 13. The receipts from annual 
rates, assessments, and payments made in 
lieu thereof, under this act shall, after de- 
ducting all charges and expenses for and 
incident to the maintenance and operation 
of said system or systems, be applied first 
to the payment of the interest upon said 
bonds, notes or scrip, issued under the 
authority of this act, and the balance shall 
be set apart to meet the requirements of 
the sinking fund for the payment and 
redemption of said bonds, notes or scrip, 
as provided in section nine of chapter 
twenty-nine of the Public Statutes, or shal! 
be applied by said city of Quincy to ex- 
tinguish said debt if said sinking fund is 
not established. 
from said rates, assessments, and payments 
made in lieu thereof, shall in any year be 
insufficient to pay the interest on said 
bonds, notes or scrip, and to meet the 
requirements of law either as to said sink-

The bank resisted 
all efforts of the car to force itself through, 
and at 3.30 this morning the power sudden- 
ly left them stalled there. The conductor 
found a neighbor who took the two ladies in 
aud Mr. Dow scratched about for himself. 
He found a house with a light in it and 
upon investigation learned that a wedding 
party was jost breaking up. The family 
took Mr. Dow in and kept him until 6.30 
this morning, when he returned to Quincy.

Senator Vilas Indefatigable In Oppos- 
ing the Nicaragua Canal Bill, 


Thurston Denies Right to Fore- 
close on Pacific Roads. 


Cofftested Election Case From Virginia 
Decided by the House. 


Washington, Feb. 4.—The Nicaragua 
canal bill again succumbed to the 
gtrong opposition led by Mr. Vilas yes- 
terday. The Missouri senator continued 
his speech against the measure, mak- 
ing the third successive day of his argu- 
ment. The day was consumed in par- 
liamentary fencing by friends and op- 
ponents of the measure and ended finally 
in an adjournment because of no 
quorum. 

The parliamentary contest continued 
at intervals for half an hour, when all 
business was Suspended by the absence 
of a quorum and refusal to adjourn. The 
friends of the bill finally gave up hope 
of securing a quorum and yielded to an 
adjournmeat. Mr. Vilas continues to 
hold the floor. In his remarks he assert- 
ed that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty was 
in full force, and that the American 
people would insist upon a full and hon- 
orable adherence to its terms. 

Mr. Thurston of Nebraska spoke in 
oppositidn to the resolutions of his col- 
league, Mr. Allen, questioning the right 
of the executive branch to foreclose the 
government liens on the Pacific rai'- 
roads. Mr. Thurston declared that the 
pending foreclosure suit offered the most 
hopeful means of settlement. The sen- 
ute agreed to the house resolution, fix- 
ing Feb. 10 for the ceremony of counting 
the vote of picsiden: and vice presi- 
dent before both houses of congress. 

The contested election case of Cornett 
vs. Swanson, from the Fifth Virginia 
district, occupied the attention of the 
house. Three Republicans and three 
Democrats on the elections committee 
had reported in favor of the Democra- 
tic contestee, Mr. Swanson, and three 
Republicans offered a minority report, 
recommending that the seat be declared 
vacant, on the ground that a fair elec- 
tion could not be held under the Vir- 
ginia election law. The majority report 
was sustained by Mr. McCall (Rep., 
Mass.), Mr. Jones (Dem., Va.), Mr. Jen- 
kins (Rep., Wis.), and the contentions 
of the minority by Mr. Thomas (Rep., 
Mich.), Mr. Gusson (Rep., Tenn.) and 
Mr. McCall (Rep., Tenn.). When the 
vote came to be taken, the minority 
cuould not muster enough votes to call 
the yeas and nays, and Mr. Swanson’s 
title to his seat was confirmed by an 
overwhelming viva voce vote. 

Before adjournment the house adopt- 
ed’ a special rule, making it in order 
to place or the District of Columbia ap- 
propriation bill a rider, repealing a law 
passed, it was claimed, by sharp prac- 
tice by the last congress, which gave 
the court of claims jurisdiction over 
some old claims, said to aggregate $1,- 
400,000, against the District, when it 
Was under a territorial form of govern- 
ment. 


Filibusters Indicted. 

Baltimore, Feb. 4.—The United States 
grand jury has found another indict- 
raent against Carlos Roloff and Dr. Jo- 
seph J. Luis of the Cuban junta. The 
indictment was not open to inspection, 
but it was stated by an officer of the 
court that it was to make the caso 
against the Cubans more certain. The 
charges have reference to the same act, 
but the instrument is drawn more 
broadly, in order to allow more latitude 
of proof. The Cubans are accused of 
having fitted out from Baltimore a fill- 
bustering expedition against a friendly 
power—Spain. It is charged that the 
crime was committed July 9, 1895. The 
indictments heretofore found charre 
conspiracy as well as preparing a mili- 
tary expedition against a friendly 
power. 


Robbing the Government of Stamps. 

New York, Feb. 4.—H. T. Coleman, 
a clerk in the general land office in 
Washington, ha& been arrested here, 
charged with being the leader ofa gang 
which has been robbing the government 
of stamps at the rate of $190,000 a year. 
In his possession were found 20 sets of 
“Periodical stamps” valued at $204.50 
each. Collectors were eager for these 
stamps which are never placed on pub- 
lic sale and it was to supply philate- 
sts that the stamps werestolen. Cole- 
man was taken before Commissioner 
Shields and was held in $2000 bail for 
€xamination next Wednesday. He said 
that he could prove himself innocent. 
It is said to be against the law for any- 
one but a postal employe to have in his 
posssession any such stamps as were 
found on Coleman. 


Packing Up at the White House. 

Washington, Feb. 4—One month 
from today there will be a change of 
occupants in the White House, and, in 
anticipation of this, there is already a 
general packing of personal effects of 
President Cleveland and his family. 
These are being made ready for ship- 
raent to his newly purchased home in 
Princeton. The president and Mrs. 
Cleveland will follow the usual custom 
of inviting the president-elect and his 
wife to be their guests at dinner at the 
executive mansion on the evening of the 
3d df March. 

Will Not Interfere With Princess. 

Chicago, Feb. 4.—Thomas R. Lyon, a 
banker of this city, and an uncle of the 
Princess Chimay, who is said to be on 
the eve of a trip to Europe, for the pur- 
pose of straightening out the affairs of 
the princess, denies that he intends to 
have anything to do with her, or her af- 
fuirs. “I am going to Europe soon,” 
said Mr. Lyon, “but I am not going to 
meddle in any affairs of the princess, 
nor do I expect to see her while abroad.” 


Redmond Sails bor lHiome, 

New York, Feb. 4.—John S. Redmond, 
M. P., who has just concluded a lecture 
tour in this country, was one of the pas- 
sengers on the steamship Britann'e 
yesterday. Beerbohm Tree and hig 
company of players, including G. Du 
Maurier and Miss Kate Rorke, were on 
the same steamer.

M'KENNA APPOINTED. 


Announcement From Canton That California 
Jurist Will Be Secretary of Interior. 

Canton, O., Feb. 4.—Judge Joseph Mc- 
Kenna of San Francisco has been se- 
lected for secretary of the interior, and 
he has accepted. That information 
was vouchsafed by the president-elect 
to a delegation of Missourians who came 
to urge the appointment of Judge Wil- 
liam Warner of thut state to the same 
position. 

Judge Joseph McKenna was born in 
Philadelphia in 1843. When 12 years of 
age he was brought by his parents to 
California, the family settling at Beni- 
cia. He studied law at St. Augustine 
college, being admitted to the bar in 
1865. In the same year, when 22 years 
of age, he was elected district attorney 
of Solano county, holding the position 
for four years. In 1873 he was elected a 
meinber of the state legislature, and in 
the following year he was a cand’ te 
for congress from the Thirty-firs —:8- 
trict, being defeated by John K. Lut- 
trell. ; 

Three years later, however, he was 
elected to congress, holding the position 
for four successive terms, his mbjority 
at the polls increasing with each suc- 
ceeding election, from 219, in 1879, to 
6000, in 1890. While serving his ,fourth 
congressional term, he was appointed 
by President Harrison, in 1892, judge of 
the United States circuit court, suc- 
ceeding Judge Sawyer. He has ren- 
dered many important decisions, nota- 
bly in connection with the railroad leg- 
islation, in California, duriag his five 
years of service on the bench. Judge 
McKenna has a wife and two daughters, 
who are prominent in society. All the 
members of the fumily are devout Ro- 
minan Catholics. 


McKinley's Secretary, 

New York, Feb. 4.—It can be definitely 
stated that J. Addison Porter of the 
Hartford Evening Post will be private 
secrelary to President McKinley. A 
private telegram trom Mr. Porter, who 
is in Canton, to a friend in this city, 
states that Major McKinley has ap- 
pointed him to that position and that he 
has accepted. Mr. Porter is 41 years old 
a man of means and of high standing, 
both at his home and tn political circles 


He was one of the original McKinley 
men of New Engiand, and a prominent 
MeKinley leader before and at the St. 
Louis convention. 


No More Leather Mail Bags 


Washingt: Feb. 4.—The supply of 
leather mail pouches familiar to the 
public throughout the United States 


has been discontinued for at least four 
years, and the jute sacks and horse mail 
bags used in the service also go with 
them. This is the change provided for 
in contracts awarded, the discontinu- 
ance being mainly te improvements in 
weight and saving in expense of manu- 
facture. The contracts are for furnish- 
ing mall pouches and sacks for the gov- 
ernment during the four years begin- 
ing April 1 next. F. Coit Johnson of 
New York gets most of the contracts 
Which are bid, azgregating about $700,- 
000. Classes a, b, c, d and eare awarded 
to him. Class f, registered bags, is 
awarded to E. C. Cook & Bro. of Chicago, 
and Class g, inner registered sacks, to 
Peter McNulty & Co. of Brooklyn. 


Chairwan Hanva Subpo -naed. 

Pittsburg, Feb. 4.—Mark Hanna, 
chairman of the Republican national 
committee, has been subpoenaed as a 
witness to appear in the criminal court 
today. The cases which call for his 
presence in court are two libel suits 
brought against The Commercial 
Gazette and Press Publishing com- 
Fany by State Senators C. L. Ma- 
gee and William Flynn. The 
uileged libels were published during the 
Campaign preceding the Republican 
presidential nomination. The article in 
The Commercial Gazette was headed 
“Sold Out to Hanna.” The indictment 
against The Press ts for the publcation 
of a similar article and an x-ray picture 
of Senator Flynn's head, showing his 
aleged principal factors in the then 
pending campaign to have been boodle 
and popularity. 


Funeral of Hon Grorge Hayward 

Concord, Mass., Feb. 4.—The funeral 
of George Hayward was held at the 
First Parish church yesterday afternoon, 
Rev. Loren McDonald and Rev. George 
Tuxbery officiating.

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DESTITUTE LOUISIANIANS. | You Can’t 


One Hundred Theusand People Suffering 
Because of Bad Crops. 


New York, Feb. 4.—According to a | 


statement made by Congressman Ca 
Boatner, 100,000 people in the northwest- 
ern part of Louisiana are destitute, ow- 
ing to bad crops. Speaking of the mat- 
ter, he said: 

I have received a request from Colonel 
Paige Baker of New Orleans, asking if 
congress could not be induced to appro- 
priate something for seeds for these 
people. 

I shall not ask congress to do any- 
thing, for I am confident that a bill pro- 
viding such aid would be vetoed by the 
president. I have, however, induced a 
number of my associates to send seeds 
to the ne®tdy farmers on their own ac- 
count, and this will be a great help. 

The situation is this: We had four 
months’ drought last year at the criti- 
cal time in the growth of crops, and, as 
a result, all the young vegetation was 
killed. Not only were the crops lost 
but the streams dried up, and the cattle 
died for lack of water, which could not 
be procured in sufficient quantities from 
the wells to keep them alive. The few 
that survived were mere shadows at the 
end of the dry spell. 

The drought was confined to the hill 
country or sandy soil, and not the rich 
bottom lands along the Misissippi, Red 
and Ouachita rivers. The failure of the 
crops, to the hill country people, meant 
dire disaster, as they depend entirely 
upon what they raise to keep their fami- 
lies from starving from one season to the 
other. 

Some of the farms are mortgaged, and 
the owners have, in many cases, lost 
their property through their failure to 
pay the interest when due. 

The people 
their best to aid the 100,000 farmers in 
distress, but even their generosity is 
hardly sufficient to meet such a demand 
as has been made upon them. 

The planting season will 
few weeks, and, if the farmers can ob- 
tain the seed for crops, with such aid as 
can be given them In the way of pro- 
visions to tide them over until fall, they 
will come out all right. 


Outbreak In Crete, 

London, Feb. 4.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Athens gives additional de- 
tails of the trouble between Christians 
and mohammedans on the island of 
Crete. It is announced that 3000 Christ- 
fans have surrounded the seaport town 
of Canea, and that they have already 
burned the mussulman village of Taratzi 
in revenge for the burning of the town 
of Gaata. Altogether six villages are 
reported to have been destroyed by fire 
at the hands of the mohammedans and 
Christians, and a rumor has been widely 
circulated to the effect that a massacre 
of Christians has occured at Galata. 
Continuous firing can be heard in the 
vicinity of Suda. No detatls have been 
received owing to the interruptions of 
communication. It is, however known 
that the mohammedans made anattempt 
to burn the telegraph station at Suda. 
Troops were landed from the English and 
Italian warships, and aided in ex-} 
tinguishing the flames. The foreign 
fleet, on account of the increased danger 
in the vicinity of Canea, has left Suda 
and anchored in the harbor of Canes. 
It is said to be extremely desirable 
that another British warship should be 
sent to Retimo. Two thousand Turkish | 
troops have been ordered to Crete for 
the purpose of suppressing the insurrec- | 
tion there. 


Canada Will Ketaliate. 

Windsor, Ont., Feb. 4—William Mc- 
Gregor, M. P., referring yesterday to 
the Corliss immigration bill, said: 
From Michigan and Maine more men 
come to Canada to work during the lum- 
bering season than there are persons 
who go from all Canada to the United 
States. Annually, 300,000.00 feet of 
logs are rafted to the United States. | 
They are taken mainly from the | 
Georgian bay district to the mills in| 
Michigan, and the same gangs who work | 
in the mills in summer go into the Cana- | 
dian woods in winter and cut the logs. | 
Large numbers also go from Maine to | 
New Brunswick. This would all be | 
stopped should Canada adopt a retalia- | 
tory law. Then, American fish compa- | 
nies control about all the fishing inter- | 
ests on Lake Erie. In British Colum- | 
bia the American miners, for a small 
sum, can g2t a license to mine, and are 
given a tract of land to work on, and | 
they get these privileges on the same | 
conditions as the Canadians, but, in the | 
event of retaliation, the government 
would deprive them of the privileges in | 
our mines and fisheries.

TROUBLE IS NOT OVER 


Differences Between Grockton Face 
tories and Employes Unsettled, 


Eaton & Co. Are Running an 
“Unfair Shop.” 
President Tobin Unable to Bring About Satis- 
fac ory Agreement. 


Brockton, Mass., Feb. 5.—Contrary to 
expectations the strike among the em- 
ployes of the shoe factories here is still 
unsettled. Barry & Co. opened their 
factory yesterday, according to agree- 
ment, and the old hands returned to 
their places. 

The sole fasteners and edge-makers, 
whose grievance started the trouble, 
are dissatisfied with the settlement, and 
Say that it was made under protest from 
their union. 

The war of the machines was resumed. 

At the factory of C. A. Eaton & Co.a 
“free’’ shop was opened. 

Although they had previously an- 
nounced that they had more than enough 
help to fill the different departments 
only four rooms were started. In the 
treeing room everyone there was an old 
operative, and Mr. Eaton stated that 
each one had signed the agreement. The 
labor officials announce that they will 
Spare no efforts to make the firm come 
to terms. It is not so much a question 
of wages, but the so-called “ironclad” 
agreement, which they declare deprives 
the operative of his liberty. 

The Eaton agreement, which that firm 
compelled its help to sign, will become 
nationally known. The factory has 
Leen declared unfair by President J. F. 
Tobin, representing the organized shoe 
workers of the country. It is proposed 
to publish the agreement broadcast, in 
the belief that it will be more potent 
without any comment than any ordinary 
boycott. 

President Tobin held a long conference 
with Mr. Eaton yesterday afternoon. 
From the factory Mr. Tobin went to 
Cutter’s hall, where the recent Eaton 
eniployes Were gathered. Mr. Tobin ad- 
dressed the meeting briefly, saying that 
no settlement could be reached. He 
had, he said, suggested every measure, 


Mr. Eaton w mak- 
unt ae. 8 siren udm his factory ac- 


cording to plans made, and if he made 
a change in the plans he would consult 
with the union officials. President 
Tobin said that there was nothing left 
for the union but to prepare for a bitter 
fight. The agent of the union would 
find out where Eaton's goods were of- 
fered for sa'e, and everywhere people 
would be discouraged from buying them. 
The American Federation of Labor 
would receive notice of the trouble and 
Mr. Eaton's to deal with the 
union officials, and they would make 
the case one of national interest. The 
boycott is illegal, but the union would 
use as its greatest weapon the fron- 
clad agreement which was condemned 
by all who knew tts effect. He sald 
that the chief allies of the union would 
be the sellers of other manufacturers 
who made the same line of goods that 
Mr. Eaton manufactured. They would 
acquaint the buyers with the system 
under which the shoes were made. The 
inferior quality of the work and the fact 
that the goods would probably not be 
ready on time on account of the changes 
in the help would also assist in the 
fight. President Tobin, atcompanied 
by the executive officers of the local 
union, went to the factory of Joyce & 
Fletcher, where a previous conference 
had been held early in the afternoon. 
He remained until after 6 p. m. and an- 
nounced that no settlement had been

reached, but that an appointment had 
been made for today, when the diffi- 
culty will probably be settled. The 


proposition made by the firm was that 
the conditions existing at the close of 
last season be restored. This would 
mean a noticeable increase in the wages 
of one or two departments, and it is gen- 
erally understood that the firm will agree 
to the proposition. President Tobin 
called at the factory of T. D. Barry & 
Co. to investigate a rumor to the effect 
that the firm was not living up to the 
agreement signed Wednesday, and Mr. 
Barry explained that he had retained 
some of the new help in order to give 
them a chance to finish the work which 
they had begun. President Tobin was 
satisfied with the explanation. 


BECOGING FOR LENIENCY, 


Harvard Siudents Promise to Refrain From 
Further Pistol Shooting. 

Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 5.—The pro- 
posed action of the Harvard faculty to 
punish the men concerned in the dis- 
charge of firearms early one morning a 
week ago has created a great deal cf 
feeling among the undergraduates. Bull 
and Hollister, two of the offenders, and 
members of the ‘varsity crew, have al- 
ready been prohibited from rowing, but 
just what final punishment will be in- 
flicted on them has not been decided. The 
loss of these men to the crew would be 
very great, and for this reason steps are 
being taken to have the faculty allow 
these men to row. At a meeting of the 
class of '98 the following resolutions 
were drawn up, which will be presented 
to the faculty after being signed through- 
out the college: 

We, the undersigned members of the 
class of 1898, while recognizing fully 
the wantonness of the disturbance on 
Vuesday night, Jan. 26, believe it 
to have been due rather to the thought- 
lessness of the men engaged in it than 
to any vicious purpose, and we beg the 
administrative board to treat with len- 
fency the students detected in the use 
of explosives on that night. We think 
thet the time has come when the whole 
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college snouia unite in an enaeavor to 
put a stop to such disturbances and to 
relieve the college of the scandal which 
they cause. We therefore promise to 
refrain from the use of firearms and 
explosives of any sort either in celebra- 
tion of other athletic victories or at any 
other time, and to do our utmost to 
discourage and prevent the use of such 
explosives during the remainder of our 
college course. 

This petition will be carried through 
the college, signed by all classes and pre- 
sented to the faculty. Five men of the 
40 or 50 who participated in the celebra- 
tion last week have already paid $15 fines 
in the district court. 


Massachusetts Legislature 

Boston, Feb. 5.—In the senate yester- 
fay a petition was received of Charles 
8. Clarke and others for the appoint- 
ment of a board of license commissioners 
for the city of Boston. The commission 
is to consist of three members, to be 
appointed by the governor for a term ot 
three years each. The salary of the 
chairman is to be $3500, and of the 
other members $3000. The commission 
is allowed $2000 for a clerk, necessary 
deputies at $1200 each and $1000 for in- 
cidentals. All matters pertaining to 
the granting of licenses will be under 
the jurisdiction of the board, and all 
licenses must be duly recorded. 

The committee on prisons gave a hear- 
ing on the petition of Thomas M. Den- 
ham of New Bedford, relative to prison 
labor. 

The new legislation asked for provides 
that the number of persons employed 
in any one industry in any one of the 
penal institutions of the state shall not 
exceed 15 per cent of the number ot 
persons confined in such institutions. 

Each article manufactured on the piece 
Price plan shall be branded, stamped, 
labeled or otherwise marked. Such 
mark shall be in legible letters, and 
shall not be placed on any part of the 
article where it would be concealed 
from view. 

General Superintendent of Prisons 
Fred C. Pettigrove said that while the 
new act would be practicable in prisons 
where there are a large number of 
inmates, it would be entirely imprac- 
ticable in the small! institutions of the 
State. 

George F. McNeil, the vetran labor 
leader and the father of the eight-hour 
work day, spoke in opposition to prison 
labor, and said: “The main point is 
not to make a factory of a penal insti- 
tution. The problem ts to turn out a 
man and not a shoemaker. It should 
be the training of the man and not of 
a product which should be kept in view.” 

The committee on election laws re- 
sumed ils hearing on proposed changes 
{n the Australian ballot system. The 
remonstrants to the proposed grouping 
of candidates in a palty column had the 
floor. Morrill Wyman, Jr., of Cam- 
bridge, described the system in vogue in 


Maine. In Eastport he had very suc- 
cessfully “spotted” the voting. Mr. 
Wyman stated that the same system 


was a failure in Pennsylvania and New 
York.

In effect the bill provides 
that when a city councils, either branch or 
any committee thereof, yotes on the ques- 
tion of granting public franchises, said vote 
shall be by yeas and nays and a record 
taken of the same; yeas and nays also ov 
all votes for expenditures of money; in 
elections of public officers by a city council, 
orin confirmation of a mayor’s appoint- 
ments, arollof members shal! be called, 
and each member shall state aloud his 
preference. 

Itistoo often the case in the Quincy 
City Council that votes are passed without 
any expression of opinion by the members, 
but simply on the declaration of the 
President. It would be worth the while 
to take a yea and nay vote on the advance- 
ment of every order or resolution.

It is perhaps not generally known that 
the Legislature of 1896 passed a new law 
relative to injuries received on highways 
resulting from snow or ice, which was as 
follows: 


SECTION 1, No city or town shall be 
Mable for any injury or damage to person 
or property hereafter received or suffered 
in or upon any part of a highway, townway, 
causeway or bridge, by reason or in con- 
sequence of snow or ice thereon, if the 
piace at.which the injury or damage was 
received or suffered was at the time of the 
accident otherwise reasonably safe and 
convenient for travelers.

A Spicy Hearing at State House on 


Live Stock Insurance. 


Quincy Men are Interested in Peti- 
tion for Incorporation. 


Some of the LepGer readers have prob- 
ably read the reports of the spicy hearing 
at the State House on Wednesday. It was 
a continuation of the hearings given by the 
Committee on Insurance to Charles F. 
Adams, 2d, James P. Clare and others for 
incorporation as the United States Mutual 
Live Stock Company. Many who were 
familiar with the Security Live Stock 
Company and its troubles, will be inter- 
ested in the following report of the hearing 
by the Herald: 

The real excitement came when Lawyer 
Francis P. Curran, who appeared for Ed- 
ward A. Foster of Somerville, a remon- 
strant, arose, and on behalf of the other 
remonstrants, as well as his client, began 
the closing argument. He was allowed 10 
minutes in which to make his address, and 
he condensed it in a most effective and ex- 
pressive way. 


First, he started out by asking the com-} 


mittee if they wanted to hear anything 
about the character of the men who had 
asked for the incorporation. He desired to 
show, he said, the doings of Mr. Clare while 
secretary of the defunct Security Live Stock 
Insurance Company. 

The chairman of the committee replied 
that if there was any criminal or civil 
offences there was a proper tribunal where 
charges could be made. The committee did 
not care to hear extraneous matter. 

‘‘T want to say that the character of any 
man or set of men applying for a charter is 
always pertinent,” replied Mr. Curran, but 
he did not press his desire to go further into 
the matter. Continuing, Mr. Curran said 
the remonstrants had shown the committee 
what a rare specimen of 
horse insurance was. He characterized 
horse insurance as a lottery scheme liable 
to be dishonestly managed, and said that 
the incorporation of the proposed vompany 
would mean that a man would bet $12 and 
his note of $12 that his horse would die in a 
year. The proposed scheme would be an 
inducement to people who insured horses to 
be dishonest. 

‘« Men generally become corrupted as soon 
as they touch horses,’’ he averred. 


He hoped that the commistee would use | 


common sense in disposing of the question 
before it, and not ‘ the impalpable sort of 
reasoning sometimes exercised by legislative 
committees.” 

He alleged that the only men who would 
be fleeced by the incorporation of sych.a 
peuiers aud other poor men who kept » 
horse to get a living. He drewa picture of 
a slick-tongued insurance agent coming in 
contact with a poor, ignorant pedler, and 
then he alleged, should the poor peddler’s 
horse die, the insurance company would tell 
him to go into court and collect his claim if 
he could. They hired adawyer by the year, 
and it cost the peddler $100 to try the case, 
The entire bu-iness, he claimed, bred dis- 


honesty, and if the committee wanted to pre-} 
cipitate a swindling lottery game on the | 


community, they had an opportunity to do 


so by reporting favorably on the incorpora- | 


tion of the proposed live stock insurance 
company. 

Then he charged that the people who were 
endeayoring to get the company incorpor- 
ated were a lot of swindlers. 


“TI object to being called a swindler,”’ said 


Lawyer J. Henry Taylor, who appeared for! 


the petitioners, and who is also one of those 
named in the application of the incorpora- 
tion. 


‘Mr. Charles F. Adams, 2d, of Quincy, | 


another of the proposed incorporators, is an 
honest man, and you know it,” continued 
Mr. Taylor in interruption, 

“IT will except Mr. Adams in my general 
remarks,’’ responded Mr. Curran, “but I 
will add that he ought to be ashamed of him- 
self to be associated with such people.” 

There was another pointed iuterruption, 
two or three talking at the same time, and 
when the jabbering of voices ceased Mr. 
Curran, turning about to where the petition- 
ers were sitting, said with force and feeling: 

“JT want it distinctly understood that I 
hold myself personally responsible for every 
allegation I make.” 

“Your calling people swindlers doesn’t 
have any effect on the committee,” replied 
Lawyer Taylor, 

Mr. Curran took no notice of the remark, 
but continued his argument. He charged 
that the incorporation of the proposed live 
stock :nsurauce company would be an instru- 
ment given people for legal swindling 

‘ This incorporation can be made and will 
be made such,”’ he declared. 

“The gentlemen would not call me a 
swindler out of this room,” said Lawyer 
Taylor. 

‘There would be uo need to,’’ responded 
Lawyer Curran. 

Mr. Taylor replied that no man would 
ever charge Albert Edgecomb, a respectable 
business man, with being a swindler. He 
was sorry, he said, that any member of the 
bar would make such a general statement 
regarding his client. 

‘My remarks are particularly applied to 
those interested at one time in the old Se- 
curity Live Stock Company, who come 
here as petitioners for a charter for incor- 
poration under a new name.” 

“You wouldn’t say that outside,” said a

Stormy Seene at Annual Dinner ot 
Loyal Legion at New York, 


General Ames Criticised Gen- 
eral Curtis. 


The Latter Replied th Forcible Terms to Re- 
flections on Himself. 


New York, Feb. 6.—According to all 
accounts there was a rather stormy 
scene at the banquet of the Loyal Legion 
at Delmonico’s Wednesday night. 

It is said just es a speech by General 
A. A. Ames of Lowell, Mass., was fin- 
ished, General Newton M. Curtis of 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., jumped to his feet, 
and shaking his clinched fist, called 
General Ames a craven hearted coward. 

It is denied that these words were 
used, but it is not denied that there 
Was some such occurrence. 

General Curtis was seen soon after the 
dinner. He was emphatic in his denial 
that the words “liar,” “coward,” and 
others of a strong character had been 
used. 

“The scene may have been stormy,” 
he said, “but I can say that the words 
that have b@en published as coming 
from me were not used. General A. A. 
Ames of Lowell, Mass., read a paper on 
‘The Capture of Fort Fisher’ before the 
command on the evening of Feb. 3. It 
had been stated that the council struck 
out certain passages which it was 
thought would produce Irritation, but 
they were, nevertheless, read. 

“His statements were so much dis- 
approved of that the members several 
times cheered me during the reading of 
it, and at the close called on me and re- 
quested that I make a reply to the stric- 
tures upon General Terry and his part 
in the battle. 

“In obedience to this general call, the 
commandery recognized me, and I re- 
plied to certain assertions which had 
been made, in very plain and decisive 
words. I was then requested to prepare 
to read a paper before the commandery 
of my views of the subject discussed by 
General Ames.” 

The trouble began over a speech by 
General Ames, in which he described his 
own conduc? at the battle of Fort Fisher. 
To use the words of one of those present, 
Ceneral Ames made some reference to 
General Curtis which was not regarded 
as complimentary.

RATES DECIDED UPON. 


Draft of New Schedule Completed by 
Ways and Means Committee, 


Practically a Re-Enactment 


of McKinley Tariff. 


Few of Duties Fixed by Wilson Bill Are to Be | 


Retained. 


Washington, Feb. 5—The ways and 
means committee of the house has 
practically completed its labor on the 
new tariff bill which is to be presented to 
the special session of congress. 

Four schedules have now been fairly 
completed, the chemical, agriculture, 
wines and spirits, and earthen and glass- 
ware schedules. All of the rates which 
have been decided upon are subject to 
change before the committee finishes the 
bill, but most of them probably will re- 
main au they have been fixed in the first 
draft of the bill. Yesterday’s meeting 
was the most important of the series, 
for it resulted in the framing of the 
agricultural schedule, which was made 
a@ re-enactment of the McKinley law, 
with few changes, except on unimportant 
products. The most important step in 
connection with this schedule was the 
establishment of rates of $5 a head on 
cattle more than 1 year old and of 25 
per cent ad valorem on cattle valued at 
more than $20 a head. The McKinley 
rates on other live stock, including the 
rate of $2 on cattle of 1 year old or less, 
are restored. The Wilson rates were 20 
per cent ad valorem on live stock, and 
while the new duty of $5 on cattle does 
not reach the McKinley figures of $10 on 
cattle more than 1 year old it is expected 
that, with the ad valorem on the more 
valuable grades, it will prove adequate 
to shut out Mexicancattle. Itisagainst 


the Mexicun stock that the increase is | 


particularly directed on the representa-

tations from Mexico under the Wilson 
law. 


Much interest centered upon barley, | 


which the committee puts back to the 
McKinley (uty of 3 cents a bushel be- 
cause the farmers contended that the 
Wilson tariff had turned over the mar- 
ket into the hands of the Canadians, 
while the maltsters who have been using 
Canadian barley have made a hard 
fight against any increase. The McKin- 
ley rates have been restored on fruits 
and berries, mainly for the benefit of the | 
fruit growers of the Pacific coast. 
Among the products in the agricul- 
tural schedule which are returned to the 
McKinley rates are breadstuffs, and rice, 
rice products, potatoes and starch, cas- 
tor beans and flax seed, meats and meat 
products, eggs and poultry, vegetables 
and salt. The demand of the farmers 
for the McKinley rate of $4 a ton on hay 
instead of the Wilson rate, $2, was 
granted. Chicory is placed at 1 cent a 
pound in accordance with the requests 
of the growers in the central states, who 
believe that they can capture the home 
market with protection Rates on 
oranges have not been fixed, but the 
committee has decided to change the 
classification and nrake the rates higher

The duties on lead in ores | 
is placed at 1 cent a pound, on pig lead 
2 cents, on white lead and lead acetates 
2% cents. 

The committee has decided to retain 
the Wilson rates on wines and spirits 
throughout the wine and spirit schedule. 
The schedule of the Wilson act was gen 
erally higher in its rates than in the 
McKinley act. 

The committee has devoted some tima | 
to the consideration of manufactures ot 
iron and steel and to cotton manufac- 
tures, but has not perfected these 
schedules. In the cotton schedule there 
will be few changes from the present 
law except in rates on fine yarns and the 
most costly fabrics. The changes in | 
the iron and steel schedule will be mite | 
to a few specialties like cotton ties, on 
which McKinley duties will be re-en- 
acted, on tin plate, which has not been 
settled, and some forms of tube steel and 
surgical instruments. 

No other schedule has given the com- 
mittee so much trouble as the one which 
includes earths, earthenware and glass- 
Ware. It has been claimed by all the 
pottery and glass interests that the 
Wilson law has proven disastrous to 
their interests, and that no system of 
ad vatorem levies could properly pro- 
tect them. Accordingly the committee 
has determined to adjust the items of 
the schedule to such specific duties as 
will be equal to the duties of the McKin- 
ley law, most of which were ad valorem. 
On account of the decorative features of 
such wares, which often are the chief 
element in their value, it is particulayly 
difficult to adjust satisfactory specific 
rates. 

Plate glass has been arranged as fol- 
lows: 

Under 16x24 inches, 8 cents per square 
foot (present rate 5); above 16x24, and 
not exceeding 24x30, 12 cents (present 
rate 8); above 24x30 and not exceeding 
24x60, the present rate of 22% cents; all 
above 24x60 the present rate of 35 cents.

Faults of Hot Air Heaters.

| published in good faith, without actual 
malice, and unless the plaintiff prove actual 
malice or want of good faith, or a failure 
to retract after written demand, he shall 
recover as damages only such loss or injury 
as he shall specially allege and prove; 
provided, however, that if such original 
publication had for its purpose to influence 
any particular proceeding which must 
transpire either in whole or in part before 
the publication of said retraction, such 
retraction shall operate only in mitigation 
of genera! damages, 

Section 2—In all civil libel 


suits for 


defendant may plead and give in evidence 


in mitigation of damages that plaintiff has 


jalready brought actions for, or has recov- 


jered damages, or has agreed to receive 
} compensation, in respect of a libel to the 
| same purport or effect as the libel for which 
such action has been brought. 

Section 4—Where several actions are 
pending, whether in the same or different 
counties, for substantially the same libel, 
brought by the same plaintiff, any justice 
}of the court in which such libels are pend- 
| ing, may, in his discretion, on notice to 
| the parties after hearing make an order for 
}the consolidation of such actions, so that 
| they shall be tried together. In such con- 
solidated action the coart, if the case is 
tried without a ury, or the jury, if the 


case is tried by a jury, shall find a separate 
verdict which verdict

the plaintiff obtaining judgment in his 
favor the court shall make such order for 
the apportionment of costs in the several 
actions between the defendants as may be 
just and reasonable.

The first accident took 
flace ina tenement in the South End ear- 
ly in the morning, where John Higgins 
and his wife Mary were discovered uncon- 
scious from the effects of coal gas. A 
few hours after the South End accident, 
Edgar Connelly and Frank Connors, 
cccupying a tliat in a house on Norway 
street, were also discovered unconscious 
from the effects of the deadly gas. In 
an adjoining’ room was a grate from 
which the gas escaped.

Providence, Feb. 8—Joseph C. 
Johnson, a prominent broker, who had 
been missing since Friday night, was 
found yesterday morning. While onghis 
way home Friday and while passing 
Brown university his mind became blank 
and when he recovered consciousness Mr. 
Jonnson found himself in the woods at 
Fast Providence. He crawled on his 
hands and knees to the house of James 
Murdock and yesterday was taken home. 
Mr. Johnson had been out doors since 
his disappearance and was exposed to 
Friday’sstorm. The physicians are sur- 
prised that he survived from his ex- 
haustion.

Has Tried His Last Case, 

New York, Feb. 8.—Charles W. Brooke, 
the noted criminal lawyer, died yester- 
day, at New Brighton, Staten Island. 
Mr. Brooke was taken ill on Jan. 26, 
while conducting the Freeman trial in 
this city. He died from a cancer in the 
intestines. Among the most famous 
cases in which he acted as counsel was 
that in which he defended Mrs. Fleming, 
accused of poisoning her mother, of 
which she was acquitted. As a member 
of Garvin, Fellows & Brooke, he de- 
fended the Bank of England forgers. 
When Victoria Woodhull and Tennie

LONG INTERVIEWED. 


Future Cadxinet Officer Expresses Ideas 
on Various Public Questions, 


Is Not an Expert iu Science 
of Finance. 


Indorses Present Administration's Stand on 
Cuban Matter. 


New ¥-rk, Feb. 8.—A special to The 
World frem John D. 
Long, in an interview, last night, said 
that the post of secretary of the navy 
has not yet been definitely tendered him 
He had been invited to take a place in 
the new cabinet, but he did not wish to 
“obtrude his individual views.” 

“T have not made such special study 
of financial questions as would make my 
opinions of particular interest to the 
public on that subject. This is an age 
of specialties, Finance isa high science, 
and I am not an expert in it. I donot 
wish to talk ex-cathedra, and defer ta 
those who are thoroughly trained in the 
great principles of financiering. The 
views of Lyman J. Gage are extremely 
valuable. I consider that President Mc- 
Kinley and the people in general are ta 
be congratulated over the acceptance of 
the treasury portfolio by Mr. Gage. I 
will not, therefore, advance my personal 
views on such questions as the retire- 
ment of the gver ks and kindred sub- 
jects. 

“I believe that the tariff schedules can 
be so adjusted by the incoming congress 
that the present very unfortunate con- 
dition of our inadequate revenue can be 
rectified and adequate receipts secured. 
The revision can be so arranged as not 
to oppress our foreign trade or diminish 
customs revenues. I see no reason why, 
with ample revenue, the treasury gold 
balance should not take care of itself. 

“As to the Cuban question, the presi- 
dent and congress are leaving it just 
where it ought to stand. What may be 
the effect of any unexpected develop- 
ments in Cuba no one can now predict 
but, whatever at any time may be the 
situation, then it will be time to meet i 
with wisdom and regard for internation 
al obligations. I should deplore any con 
dition that would necessarily invite war 
a threat of war, or anything to impaiz 
the present promise of better times ané 
an era of peace. 

“T am most heartily in favor of an ar 
bitration treaty with England or any 
other foreign power. Itis possible tha 
some slight amendments may be desir 
able in the treaty now pending, but its 
main features and principles ought to be 
adopted. It is a step, and a very greai 
one, in the advance of human civiliza- 
tion. 
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Tess.”’ 
Spain Will Execute the Reforms, 

Madrid, Feb. 8.—Prime Minister Cano- 
vas Del Castillo, in an interview, an- 
nounces that the government intends te 
faithfully execute the proposed Cubay 
reforms, and that it will not be nece ssary 
to wait for the complete pacification of 
Cuba. He says that it will be sufficient 
if the rebellion is confined to the western 
portions of the island. The Marquis of 
Apezteguia, the leader of the constitu- 
tional party in Cuba, in an interview, 
gays that it is doubtful whether the 
scheme of Cuban reforms will serve to 
terminate the insurrection. He adds 
that Captain General Weyler should not 
be intrusted with their execution.

Albert M. Billings, aged 83, banker, ot 
Chicago, died yesterday. His death was 
due to old age. Mr. Billings was the 
father of C. K. J. Billings, president of 
the Chicago Gas company. 

Talcott H. Camp, aged 80, the oldest 
bank official in north New York, died at 
his home in Watertown, N. Y. Mr. 
Camp was a trustee of Hamilton college. 

Chief Engineer William S. Smith, U. 8, 
N., aged 60, died suddenly at Philadel- 
phia. He was born in Portsmouth, Va. 
He served all through the war of the re- 
bellion, and was chief engineer of the 
Kearsarge at the time of her engagement 
with the \Alabama. He wasalsosta- 
tioned on tne monitor Old Ironsides, for 
services on .vhich he received the spe- 
cial thanks 0:1 congress. From that time 
he served on board a number of vessels, 
until given charge of the Asiatic squad- 
ron. He leaves a daughter. 

General Wilbraham Oates Lennox is 
dead at London. 

Signor Calileo Ferraris, member of the 
[talian senate and a well-known elec- 
trician, is dead. 

George W. Dodge, aged 67, fer nearly 
40 years one of the foremost citizens of 
Manchester, N. H., died yesterday. 

Rev. J. C. McDevitt, the oldest parish 
priest in New Brunswick, died yesterday 
at Fredericton, where he had been in 
charge for 48 years.

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The Paving Amendment. 


It is understood that the Committee on 
Streets will not make any report at to- 
night’s Council meeting, on the order 
introduced at the last meeting of the 
City Council, striking out the fifth clause 
of the street railway double tracking order, 
which was that the company should pave 
Hancock street from curb to curb 
between Granite and School streets. 

The reason for not making a report is 
said to be that the Committee considered 
that the thirty days have expired and as 
some new order in relation to the matter 
is to be introduced tonight it was thought 
best to consider them all at one tima, 

Although the order was signed Jan. 4, 
some claim the thirty days have pot ex- 
pired, as the company was not notified 
until Jan 10. 

If tonight’s meeting passes without some 
action being taken, the order will be dead, 
and before any part of Hancock street can 
be double tracked the whole matter will 
have to be gone all over again. 

If a new order is introduced tonight, and 
it is hurried along as fast as possible, at 
least six weeks must expire before it 
reaches the Mayor for his signature. 


Kept the Water Moving. 


The street department of the city was 
busy all day Sunday looking out for the 
water which almost threatened a flood. 
The rain of Saturday night melted the 
snow rapidly and the walking was some- 
thing awful. Simple remedies are often 
the most efficacious, and this was illus- 
trated early Sunday morning, when heavy 
two-horse tip carts went through the streets 
running one wheel in the gutter. It was 
surprising what a rivulet these cart tracks 
soon became, and they carried off lots of 
water.

Annual Meeting of the Quincy 
Yacht Club. 


John W. Sanborn Elected as the First 


. Officer. 


The Only Contest was Over the 
House Committe. 


The anoual meeting of the Quincy Yacht 
club was held Saturday evening at the 
Ward room, City Hall. 

Commodore Pettengill presided and after 
the reports of the several committees had 
been accepted a committee consisting of 
E, W. Newcomb, Carl Lane, Amos Merritt 
and Charles Hall were appointed as tellers. 

Before voting was commenced George 
G. Saville withdrew his name as a candi- 
date for member of the house committee 
and the names of C, F. Pettengill and 
Fred B, Rice were added. 

While the committee were counting the 
ballots the several articles in the call were 
taken up. 

Commander Francis M. Green, U.S. N., 
Inspector of the Second Light House Dis- 
trict, was made an honorary member of 
the club. 

Article [V of the by-laws was amended 
by the addition of the following: 

(a) ‘* A fleet captain shall be appointed 
by the commodore directly after the annual 
meeting and shall hold office for the en- 
suing club year, or until his successor has 
been duly appointed, and accepted the 
office. It shall be the duty of the fleet 
capiain to communicate in behalf of the 
commodore, with the ofticers and members 
of the squadron.”’ 

(b) ‘To see if the clab will authorize 
the executive committee to select and 
adopt a design for the fleet captain’s flag.”’ 

Article Ll of the by-laws was amended so 
as to read: 

‘The officers of this club shall be and 
rank as follows: A commodore, vice-com- 
modore, secretary (who shall also be clerk 
of the corporation, and act as treasurer,) 
measurer and regatta committee, with 
powers of directors, to consist of seven 
members, of which the commodore, vice- 
commodore and secretary and treasurer, 
shall be members ex-officiis,” ete., etc. 

Paragraph 5, Article IV was amemied 
by the addition of the following: 

(a) ‘* They shall appropriate to the use 
of each committee such sums of money as 
may seem to them to be for the interest of 
the club and within its resources,” 

Paragraph 6, of Article 1V was amended 
by the addition of the following: 

(b) ‘* They shall, prior to-May 1 in each 
year, submit to the executive committee of 
théclub an estimate of the amount they 
may deem necessary to properly carry on 
and maintain the club house for the 
coming season.

An Extended Trip. 


George W. Prescott and his daughter, 
Etta, will leave next Thursday to attend 
the convention of the Nationa! Editorial 
Association, held at Galveston, Texas, on 
the 16, 17, 18 ane 19 of February. 

Delegates from Massachusetts, Maine, 
and Connecticut wiil leave Boston in a 
drawing-room car, accompanied by ladies, 
—enough to fill one car comfortably. 

The car leaves at three o’clock by way of 
the Fitchburg, West Shore, Grand Trunk 
and Wabash railroads for St. Louis, where 
they expect to arrive about 8 o'clock 
Saturday morning. 

At St. Louis, delegates from the north, 
east and west gather, and at9 P. M. start 
on two special trains of Pallman cars, for 
Galveston, over the Santa Fe road. The 
excursionists a¥e expecting to arrive in 
that city on Monday, the day before the 
convention opens, and stop at the beauti- 
ful Beach hotel. 

Between the convention meetings, the 
citizens have prepared an excellent pro- 
gram of entertainment. One of the feat- 
ures is a trip down the new jetties, build- 
ing for the protection of Galveston harbor. 
The government has appropriated $6,250,000 
for the jetties; about one-third of which 
has been expended. Numerous side trips 
have been arranged; and the people guar- 
antee the delegates and their ladies a royal 
Texas welcome, 

They have been invited, after the con- 
vention, to visit the city of Mexico, and it 
is expected that most of the delegates and 
ladies will accept the invitation and go 
to that quaint old city. 

The journey from Boston to Mexico and 
return is about 8,000 miles; and the del- 
egates that leave this state expect to be 
gone about four week; occupy the same 
car with the same pleasant company, 
throughout this long trip to the land of 
flowers. The delegates hire the drawing 
room cars by the day, and go from place to 
place, as they please.

He might add that when 
the education is secured it is Many times 
of little practical use in the life to which 


the son of poor parentage is naturally 
called.

The funeral of Capt. Joseplt T. French 
was held Saturday afternoon from thd 
Universalist church, The services wer¢ 
very largely attended many of the business 
men and City Officials being present, as 
well as large delegations from Paul Revere 
Post 88, G, A. R,, Delphi lodge, K. of P.;

Rev. Mr. Prelbe offered prayer and read 
‘*T am the resurrection and the life,’’ and 
Kev. Mr. Butler delivered a touching 
eulogy on the life of Mr. French aud spoke 
of the life beyond. 

The Verdi quartette sang ‘‘Lead Kindly 
Light,” ‘* Blessed be the Name of the 
Lord,” and ‘‘ Gathering Home,’’ 

At the conclusion of the prayer by Rev. 
Mr. Butler, the burial service of the 
Knights or Pythias was rendered by Delphi 
lodge, after which an opportunity was 
offered for the last look at him who in life 
was so well known.

Old Times Recalled. 


I noticed in the Boston papers of Feb. 4, 
the death in Quincy of Capi. J. T. French. 
I went to California in company with Mr. 
French, sailing from Boston in November, 
1849, on the little schooner ‘‘ Lamertine”’ 
with about twenty others, nearly all from 
Quincy. The schooner was fitted out at 
Neponset. Her officers and crew were also 
Quincy men. Capt. C. Brown in command 
with old Capt. Ebenezer Underwood 
as sailing master. I cannot remember al! 
the names of the boys, for we were boys 
then, but 1 remember Joseph T. French, 
Tom Connor, George Penniman, Clark 
and Elijah Corliss, Ed. Hobbs, Henry 
Pratt, Seth Bailey, George Curtis, Charles 
Crerwell, Mr. Clapp, Mr. Spear, George 
Citizen, I was the ‘kid,’ being but 
seventeen years old. We hada long but 
jolly voyage around Cape Horn, touching 
at Rio and Valparaso, Capt. French, he 
was then called plain ** Juve,’ was the life 
and merry one of the party, always full of 
fun and life. No one could be dull when 
he was around. I think the majority of 
that little band who sailed away for the 
Golden Gate on that November morning so 
long ago have anchored on the other shore, 
and what few are left will soon cast anchor 
beside them. If there are any still alive, 
and this should meet his eye, I should like 
to have them write to their old companion 
on the voyage of the ‘* Lamertine.’’

| Delegates. Arriving For Annual Con- 


vention Whizh Begins Wednesday, 


Lively Interest In | Contest 
For Presidency. 


Organization In Excellent Condition and Work 
For Good Roads Going On. 


Albany, Feb. 8—Hotel accommoda- 
tions are at a premium, because of the 
arrival in the city of a large number of 
delegates to the annual meeting of the 
League of American Wheelmen. The 
ecnvention meets Wednesday, but the 
wheelmen are coming early, to partici- 
pate in the contest between Sterling El- 
liott and Isaac Potter for the presidency 
of the league. The fight has narrowed 
down to these two gentlemen, and the 
feeling hasbe come very bitter. Politi- 
cal wire pulling is being done by both 
candidates, and the outcome is watched 
with great interest. 


STERLING ELLIOTT. 
Every delegate who reaches town is 
put in possession of a printed circular 
detailing the work that Mr. Potter has 


done for the league. They call attention 
to the fact that he obtained the passage 
of the bill giving wheelmen the same 
privileges as any other vehicle owner 
on public highways; that he increased 


| the membership of the New York state 


division from 2900 to 21,000, and, lastly, 
that Albany is the place of his birth, and, 
the convention being held here, it would 
be a deserved compliment to elect him 
president. 

If all the delegates attend from tha 
various states, 76 of them will face Lieu- 
tenant Governor Woodruff when he calls 
the preliminary good roads meeeting te 
order on Wednesday. In addition, a 
great number of wheelmen who are not

The number of delegates from each

state is guaged by the number of en- 
rolled wheelmen in such state. New 
York comes first, with 53 delegates; 


Pennsylvania, 29; Massachusetts, 26; 
New Jersey, 14; Illinois, 11; Missouri and 
Ohio, 8 each; Connecticut, Iowa, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, each 6; North Carolina 
and Wisconsin each 7; Indiana, 5; Kan- 
sas, Maine, Colorado, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, south California, Tennessee, 
Texas and Washington, each 4; Arkan- 
sas, Arizona, New Hampshire, Oregon, 
each 3; Michigan, 5; Utah, Vermont, 
Virginia and West Virginia, each 2; Ala- 
bama, Florida, Delaware, Montana, Ne- 
vada, New Mexico, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, South Caro- 
lina and Wyoming, each 1. The actual 
work of the delegates will not-begin un- 
til Thursday morning, and then it is ex- 
pected that a great deal of time will be 
consumed in discussion of the many im- 
portant questions which will be pre- 
sented for consideration. 

One of the reasons for holding the con- 
vention in Albany was to impress the 
New York state legislature with the 
strength of the union, and, if possible, 
have this state become the pioneer in 
the movement for good roads. The en- 
tire session on Wednesday will be given 
up to this mafter, and it is altogether 
probable that hearings will be arranged 
before some of the legislative commit- 
tees on Wednesday afternoon on tha 
good roads bill, introduced by Senator 
Higbee. In addition to Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Woodruff, it is expected that 
Speaker O'Grady, Assemblyman Arm- 
strong, who secured the passage of the 
free bicycle transportation act, and 
Senator Charles Guy, who has just had 
reported favorably a bill giving bi- 
cyclists an exclusive strip of roadway 
along some New York highways, wil! all 
be present and address the meeting. 
Superintendent of Public Works Georga 
W. Aldridge, who has granted permits 
for bicycle paths along the Canalberma 
bank, has also been asked to say some- 
thing to the gathering. The league has 
appropriated $1000 for the purposes of 
this meeting, and for the printing of and 
distribution of literature on the sub- 
ject. On the eve of this meeting, State 
Engineer and Surveyor Adams, in his 
annual report, favors the wheelmen’s 
bill, and says: 

“I believe that, since the management 
of the great bulk of this work will be se 
largely of an engineering nature, it 
should all be placed in the charge of this 
department, and that of the superin- 
tendent of public works, exactly as is 
now the case with all other public work 
of this character; and, as these two de- 
partments now have an effective organ- 
ization, reaching into every county in 
the state, I believe that no new, cum- 
bersome or expensive commision is re- 
quired for this purpose.” 

The reports of the secretary and 
treasurer will be presented to the league 
on Thursday, and will contain an in- 
teresting and rather startling array of 
figures. There are now in the league 74,- 
026 members, of whom 20,826 reside in the 
state of New York; 11,204 in Pennsylva- 
nia; 9711 in Massachusetts, and 4597 in 
New Jersey; Llinois comes next in num- 
ber, followed very closely by Missouri 
and Ohio. From third in the list of states 
as to membership, New York division 
has gone up to first place; and, from 
havitg 12 per cent of the entire mem- 
bership, New York now has 31 per cent. 
The gain in membership during the last 
year of the entire national league hag 
been about 2600. As to the finances, the 
report will show that, while in the ex- 
penditure of money for pushing the 
good roads crusade, the organization is 
in a healthy state, it has in its treasury 
$14,493 surplus, of which $7214 was paid: 


over by the publishers of The L. A. W. 
Bulletin, under an arrangement with the 
league. It will also show that in many 
states extremely important legislation 
has been enacted for the assistance and 
benefit of the league. ¥ 

The proposed changes in the constitu- 
tion of the league are, some of them, of 
a very radical nature, and are liable to 
cause a great deal of discussion, One 
proposed by Mr. Gideon, chairman of the 
racing board, will undoubtedly be 
passed, so as to stop the friction which 
exists between college athletic clubs and 
the wheelmen. The proposed amend- 
ment will except college riders in col- 
lege races from the rules of the L. A. W. 
in regard to training and travelling ex- 
penses, by allowing these races to be 
held under the auspices of, and the rules 
of, the Intercollegiate Athletic associa- 
tion. This amendment will really only 
put bicycle riders upon the same basis 
as other athletes. Some of the other 
changes proposed are: The changing of 
the rules by which all authority shall be 
vested in the nationa? racing board, the 
admitting of professionals into the 
league, the sanctioning of female bicycle 
racing, the entrance of the league into 
political life upon questions affecting 
bicycle riders, and the permitting of 
Sunday racing in southern and western 
cities. 

The annual banquet of the league will 
take place on Wednesday night, which, 
unfortunately, is the same night that 
Governor Black gives his reception to 
the state iegislature. There will be no 
races, as had been intended, at the na- 
tional Guard armory here, the scheme 
having fallen through. 


FORECAST OF CONGRESS. 


Arbitration Comes Up In Senate Today---Can 
vas of Electoral Vote. 

Washington, Feb. §—Senator Morgan 
pursued his plan, and moved to take up 
the Nicaragua canal bill during thea 
morning hour today. He excects the 
motion to be antagonized, and, in that 
event, will secure a vote which will, he 
thinks, demonstrate the voting strength 
of the canal bill. He expects the vote 
to be largely in the majority, but, what- 
ever the result, he probably will an- 
neunce his abandonment of the bill for 
the present session, on account of the 
cetermined obstruction to its passage, 
while at the same time he will declare 
h‘s purpose to press the measure with 
wnore determination than ever at the 
next session. 

The withdrawal of the Nicaragua can- 
al bill from its present place at the head 
v* the calendar will leave the way open 
for taking up other measures pressing 
tor consideration. The diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill has already 
been reported, and there will be an ef- 
fort to secure attention toittoday. The 
appropriation committee expect to have 
the Indian and agricultural bills re- 
nerted by Wednesday, and will ask for 
early consideration. Senator Thurs- 
ton will seek the first opportunity to con- 
clude his speech on the Pacific railroad 
resolutions, Morrill has given 
notice of his intention to advance the bili

Capitol, and Senater Sherman will abide 
by his decision to ask the senate to ga 
into executive session early today, for 
the purpose of considering the general | 
arbitration treaty with Great Britain. 

As soon as these matters will permit, 
there will be an effort to proceed with 
the bankruptcy bill, and it is not expect- 
ed that there will be any avowed op- 
posilion to consideration. The proceed- 
ings relative to the arbitration treaty | 
will be held in executive session, and will 
be long and animated. 

Wednesday, the senate will join with 
the house to see the count of the electoral 
vote. 


Senator Lodge hopes to get up the con- 
ference report on the immigration bill 
as soon as the house acts upon it, 
which he thinks will be done the latter 
part of the present week. 

The feature of the week in the house 
will be the ceremonies on Wednesday 
on the occasion of the counting of the 
electoral votes and the formal pro- 
mulgation of the election of McKinley 
and Hobart by the vice president of the 
United States. It is a state occasion, 
but of a very formal character. Unless 
the fortifications or sundry civil bill 
is reported the house will have no appro- 
priation bill to consider this week and 
most of the time will be devoted to 
such bills as the various committees 
may present and the conference reports. 
There are three contested election cases: 
geatty vs. Price, from Louisiana; Hop- 
kins vs. Kendricks, from Kentucky; and 
Bennett vs. Boatner, which probably will 
be decided. In each case the majority 
report favors the sitting member, a 
Democrat, and little time will be con- 
sumed in disposing of them. 


News From Havana. 

Havana, Feb. 8.—Throughout the 
whole Island of Cuba the greatest inter- 
est is taken in the proposed scheme for 
Cuban reforms, and all classes are anx- 
ious to see what effect will be produced 
upon the insurgents by the publication 
of the official decree. 

The mayor of Havana has issued an 
edict, ordering all of the inhabitants to 
submit to vaccination. Out of 52 deaths 
Friday, 26, or just 50 per cent, perished 
from smallpox. 

The authorities have arrested Pedro 
Cruz Hernandez of the band of Felipe 
Munez. Hernandez says he surrendered 
to General Arolas at Artemisa on April 
27, 1896. 

The insurgents have burned the mag- 
nificent railway bridge near Palos, prov- 
ince of Havana, and several culverts, 

It is calculated that an effective force 
of 16,000 men, consisting of 15 pieces of 
artillery, under Colonel Hove, five regi- 
ments of cavalry, the battalions of in- 
fantry of the Princess of America, com- 
manded by General Gasco, and the bat- 
talion of the Antilles, commanded by 
General Calixto Ruiz, and the battalion 
of Zaroma and Merida, commanded by 
General Segura, will soon be placed in 
the field. 

As General Weyler was marching with 
his columns, just before entering Santa 
Clara, his horse was shot under him by 
a Cuban sharpshooter. It is supposed 
the shot came from a distant hillside. 
Throughout the march from Rodas, the 
captain general was assailed by missiles 
of this kind, and several times barely 
escaped being wounded. He is greatly 
worried over it, and large scouting par- 
ties preceded the advancing Spanish 
columns to capture the daring mar- 
auders. 


Improvement In Varix 

Paris, Feb. 8.—Piesident Faure yes- 
terday opened the new Rue Reaumur, 
connecting the Place De La Bourse with 
the Square Du Temple. This is re- 
garded as the greatest improvement in 
Paris since the days of Baron George 
Eugene Haussmann. 


REDUCING EXPENSES. 


Number of Pension Agencies t..duced From 
Eighteen to Nine. 

Washington, Feb. 8.—The president 
has signed, on the recommendation of 
Secretary of the Interior Francis, 
an important order reducing the number 
of pension agencies in the United States 
from 18 to 9. The object of the order 
is to effect a very large saving to the 
government without inconveniencing the 
pensioners. The secretary demonstrates

that by this reduction of the pension | 


agencies the cost of disbursing pensions 
can be reduced by at least $150,000 per 
annum. The change was made possible 
by an amendment to the law governing 
the disbursing of pensions, which amend- 
ment was approved March 23, 1896. It 
required that all pensioners should, after 
that date, be paid by checks remitted by 
mail. Reports from pension agencies in 
reply to inquiries as to the operation of 
the new law were to the effect that 
the pensioners are paid much more 
promptly; that the possibility of error 
is minimiazed and that upon the whole 
it is much more satisfactory to the pen- 
sioners than the former law. 
agents also advise that the pensioners 
receive their pensions, when remitted by 
mail, at their homes, where, being sur- 
rounded by family influences, the pen- 
sioner is much more likely to make a 
judicious disposition of his pension 
money. Under the previous law many 
pensioners collected their quarterly pay- 
ments in person and under the influence 
of bad associations were often induced 
to apply those payments unwisely and 
deprived families of benefits thereof. 
This executive order will go into 
effect Sept. 1, next, its execution hav- 
ing been postponed until that date in

ceiving his pension, and to give ample 
time for the removal of the rolls and 
records from the agencies discontinued, 

The consolidation was made by uniting 
existing agencies and the entire juris- 
diction thereof in order that no expense 
should incurred by the making of 
new rolls. The agencies at Concord, N. 
H., and Augusta Me., are discontinued 
and payments hitherto made from there 
are ordered made from Boston. 

All pensioners of the United States 
residing in foreign countries and now 
numbering 3781, will continue to be paid 
from the Washington agency, and the 
navy pensioners will be paid as hereto- 
fore from Boston, Chicago, New York, 
Philadelphia, San Francisco, and Wash- 
ington.

Vessels of Atlantic Squadron Tossed 
About by Mighty Waves, 


Four Men-0’-Warsmen Lose 
Their Lives. 


Moun‘ainous Seas Wash Over the Ships. 
Heroic Rescue. 


Charleston, Feb. 9.—After a most dis- 
astrous expericnce with wind and wave, 
the Atlantic squadron has reached this 
port. Three men were lost overboard 
from the Maine, and one man was 
crushed to death on the Marblehead. 
Seven others on the iatter vessel were 
badly injured. All the vesesls had a 
hard time of it in the storm, and the 
Marblehead presents a woful appear- 
ance. Her forecastie is stove in, a por- 
tion of her superstructure and two 
hatches are carried away. The heavy 
seas that swept her decks also carried 
away her searchlight, lower port boom, 
smashed the rails and swept overboard 
the lifeboats. 

Carpenter Shawberl was crushed to 
death in the forecastle when it was 
wrecked by a monster wave, and Plumb- 
er Hickey had his skull crushed by the 
wreckage and probably will die. The 
six seamen who were injured are be- 
lieved to have been hurt at the same 
time,but the officers of the vessels are re- 
ticent as to the details of the accident. 
Carpenter Shawber! was buried at sea. 
The other vessels of the fleet show marks 
of their rough voyage, their upper works 
and deck hamper being damaged. 

The squadron weighed anchor in the 
Roads Thursday morning and put to sea. 
Friday evening the weather thickened, 
and by night was blowing a gale. The 
Indiana returned to the Roads, owing to 
the condition of her turrets. The rest 
of the fleet, however, poked their noses 
into the storm and headed south. When 
about 50 miles off Hatteras the fleet en- 
countered the full force of the blow. 
Open squadron formation was main- 
tained, and the vessels were put in or- 
der for a siege of weather. The battle- 
ship Maine rolled in the big seas, the wa- 
ter washing her decks at every plunge. 

It was late Friday afternoon that the 
accident occcurred which cost three sea- 
men their lives, and three others were 
rescued only by prompt and heroic work. 
A gang of men were ordered forward to 
make more secure the lashings of the 
big guns. The deck was deluged and the 
wind was freshening every moment. The 
men were at work with the lashings, 
when an unusually heavy sea curled 
over her bow and swept aft. Six of the 
gang were picked up and carried over- 
board before they could escape the 
wave. When the cry of ‘‘man overboard” 
was carried back, there was a scene of 
momentary col ion, but in an instant 
the splendid di ine of the crew was 
apparent. 

Life buoys were cut loose and the order 
quickly given to get a boat overboard, 
The high sea made this a work of peril 
end difficulty, but a boat's crew, under 
Naval Cadet Walter R. Gherardi, son ot 
Rear Admiral Gherardi, retired, was 
finally lowered, excellent seamanship 
alone preventing the frail craft from 
being crashed against the sides of the big 
battleship. While the engines had been 
reversed at the first signal from the 
bridge, the momentum of the ship had 
carried her some distance beyond the 
spot where the seamen were savept 
overboard, and the set of the current 
was carrying them away every moment. 
The ship's crew watched the rescuers 
as they pulled manfully in the heavy 
seas, the waves running so high that the 
little boat was at times hidden from the 
vessel's deck as it rushed down into the 
trough. Meantime the drowning men 
fought bravely, and three of them man- 
aged to keep afloat until their mates 
hauled them from the water. They were 
Seamen Hassell, Cronin and Freeman, 
The three remaining, Brown, Nelson and 
Kogel, were not to be seen. The life- 
wboat cruised back and forth over the 
spot, but the brave fellows had given 
up the struggle and met a sailor’s fate 
Cadet Gherardi and his boat’s crew were 
highly complimented by the officers for 
their brave work. 4 

Friday night the fleet made heavy 
weather of it, but managed to keep 
within signalling distance of one an- 
other. Towards morning the squadron 
was hove to and weathered out the rest 
of the gale in that manner. The offi- 
cers say it was one of the worst gales 
the fleet has ever experienced. 


Bull and Hollister Will Row. 

Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 9.—Bull and 
Hollister of the Harvard crew, who were 
under the bar of the faculty for their 
participation in the recent explosion of 
firearms at Harvard, will be allowed to 
row again, and all Harvard Is rejoicing. 
The matter came up at the meeting of 
the administrative board of the faculty, 
and was laid on the table, and, conse- 
quently, Bull and Hollister will again 
join the crew. 


Killed by Kitten’s Bite, 

Williamsport, Pa., Feb. 9.—Mrs. Sarah 
Hooker of this city died yesterday 
as a result of a bite of a kitten some 
months ago. She saw the kitten in the 
yard and, on account of its sickly con- 
dition, picked it up to carry it into the 
house when it bit her on the index finger 
of the left hand. Blood poisoning set 
in and despite all efforts nothing availed 
to save the woman's life.

The stage was arranged intc 
three half moons. In the front row was 
Sir Clements Markham, president of the 
Royal Geographical society, who pre- 
sided. On his right were the Princess o! 
Wales, Dr. Nansen, Lieutenant Scott 
Hansen and Mr. Scott Keltie, secre- 
tary of the Royal Geographical society 
Seated on his left were the Duke of York, 
Admiral Sir Francis McClintock, Vice 
Admiral Sir George Nares and Admira) 
Wharton. Behind them were 60 distin- 
guished guests, including United States 
Ambassador Thomas F. Bayard, the 
Swedish, Spanish, Turkish, Danish 
Dutch, Belgian and Japanese envoys} 
the parliamentary secretary for the for- 
eign office, George N. Curzon; Admirals 
Markham, Ommaney and Commerell 
Sir John Lubbock, Sir George Baden- 
Powell, etc. 

Dr. Nansen, who was accorded a most 
enthusiastic reception, delivered his lec- 
ture in a modest manner afd illustrated 
the subject by photographs, which haé¢ 
been obtained by himself. 
ACRICULTURE IN CRANITE STATE 
State Board Suggests Inauguration o 

Thorough Educational Methods. 

Concord, N. H., Feb. 9.—The state 
board of agriculture has made public its 
biennial report to the governor and 
council. ‘his report concludes ag fol- 
lows: 

The comprehensive survey of the agri- 
cultural interests of New Hampshire 
leads to the conclusion that the financia! 
depression existing in other industries 
is shared by this, and, as it was the 
last of these industries to feel the effect: 
of hard times, it will be the last to re- 
cover from Its effects. 

In view of this fact, we submit thai 
the most practical and economic means 
of aiding this important industry and 
promoting its interests on the part of 
the state is through educational meth- 
ods, and such should have liberal sup- 
port. We refer to the diffusion of prac- 
tical agricultural instruction as well as 
to general education. We also desire te 
respectfully call the attention of the 
legislature to the advisability of adopt- 
ing some means of state aid to rura’ 
schools and highways, and refer to the 
system adopted in the neighboring 
states as a possible guide in this im 
portant matter.

WILL BE ITALIAN MINISTER. 


General Draper of Massachusetts Said to Have 
Been Selected. 

Boston, Feb. 9.—A special to the Post 
from Canton, O., says: 

General William I’. Draper of Hope- 
dale, Mass., will be appointed by Presi- 
dent-elect McKinley as minister to Italy. 

He wanted to be ambassador to the 
court of St. James, but that position is 
laid aside for Chauncey M. Depew, pro- 
vided New York gets no cabinet place. 

General Draper's friends have been 
somewhat uneasy over his prospects 
ever since the selection of ex-Governor 
Long as the New England member of 
the cabinet was announced. 

Mr. Lodge immediately rushed on here 
from Washington in a somewhat fran- 
tic frame of mind, fearing that Genera! 
Draper would be side-tracked. He did 
not have the hardiness to oppose Mr. 
McKinley's of ex-Governor 
Long; but he did not enthuse to any 
great extent over the program. 

That, however, made no difference to 
President-elect MclXinley. He does 
not take much stock in Lodge, anyway; 
and Lodge’s open opposition would in 
no way have changed Mr. McKinley's 
determination, as far as Governor Long 
is concerned. Had Senator Hoar been 
there, the case might have been differ- 
ent, as Major McKinley has the highest 
possible respect and regard for the sen- 
ior senator from Massachusetts. How- 
ever, Senator Hoar is known behind the 
scenes to be heartily in favor of ex- 
Governor Long. 

Senator Lodge returned to Washing- 
ton, feeling that the junior senator from 
Massachuseits does not entirely control 
a president from Ohio, even in Massa- 
chusetts matters; but, nevertheless, 
with some grounds for hoping that his 
friend, General Draper, would get a 
mission of importance. 

It is understood here that this appoint- 
ment will be very agreeable to General 
Draper, and it is believed he will un- 
doubtedly accept the honor.

Anti-Paving Order Reported Favorab!e 
but Rules Were Not Suspended, 


School Committee Scheme for Trans- 
portation Also Killed. 


What promised to be a long and spicy 
meeting of the City Council on Monday 
evening came toa sudden end. The Street 
Committee was not ready to report on 
eliminating the paving clause from the 
order granting the Quincy & Boston street 
railway alocaticn for a second track on 
Hancock street, but after debate a recess 
was taken to give them an opportunity. 
Finally when they reported in favor, the 
Council refused to suspend the rules, and 
now the amendment cannot pass before the 
thirty days expire. The business of the 
evening is fully reported below. 

Councilman Geary was the only absent 


member. 
Petitions. 


Petitions were received from Samuel W. 
Spear for soldier’s relief and from John 
McIntosh for a license for a pool table. To 
Committee on Licenses. 

W. A. Gavin petitioned fora rebate of 
$13 52 tax on personal property paid by bim 
on property he did not have. To Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

Reports of Committee. 


The Committee on Streets reported an 
order for a public hearing on March 1, on 
the laying out and accepting of Elm 
&venue as a public way. Adopted. 

The Committee on Finance reported an 
amendment to the order authorizing $300,- 
000 in temporary loans, making the amount 
$200,000. Amended and passed on roll 
call. 

The same committee reported an order 
transferring $112.11 from receipts of 189 to 
Miscellaneous Expenses of 1896, which was 
adopted. 

The same committee reported against an 
appropriation for the transportation of 
Atlantic scholars to the Massachusetts 
Fields school. Accepted without debate. 

Street Railway Paving. 

Councilman Anderson moved a recess of 
fifteen minutes that the Committee op 
Streets might sit and hear an opinion from 
the City Solicitor relative to the paving 
restriction on the Street Railway order. 

Councilman Pinkham asked if the 
motion was to be considered as asking for 
a report in fifteen minutes. 

Councilman Anderson wanted to give the 
committee a chance, as the thirty days 
would expire during the week. 

Councilman Little desired a report, and 
Councilman Swithin favored a recess. 

President Bryant resigned the chair and 
spoke on the question. He said that the 
paving might be considered indirectly in 
debating the recess motion, those in oppo- 
sition voting against the recess. The ques- 
tion was whether the city should ask some 
return for expenditure on account of the 
street railway. It did not seem wise for 
this Council to rescind in one week what 
the previous Council had done after 
months of consideration, 

Councilman Sprague did not quite agree 
with the preceding gentleman. He was 
willing the committee should retire and 
report. Until good reasons were shown to 
the contrary he should still favor the order 
as adopted by the Council of 1896. 

Councilman Badger was in favor of a 
recess, and he hoped the committee would 
report the proper order. When the Legis- 
lature passed a law permitting cities to 
collect a rental from street railways it 
would be time to act. If the city required 
the company to pave the street it might 
not be able to accept the proposed act, for 
the company could say they had already 
paid for the franchise. 

Councilman Little thought the street 
railway was not perfect, but he was 
opposed to restricting them too much. 
While he had favored the order last year 
he would now vote to strike out. 

Councilman Pinkham opposed a recess. 
The order was put through that the city 
might be reimbursed in part for expendi- 
tures, The granting of this location 
would give the street railway all it wanted 
on our main streets, as Hancock street was 
the main artery to the South Shore. He 
was not strongly in favor of paving the 
whole street, but the restriction was there 
and it should remain. He admitted that 
street railways had done much for the 
city, but there was no reason why the com- 
pany and those who ride should not pay 
something toward city expenses, 

Councilman Nickerson asked if street 
railways were allowed to pave gtreets, 

City Solicitor Blackmur said there was a 
question whether the city could enforce the 
restriction. 

To Councilman Poland he said there 
might be a question if the company could 
use its income to pave more than eighteen 
inches outside the rails. 

The vote was 12 to in favor of a re- 
cess, which was declared. 

The Committee on Streets took the full 
time allowed and then reported that the 
order striking out the restriction ought to 
pass, 

"It was given a second reading and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances. 

A motion was made to suspend the rules 
that the order might be put on its final 
passage. » 

Councilman Field opposed. The com- 
pany had left this matter until the last 
moment. Now it was trying to get us to 


do ina rush what we ought nottodo. If 
double tracks were laid the whole street 
should be paved. He did not think the 
whole expense should devolve upon the 
city, 

It was voted not to suspend the rules, a 
two-thirds vote being required. 

This practically kills the amendment, as 
the thirty days will expire before another 


meeting.

Senate at Last Takes Up the Interna- 
tional Arbitration Treaty. 


Hill Wanted It Considered 
In Open Session. 


Morgan Opposes Treaty Because It Gives Too 
Great Power to President. 


Washington, Feb. 9.—The internation- 
al arbitration treaty was debated in ex- 
ecutive session by the senate. Nearly 
the whole day was devoted to the treaty. 
Before it came up, the bill rearranging 
the judicial districts of Texas was 
passed over the president’s veto by a 
vote of 57 tol. Mr. Caffery of Louisiana 
cast the dissenting vote. 

The first half of the session was spent 
in debating a motion introduced by Sen- 
ator Hill to consider the treaty in open 
senate, and the most animated part of 
the day’s proceedings was based upon 
this motion. The debate was charac- 
terized by several sharp passages at 
arms between the author of the motion 
and Senators Morgan, Lodge and Sher- 
man, the three last named contending 
strenuously for the observance of the 
senatorial custom of secrecy in deal- 
ing with the treaty. It was stated that 
it was the wish of the administration 
that the public should be excluded from 
the debate. 

The only vote of the day was secured 
on the Hill motion, which was defeated, 
the count showing only 9 for, 19 against. 


| The negative vote was cast by two gold 


Democrats, Hill and Lindsay; two silver 
Democrats, Roach and Tillman; two in- 
dependent silver Republicans, Tellerand 
Pettigrew; two Populists, Peffer and 
Stewart, anti one straight Republican, 
Brown. This was not considered in any 
respect a test vote, as there are known 
to be man. senators opposed to the 
treaty who did not favor a departure 
from the ordinary practice of the senate. 
Still, the friends of the treaty believe 
sufficient was developed as to the at- 
titude of senators to justify the conclu- 
sion that the treaty is certain of ratifi- 
cation if it can be brought toa vote. 

It is claimed that the straight Repub- 
lican vote is solidly favorable to ratifi- 
cation, and that a fraction, at least, of 
all the other elements will be found in 
that column when the vote is announced. 


| It was made apparent,however, that the 


treaty would stand no chance without 
the committee amendments. The sup- 
porters of the agreement are not, how- 
ever, so sanguine of early action as ofa 
favorable result when secured. A quite 
determined spirit of delay was made 
manifest, and when Senator Sherman 


| expressed the hope that consideration 


could be concluded at another sitting, 
With the Hill motion disposed of, the 


| senate took up the treaty upon its 
merits. Senator Sherman, chairman of 
the committee on foreign relations, 


spoke for about an hour, making a 
strong plea for the ratification of the 
treaty, which, he urged, was the realiza- 
tion of a dream which had long been 
cherished in the United States 
Senator Sherman contended for the 
paramount importance of the treaty,and 
urged the senate to act upon it with- 
out unnecessary delay, as, only by pur- 
suing this course could the wishes of 
the country and the expectations of the 
civilized world be met. He said that the 
eliminating the King of 
Sweden and Norway as umpire had been 
made after due deliberation, and that 
this step was only taken as a precaution 


| against unwelcome complications. 


In conclusion, the senator said that it 
would be a great mistake for the sen- 
ate to repudiate the treaty, a mistake 
which would forfeit much of the high 
regard felt toward the United States as 
a nation of peace lovers, and which ex- 
ert a serious influence upon the progress 
of the world in the settlement of disputes 
without resorting to the atrocities of 
prar. 

Senator Morgan replied to Mr. Sher- 
man, speaking in opposition to the 
treaty. The Alabama senator’s argu- 
ment was largely constitutional in ten- 
dency. He dwelt with especial emphasis 
upon its sweeping character, claiming 
that in delegating, as the treaty does, to 
the president the right to determine for 
this country the circumstances under 
which arbitration shall be restorted to, 
it robbed congress of a prerogative es- 
pecially conferred upon it. In reply to 
a question from Senator Vest, put so as 
to show that such was the Missouri 
renator’s conviction, Senator Morgan 
said that he believed the ratification of 
the treaty would amount to an abroga- 
tion of the right of the senate to co- 


| operate with the executive in the making 


of treaties. 

Senator Morgan said that there were 
probably few who would be willing to 
announce themselves as opposed to the 
principle of arbitration, but it did not 
follow that every one must swallow the 
first measure presented which professed 
to put into execution this method of set- 
tling disputes between nations. Hesaid 
that it behooved all persons to regard 
with especial caution the overtures of 
Great Britain in such an interest, and 
remarked that the island kingdom had 
never been especially known for her de- 
votion to the welfare of the United 
States. 

Senator Morgan was speaking when 
the senate adjourned. His and Mr. 
Sherman's were the only set speeches 
made, but there were many other brief 
utterances. Senator Daniel intimated 
opposition to ratification on account of 
the danger of entangling alliances, and 


| Senator Turple asked a number of ques- 
| tions pointing in the same direction. 


Senator Nelson made a plea for the re- 
tention of the clause continuing King 


| Oscar of Norway and Sweden as um- 


pire. He contended that Oscar was a 
benign ruler and a man whose sympa- 
thies were largely with America. He 
Said the treaty of 1855 between Sweden, 
England and France had long since lost 
as it was negotiated 


| during the Crimean war, for-the pur- 


pose of preventing an alliance between 
Sweden and Russia, which would have 
resulted in blocking the Baltic sea 
against the allied powers. 

Intimations were given of several 
amendments other than those proposed 
by the committee on foreign relations, 
among others one definitely withdraw- 
ing the Alaskan boundary as a subject 
of arbitration, and another modifying 
the clause in regard to the arbitration 
of claims affecting the various states, 
which some regard as unconstituional 
in its present shape.

of Philip Ross. 

Farmington, Me., Feb. 9.—Philip Ross, 
alias Louis Philips, was placed on trial 
in the supreme court yesterday, on 
indictments for burglary and felonious 
assault on John Malvin Blaisdell of 
New Sharon. The prisoner is a small, 
swarthy and unprepossessing Corsican. 
He was the center of interest, especially 
as the story told by Mr. Blaisdell was 
quite graphic. The story of the affair 
is as follows: Oh Sunday night, Sept. 
27, last year, about 10 o’clock, the house 
of Mr. Blaisdell, four or five miles from 
New Sharon village, was entered by two 
men, who had evidently Intended to rob 
the house, as Mr. Blaisdell lived alone. 
The latter met the men and ordered them 
out with a threat that he would shoot. 
One of the burglars fired from a revolver 
twice, missing him both times. Blais- 
dell then reached for an old rifle which 
had been loaded with shot and pieces 
of lead for over two years. When one 
of the burglars lighted a match to locate 
the farmer the latter discharged thea 
gun. When the smoke had cleared away 
Blaisdell saw that one of the burglars 
was dragging the other out of the house. 
Mr. Blaisdell did not go to the man’s 
assistance and the man was placed in 
ateamanddrivenaway. This team wag 
stolen the same night from the barn 
of Charles H. Gage in New Sharon. 
About midnight the proprietor of the 
Central House at Belgrade Mills was 
aroused by a passing vehicle. Going 
outside he found a man wrapped in a 
blanket upon the piazza. This man 
proved to be the prisoner, and he was 
covered with blood with a bullet hole in 
the jaw, the right hand riddled with 
small shot and his face badly burned 
by powder. The next day Dr. Meyers 
amputated the man’s right thumb. 
After a week’s care the man, who was 
identified as Philip Ross, was taken 
to Farmington jail. He disclaims hav- 
ing done the shooting himself and re- 
fuses to say who his pal was. 

Ross is about 48 years old and lost 
his left arm in a whitecap shooting 
affair in Texas. In his younger days 
he was an employe of the Suez Canal 
Building company, and afterwards led 
a wandering life, picking up a smatter- 
ing of many languages. He is believed 
to have a prison record in this state. 

Very little defense was offered. The 
case will go to #ke jury today.

ADVICES FROM CRETE, 


The Grask Government Is Blamed For the 
Recent Ou'breaks. 


London, Feb. 10.—Private and official 
advices and private letters from Eng- 
lish officers siiow that the troubles in the 
Island of Crete are undoubtedly caused 
by Greek agitators, and that the Chris- 
tians are undoubtedly the aggressors. 
The Greek government, believing that 
the end of the Ottoman empire is near, 
thinks the time opportune to carry out 
the long-cherished desire to annex the 
Island of Crete. 

Public ofticials here and on the conti- 
nent regard the situation as serious, 
and as thereatening the peace of the 
whole of Europe. In the event of a col- 
lision between Turkey and Greece, it is 
doubtful whether the entente of the 
powers could be maintained. The pa- 
pers everywhere urge the powers to 
bring pressure to bear on Greece, in or- 
der to prevent further aggravation of 
Turkey. 

It is announced that Turkish warships 
and a transport have left Constantino- 
ple for the Island of Crete, and that, in 
fpite of the advice of his ministers and 
of the ambassadors, the sultan favors 
the dispatch of troops and repressing 
the troubles by force. 

A dispatch to The Times from Canea 
says: “The immediate cause of the 
outbreak here was the news of the 
troubles at Heraklion. Before dawn, 
one-half the Mohammedans had left the 
town and great numbers fired upon 
Galata and other villages. The Chris- 
tlans descended from the mountains in 
strong force, and during the next twa 
days there were incessant conflicts 
around Canea, in which the Christians 
appeared to have had the advantage. 
The efforts of the consuls and bishops 
to pacify them failed, and the Moham- 
medans, whose unger had been aroused 
to the utmost, found themselves unable 
to continue their expedition into the 
country. The excitement among the 
Christians of Canea increased, but the 
first fighting In the town was on Thurs- 
day. It commenced with desultory 
shots, and in a few moments became 
General and incessant. The shooting 
continued until dark. Among the vic- 
tims were Turkish soldiers, but the 
troops, nevertheless, under great provo- 
cation, behaved excellently.”

THE OBJECTION to the transportation 
of one grade of the Quincy school to the 
new Massachusetts Fields school is not a 
matter of principle but of inexpediency. 
Atlantic people whose children are in the 
grade which it was proposed to transport 
objected emphatically to the move. With 
a graded school handy to their homes 
they objected with reason to entrusting 
their chiidren to any transportation in 
crowded and perhaps unsafe barges over 
private ways to the new building. 

The mistake seems to have been made 
in erecting a school building at Norfolk 
Downs. It might well have been delayed 
a few years, particularly as the city could 
ill afford it, and other school districts were 
more in need of accommodations, An 
addition to the Quincy school would have 
seemed to be more expedient, and seems 
to be demanded now. 

Had the boundary line between the 
Quincy and Massachusetts Fields schools 
remained as first adopted it is said the need 
of transportation ora room in the Music 
hall building would not have been neces- 
sary. The lines of the Massachusetts 
Fields school should be extended even fur- 
ther northif necessary to relieve the 
Quincy school, particularly as there is 
plenty of room at Norfolk Downe, and it 
is a new building, well ventilated, lighted 
and heated. With fewer pupils each could 
receive more attention and better progress 
result. Under the circumstances Charles 
street should be adopted for a few years as 
the northern boundary, and the enlarge- 
ment of the Quincy school put off. The 
line of Charles street should be extended 
on the west in a straight line or via Squan- 
tum street to the railroad, and on the east 
to the water. 

It is said this would relieve al! the rooms 
at the Quincy school and that it would not 
be necessary to hire any room outside. 
This would cost less than transportation 
and should meet with no serious objection. 


FRoM THE start there bas been a questicn 
as to the lega'ity of amending the order of 
the City Council of 1896, granting the 
Quincy & Boston street railway a location 
for a second track on Hancock street, 
although the City Solicitor had given an 
opinion bearing on the subject. Here was 
an order passed and signed by the city 
government of 1596, and it seems pre- 
mature for the new Council to do anything 
with it until the Quincy & Boston Street 
Railway Company has signified in writing 
whether it is accepted or not, When they 
refuse to accept the location under the 
restrictions it will be time to act, 

When the Mayor vetoes an order it must 
be put again upon its final passage without 
amendment. This order would seem to 
have passed beyond the City Council when 
signed by the Mayor, especially as the rules 
of the Council say that a motion to recon- 
sider must be made at the same meeting at 
which the order passed. 

It is useless to talk about the unsafe 
condition of the present track on Hancock 
street, as the company has already been 
granted and has accepted a location fora 
new single track in the centre of the street. 
There is no objection to a second track on 
this street between the First church and 
the Neponset bridge,and but for the rider 
which includes the remainder of this street, 
the order fora second track would have 
been granted long ago.

The President's Ruling. 


Gentlemen who were interested in the 
passage of the order amending the street 
railway restrictions as to paving, claim 
that President Bryant was arbitrary and 
one-sided in bis ruling Monday night in re- 
ferring the order to a committee and then 
requiring a two-thirds vote to suspend the 
rule. 

The question was fully discussed by ex- 
councilmen and others previous to the 
meeting of the Board of Trade Tuesday 
night. The preponderance of opinion 
seemed to be that as the order did not 
involve ao appropriation of money it could 
have passed the night it was offered, or it 
need not have been referred to another 
committee Monday night, but put im- 
mediately upon its final passage. 

In support of their stand the city charter 
was quoted to the effect that only a 
majority vote was necessary, and pre- 
cedents were brought up where orders had 
passed in one night, 

The kind of rail to be used in the street 
railway turnout on Washington street was 
said to have been changed in one meeting, 
after the order had been passed at a 
previous meeting. 

However orders relating to the rights in, 
over or under any street shall be read 
twice with an interval of at least three 
days. 

It is a fact that many orders have been 
put through the night offered, as no appro- 
priation was involved. It may be a 
question if a sum is not involved in the 
street railway order, bu: does not this 
section of the rules adopted by the City 
Council prevent the passage of an order at 
one meeting, except by a suspension of the 
rules (by a two-thirds vote) requiring said 
order to be referred to the Committee on 
Ordinance ? 

All ordinances, orders and resolutions, 
as soon as may be, shall be engrossed by 
the clerk, and the Committee on Ordi- 
napces shall forthwith examine the same, 
and certify on the back thereof that 
they are correctly engrossed; after which 
the question shall be op passing the same 
to be ordained. 

Upon inquiriog at City Hall this morn- 
ing it was learned that the street railway 
had not accepted the order as yet, although 
it expires today. The question that now 
arises is if there is any other channel open 
except to put a new order into the City 
Council at its next meeting and go all over 
the subject again which will require not 
less than six weeks,

HOWELL ON WHIST. 


Dangers Attending the Opening of Long | 


Suit With Small Card. 
Vu. 
In what I shall have to say of the long 


suit form of whist strategy I will try to) 


avoid giving the impression, which some 
people are too ready to get, that the small 


card opening is an indication of numerical | 


trump strength. The lead of a small card 
merely for the purpose of showing four or 
more trumps I have never recommended. 
In ‘‘Whist Openings’’ (page 83), I gave 


the maxim, ‘‘You shall not indicate the} 


long suit game by your original lead un- 
less you are perfectly willing that partner 
should immediately lead trumps, from 
strong or weak ones.’? A hard and fast 
rule I was careful to lay down, telling the 
player that he must use his discretion in 


regard to the matter of trump strength in | ———  ——— —— = = =e 


connection with the small card opening. 
At the same time I stated, as my own ex- 
perience, that the original leader should 
not attempt nor indicate the long suit 
game unless he has four trumps with an 
honor or two honors, irrespective of 
length. This adviceI see no reason now 
to alter. It appears to be founded in rea- 
son as well as in experience. A practition- 
er of the Jogical, common sense game never 
tries at the outset of a deal to establish a 
long suit not headed by a sequence unless 
he hasa good hand. The good hand his 
logical, common sense partner will inevita- 
bly infer from the small card lead. Part- 
ner is thereby encouraged to play a for- 
ward game. He will Jead trumps from a 
hand that would not justify the trump at- 
tack without the original leader’s encour- 
agement, 

It follows, therefore, that the original 
leader, in considering his opening, must 
also consider very seriously what his part- 
ner may infer, and, in short, the original 
leader, when he starts with a small card, 
must be prepared for a trump lead from 
partner. How far he must be prepared is 
the matter that is to be left, to a certain 
extent, to the player’s discretion, but it 
seems reasonable to say that he should 
have either length in trumps or else, with- 
out length, some high ones with which to 
give partner support and assistance in the 
trump attack. ‘‘Some high ones’’ I have 
defined to mean at Jeast two honors, so 
far as experience has taught me the defini- 
tion. The student of the advanced game 
can hardly do better than to accept this 
limitation, as a rule, for general practice. 
Hands he will have, not containing as 
great trump strength as that which I have 
indicated, from which the long suit open- 
ing will strike him as safe and advisable. 
Very well. There are exceptions to all 
rules, and the intelligent player will be 
able, with practice and experience, to rec- 
ognize the exceptions to this rule when 
they present themselves. Only let me add 
this advice: If, taking into account part- 
ner’s inferences, you have grave doubt of 
the wisdom of venturing the small card 
opening, don't. If there is a question be- 
tween the long suit and the short suit in- 
itiatives, prefer the short. Always en- 
deavor not to mislead partner in regard to 
the character of your holding. 

One of the most difficult opening hands 
that I ever held consisted of hearts (trump), 
8, 5; clubs, A, 6, 8; diamonds, K, J, 9, 5, 
4, 2; spades, 4,2. Here we have two ele- 
ments of long suit strength, the good plain 
suit (diamonds) and the re-entry (C A), 
but the third elemeut—fair trump strength 
—is missing. It is a hand for the short 
suit opening, if there were one, but we 
cannot start the only short plain suit 
(spades) without deceiving partner by the 
smal) card lead of the 4or2. Studying 
the hand, I speedily rejected the idea of 
leading the spade. ‘The long diamonds 
were the next thing I considered. If I 
opened them, I argued, I must lead a 
small card, and then partner would give 
me credit for something in trumps. This 
might be dangerous, I thought. What, 
then, could Ido? The lead of a club, high 
or low, would be purposeless. And the 
trump? Well, I didn’t dare, on account of 
the weak spades, knowing that partner 
would give me credit, after a short trump 
lead, for al) round plain suit strength. 

So eventually I decided on the small 
card opening from the diamonds. Part- 
ner won the first trick with the D A, both 
adversaries playing low, and then led the 
ace of trumps. All followed with small 
ones. Partner came along with the H 9; 
second hand, H J; I, H 8; fourth hand, 
H K. Partner had all the rest—seven 
truinps to the ace and queen originally. 
The winner of the third trick now led a 
smal] spade. Purtner had the S A with 
two small ones and also a small diamond 
to give me. If he had gone in with theS 
A at second hand, next leading the dia- 
mond, we had all the other tricks—12 on 
the deal. He played a sinall spade, how- 
ever, and third hand won. We made only 
11 tricks therefore. After the play I asked 
partner why he had pot jumped in with 
his S A. ‘‘Because,’’ he replied, ‘‘from 
your small card opening, followed by the 
disclosure of utter trump weakness on my 
lead, I supposed you must have strength in 
every plain suit, and trusted you for the 
first spade trick.’’ What could I say? I 
had deceived him by the indication of 
strength on my original lead. Finding 
that I had nostrength whatever in trumps, 
he naturally inferred my strength to lie in 
plain suits. The inference was wrong, 
and it cost us a trick in an important 
tournament game. But it was my fault, 

What, then, should I have led? Why, 
itis just here that the moral of our little 
story comes in. I should have led the 
trump. We would then have ‘‘coopered”’ 
second hand's king; partner would have 
cleared the trumps with his ace and queen 
in two rounds and would then have led 
two more trumps to get my discards; I 
would have ‘‘trashed”’ a spade and a club; 
he would have given me the ace and then 
the small diamond, and we would have 
won 13 tricks, one better than any other 
pair in the game, instead of losing one as 
compared with the best score. Moral.— 
If, being utterly weak in trumps, you are 
forced to the long suit game because you 
have no intelligible short suit opening, be- | 
gin with the trump attack. This is nota 
hasty deduction from a solitary instance. 


I have investigated the situation thorough- 
ly, and I believe that, taking into account 
both the strategic and the informatory 
circumstances of the case, the safest lead 
from the given hand is the H 8.

Reliable Reports Say There Are Fully 7000 
insurger{s In the Province. 
a he 


Havana, Feb. 10.—General Weyler’s 
statements that the province of Pinar 
Del Rio is thoroughly pacified sadly 
lacks confirmation. In a recent inter- 
view, the captain general stated that the 
insurgents in that paft of the island 
had completely disappeared, but they 
are expected to reappear at any 1.0- 
ment, to the everlasting discomfort of 
the Spanish. 

The faets are, that the rebels in Pinar 
Del Rio, numbering fully 7000, are bet- 
ter equipped and disciplined than atany 
time during the war. 

In support of this asertion, the fol- 
lowing statements have been gathered 


| from the most reliable sources: 


In the neighborhood of Catalina and 
Las Cuevas are the insurgent leaders 
Varona Rivero and Luis Pezes, with 
about 1200 men, well armed and having 
plenty of ammunition. 

In the zone of Jaucia and Mula {s the 
insurgent leader Lazo, with some 600 
men. Lazo is wounded in both arms. 

In the districts of Bayes, Rio Del 
Medio, Managnacos, Pena Blanca and 
Pan de Azucar are various groups of 
insurgents, with a total of over 500 men, 
under Vidal Dusaci. 

At the heights of Gobernadora and the 
the insurgents aré 
under the command of Brigadier Gener- 
al Rius Rivero and the leaders Jose 
Manuel Barrio and P. Del Gado. They 
consist of infantry and some cavalry, 


| estimated to number about 800 men. 


At Soroa is a force of insurgents un- 
der Antonio Nunez. Nunez, however, is 
also said to be wounded. 

At the Loma heights, is the Torro 
Bermudez band, and at Bayate and in 
the district of Punta Brava are the in-

Pinar Del Rio is “pacified.” 

In addition to these forces is a strong 
body of insurgents, which seems to have 
mysteriously disappeared from the 
neighborhood of Havana. The where- 
abouts of this force is attracting much 
attention, and is known to be causing 


| the Spanish staff considerable anxiety. 


The friends of the insurgents intimate 
that a big surprise is being prepared 
for Captain General Weyler when he 
tries to return to Havana. 

Thousands of persons are being vac- 
daily throughout the entire 

In spite of this, it is asserted, 
about 5000 cases of smallpox exist in 
Havana, and during the last four days 
30 persons, or 8 per cent of the entire 
mortality, have died from this disease. 
During the month of January, at 


| Jaruco alone, out of 362 deaths, 317 were 


due to smallpox. 

All the rumors published about promi- 
nent home rulers and former leaders ot 
the 10 years’ war being engaged in treat- 
ing for peace are entirely without foun- 
dation, and are only inspired by The 
Diario De La Marina, and perhaps re- 
produced by some of the correspondents 
here.

General Gonzales Munoz is upon the 
point of returning to Spain on a leave of 
absence. His example is to be followed 
by Generals Basam, Bernal, Pin, Figuer- 
on and Losas in March. These officers, 
the friends of the insurgents claim, see 
absolutely no chance of glory in Cuba, 
and considerable danger of disgrace, ta 
say nothing of disease and wounds 
Consequently, their enemies add, seeing 
that the insurgents must eventually tri- 
umph, by the machete or otherwise, they 
ure adopting the policy of rats, when the 
latter become aware that the ship whick 
harbored them is upon the point of 
sinking. 

As this dispatch is sent, it has be- 
come known that some of the most 
prominent of the home rule leaders here, 
after consulting together over the re- 
forms projected for Cuba, succeded in 
sending a cable message to the Madrid 
government, requesting the latter to 
considerably and radically amplify the 
reform scheme, adding that, under its 
Present form, there is absolutely no 
chance of its meeting the wishes of tha 
insurgent leaders and bringing about 
the pacification of Cuba. 

The Spanish authorities at Regia ar- 
rested Charles Scott, an American. 
Consul General Lee has been unable ta 
ascertain the charges against Scott. 

Dr. Gasper Betancourt, the American 
dentist, arrested on the charge of com- 
plicity in the insurgent cause, has been 
liberated. 


Sanenuilly to Be Pardoned. 

Washington, Feb. 10.—Spain has 
promised to release Julio Sanguilly. 
sentenced in Cuba to life imprisonment 
for alleged conspiracy against its gov- 
ernment. Secretary Olney has re- 
ceived from Madrid an answer to the 
representations he made through Min- 
ister Taylor several weeks ago, to the 
effect given above. When Spain will 
put her promise into execution cannot 
be learned, but the authorities hope that 
the date is not far distant. Mr. Olney’s 
representations were made in view of 
all the circumstances of the case, and 
especially of the long imprisonment al- 
ready suffered by Sanguilly. Under the 
conditions of his pardon, Sanguilly will 
be required to leave the island, and not 
hati until the present war is terminat- 
e 


He, however, refrained from renewing 
his motion to this effect. 

When every one had talked on this 
point who manifested a disposition to 
do so, Senator Morgan was permitted to 
proceed with his speech on the treaty 
as such. 

It is probable that the treaty will not 
be taken up again before Friday, and 
possibly its consideration will not be re- 
sumed this week. ‘Today will be devoted 
to the count of the electoral vote, and 
Senator Sherman has agreed to yield 
to Senator Lodge, to get up the confer- 
ence report on the immigration bill to- 
morrow. 

The house agreed to the final confer- 
ence report on the immigration bill by 
an overwhelming majority (217 to 33), 
and passed two more pension bills over 
the president’s veto. The modifications 
of the immigration bill contained in the 
conference report, by which an intend- 
ing immigrant was required to be able 
to read and write “the English or an- 
other language,” and which permitted 
the illiterate wife and minor children to 
accompany an eligible immigrant, re- 
moved the main opposition to the bill, 
but Mr. Mahany (Rep., N. Y.), Maguire 
(Dem., Cal.) and Keifer (Rep., Minn.) 
opposed the whole theory of the bill on 
general principles. Mr. Bartholdt (Rep., 

fo.) and Mr. McCall (Rep., Mass.) both 
spoke in favor of the bill as modified. 

The beneficiaries of the pension bills 
passed over the veto were both of the 
class known as “remarried widows.” 
Mr. Clev@and has disapproved a num- 
ber of these bills, but he has also al- 
lowed several to become iaws without 
his signature. 

A resolution was adopted appointing 
John Marshall Brown of Maine to the 
vacancy on the board of managers of 
the National Home for Disabled Volun- 
teers, made vacant by the death of 
George I. Beal. 

Several minor bills were passed, 
among them one to commission passed 
assistant surgeons of the navy. 


LAND OF LIVING SKELETONS. 


Terrible Condition of Natives of Jubbelpoor, 
India. 

Jubbulpoor, India, Feb. 10.—On his way 
to this city, a special correspondent, 
who is examining into the famine situa- 
tion in India, visited the poorhouses 
of Bilaspur and Katni. The inmates 
were found to be in a deplorable con- 
Gition, the buildings were overcrowded 
and medical attendance was lacking. 
aA man outside of one of them was dead 
and another was dying. A girl 5 years 
of age weighed only 10 pounds and 
several adults were under 56 pounds in 
weight. Theskin in all cases was drawn 
over the face, showing the outline of 
the skulls, and the limos and joints had 
the appearance of those of articulat- 
ed skeletons. That the condition of 
these people was pitiable was proven 
by the immense migration to 
the Assam tea-gardens, Six- 
teen hundred persons are drafted 
there weekly, deserting their wives and 
families. 

Jubbulpoor is the worst part of central 
India. 

It is estimated that the present famine 
is the greatest of the century and wil) 
greatly surpass that of 1876, both in 
area and severity. The famine belt ex- 
tends to Bawalpindi and Bellary and is 
1200 miles long and 400 miles wide. 
This is apart from the scattered dis- 
tricts. 

In all the rice districts there is no 
chance of a food supply until Septem- 
ber. The government will thus be forced 
to support nearly all the population 
for six months and many of them for 
eight months. Whole villages are de- 
serted. 

The government's policy at the first 
Was rather to ignore the famine. It 
is now, however, alive to the danger, 
and strenuous efforts are being made 
to avert horrible disaster. But it will 
have to recover lost time and owing 
to the scarcity of the previous three 
vears the people will easily succumb. 

Out of the 750,000 inhabitants of Jub- 
bulpoor, about 120,000 are now receiving 
relief. 

By the month of May this number will 
be doubled. 

The Kurai poorhouses in the westerr 
part of the district have been burned. 
Twenty-five persons perished.

Catholic Foresters, 

Columbus,O.,Feb. 10.--The 13th annua! 
session of the high court of the Catholic 
Order of Foresters opened here yester- 
day with about 100 delegates in attend- 
ance. The day was consumed in the 
appointment of committees and other 
preliminary work. Greetings were sent 
to Pope Leo at Rome, Cardinal Gibbons 
at Baltimore, Cardinal ‘Taschereau, 
Quebec; Papal Delegate Martinelll, 
Washington, and Archbishop Feehan, 
Chicago. The report of the high chief 
ranger, Thomas H. Carmon, Chicago, 
showed the order now has 636 subordi- 
nate courts in good standing, an increase 
of 100, and a total of 44,485 members, an 
increase of 12,004. During the year 264 
deaths occurred in the order, represent- 
ing a demand of $267,000 on the endow- 
ment fund. The financial statement 
shows a balance in the endowment fund 
of $33,160.72, and a balance in the general 
expense fund of $4291.97. 


Angloman Ashore, 

London, Feb. 10.—The Warren steam- 
er Angloman, Captain Lewis, from Bos- 
ton to Liverpool, went ashore yesterday 
on the Skerries Islands, and the indica- 
tions are that she will be a total wreck. 
She is likey to go to pieces in a short 
time, and there seems little hope even of 
saving any of her cargo. A large hole 
was stove in forward, and in a short 
time after she struck she had 17 feet of 
water in No. 4 hold. Her crew, with the 
exception of the captain, chief engineer, 
chief officer and second officer, were 
landed by a lifeboat. The tide was run- 
ing strong, and it was impossible to 
eave her. Arrangements were made to 
make an attempt to save the live stock 
on board with tugs at slack tide. The 
vessel had 593 head of cattle aboard, and 
these, with the ship, will probably be 
lost. The estimated value of the ship 
and cargo is $500,000. 


Munokacsy Hopelessly Insane. 
London, Feb. 10.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Telegraph from Vienna confirms 
the report that Michael Munkacsy, the 
celebrated artist, is hopelessly insane. 
For months, while at Godesburg, suf- 
fering from spina) paralysis, Munkacsy 
Sat brooding and melancholy.

Triumph of the Century,

New York, Feb. 11.—Mrs. Bradley 
Martin stepped into the large ballroom 
of the Waldorf just after 12 this morn- 
ing, and the grandest and most elabor- 
ate ball ever given on the American con- 
tinent, if not im the world, one which 
rivalled the famous fetes of old world 
courts and great houses, began. 

Beyond description, beyond even the 
liveliest imaginations of her guests, 
blazing with splendor and personal 
adornments, graced by women whose 
beauty is world-famed and by men who 
are distinguished in all walks of life, the 
scene entranced all who were permitted 
to gaze upon it. 

Ail that the wealth of the gfeat me- 
tropolis could command in the markets 
of the world, all that.the jewellers, the 
florists, the costumers, the epicures, the 
composers, the designers of the big city 
could give in response to that command, 
was bestowed with a lavishness and ex- 
travagance that “4s simply startling in 
its very munificence. 

After a month of preparation, after 
Mrs. Bradiey-Martin had done every- 
thing that could be done to make a lav- 
ish display with the greatest secrecy, 
the ball was opened just before mid- 


night. Hours before that. however, ev- 
ery street in the neighborhood of the 
Waldorf had been crowded with peo- 
ple, those who were the coming guerits 


and the still greater numbers drawn by 
curiosity. Carriages came in an end- 
less stream, discharged their occupants 
and rolled away. To those who looked

Many Store Fronts Wrecked 
by Concussion. 


Several Spectators Were Knocked Down but No 
One Was Injured. 


‘ 


Boston, Feb. 11.—A_ brisk fire ina 
sporting goods store on Cornhill, in the 
down-town district, made things quite 
lively for a time last night, especially 
when two heavy explosions of gunpow- 
der shook the neighborhood and caused 
a@ general and indiscriminate shower of 
cartridges, rifles, revolvers, knives, de- 
coy ducks, boxing gloves and other 
sporting goods upon the firemen and 
interested spectators. 

The fire was on the*first floor of the 
4-story brick building at 11 Cornhill, oc- 
cupied by W. Shafer & Sons, sporting 
gvods. Two alarms were quickly rung 
in, but the fire made very rapid head- 
Way through the building. Before the 
firemen arrived, a perfect storm of ex- 
Ploding cartridges was falling, and, 
strange to say, nobody was seriously 
hurt. Just as the second alarm came in, 
a heavy explosion of gunpowder 
knocked over a large crowd of people 
who were standing in front of the build- 
ing, and then followed a shower of glass 
and merchandise. A few minutes later 
a much heavier explosion came, and the 
big plate windows in McArthur's fur- 
niture store across the street were shat- 
tered and the furniture on exnibtion 
badly cut up by rifles and revolvers, 
while in the windows of_the clothing 
frm of Leopold Morse, the men's fur- 
nirhings were mixed up with boxing 
gloves, knives and decoy ducks. Win- 
dows in other buildings on both sides of 
Cornhill and Brattle street were blown 
in, and the force of the explosion was 
felt fully half a mile away. An idea of 
the force of the explosion was shown 
when a massive office chair went sail- 
ing through the air and landed on the 
opposite side of the street. The John 
P. Lovell Arms company, next to the 
Shafer store, had its windows cleaned 
out, while their stock is heavily dam- 
aged by water. 

The fire spread very rapidly, ov ing to 
the combustible nature of the stock, and, 
although the firemen worked rapidly, 
the block in which Shafer & Sons were 
tenants was badly gutted. The other 
occupants of the building were: The 
Green Watch company, Reilicy Medal 
company and the Ross Elevator Guard 
company. 

The total loss to all parties will be in 
the neighborhood of $40,000, of which 
about $3000 will be on plate glass vwin- 
dows. It is said that, with the excep- 
tion of the glass, the property was ful- 
ly insured. A detailed acconnt of the 
damage done cannot be made, as it is 
impossible to determine how badly 
sliaken the Shaefer building is, and the 
effect of the explosion on other build- 
ings. The fire loss to Wiiliam Shaefer 
& Sons will probably reach $25.000. 


WANT ELECTRIC CHA RTERS, 


Promoters Organize to > Educate People and 
Legislators. 

Concord, N. H., Feb. 11.—At an: 
adjourned meeting of the promoters of 
electric roads, held in this city, about 
85 persons were present. representing 
many sections of New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. A temporary organiza- 
tion was effected with ex-Governor 
Charles A. Busiel of Laconia as chair- 
man, Thomas Sanders of Haverhill, 
Mass., as secretary. 

A committee, consisting cf A.H. Camp- 
bell of Manchester, C. L. Fellows of Con- 
cord and H. W. Burgett of Brookline, 
Mass., was appointed to outline a plan 
ror permanent organization, to carry on 
a campaign of education during the 
next two years, with a view of securing 
the election of mtmbers of the next 
legislature who will grant charters for 
electric roads in all sections of the state 
where demand for them may be made. 
Officers chosen for the ensuing year 
are as follows: President,Hon. Charles 
A: Busiel of Laconia; vice presidents, 
H. H. McWhinney of Boston and Hon. 
Franklin Worcester of Hollis; secretary, 
Thomas Sanders of Haverhill, Mass.: 
treasurer, Alonzo Elliot of Manchester. 

The plans of the association have not 
yet been perfected, but it is said that the 
promoters do not contemplate any ex- 
tended aggressive action in favor of 
charters for electric roads now pending, 
but that efforts are to be directed chief- 
ly towards securing favorable action by 
the people at the next election.

Lecture on Recent -Advance- 
ment in the Science. 


How Niagara Has Been Harnessed 
to Furnish Power, 


A Process Whereby Electricity is 
Obtained Direct From Coal.

Mr. A. F. Campbell, a teacher at the 
Quincy High school, gave an interesting 
lecture at the Y. M. C. A. rooms Wednes- 
day evening on ‘‘ Recent Advancement in 
Electrical Science.’’ The talk in full would 
make profitable reading but space will not 
admit. 

In his introductory Mr. Campbell said: 
We sometimes hear the present century 
spoken of as ‘‘ the century of invention.’’ 
This desire for investigation has been felt 
in every line of business, but mainly in 
scientific and mechanical pursuits, Many 
kinds of machinery have been invented, 
which have taken the place of manual 
labor, and improved forms have replaced 
the old. 

But the advance has been most rapid in 
electrical science and at each step the 
chances for important discoveries have in- 
creased so that it has presented to young 
men a field which offers great inducements 
in the line of advancement and success. 

At the beginning of this century, little 
was known about the laws of electricity. 
Now the country is covered with a net- 
work of wires, which are used in our tele- 
graph, telephone, electric railroad and 
electric light systems, and the continents, 
even, are bound together by electric cables 
so that it is possible fora man in New 
York to send a message around the world, 
practically, in a few moments. 

It would be impossible to give you, in 
this series of lectures, any adaquate course 
in the theory of modern electrical, science, 
on account of the short time given to those 
lectures, and mainly since I could not ob- 
tain the apparatus necessary to properly 
illustrate sach a course. 

The past year, however, has been so 
noteworthy in the progress of electrical 
science, beth practical and theoretical, that 
I have thought it possible to give you some 
idea of the discoveries themselves, and also 
ta point out the far-reaching results of 
these discoveries. 

Mr.Campbell then explained at length the 
discovery of Dr. Jacques, a Newton man, 
who was for some time chief electrician of 
the New England Telegraph and Telephone 
Co., outlining first, however, the principles 
of physics. He said 97 or 98 per cent. of 
the heat is now lost in the process of trans- 
forming heat from coal into electricity. 
When we cou!d change coal directly into 
electricity, without using the steam engine 
as a necessary link this enormous waste 
would be prevented. 

In November last Dr. Jacques published 
the details of such a process directly from 
coal which appears practical. Mr. Camp- 
bell here explained the details. Instead of 
utilizing but 2 to3 per cent. of the energy 
of the coal Dr. Jacques would obtain 75 
per cent. 

The various means used to turn dyna- 
mos were then presented and led up to the 
harnessing of Niagara, which Mr. Camp- 
bell explained as fotiows : 

About twenty years ago a company was 
formed for this purpose, and on account of 
the immensity of the project many 
difficulties were encountered. The work 
was carried on in spite of them and on 
Nov. 16 the power was turned on for the 
first time and used in Buffalo twenty-seven 
miles away. 


power house contains, however, ten such 
sets and is capable of sending out 50,000 
horse power. 

As the current comes from the dynamos, 
it is forced along by a presure of 2000 volt. 
As the current is carried to great distances, 
it is necessary to prevent waste as much as 
possible. It has been found that in such a 
case where the distance is great, a high 
voltage with alow current is better than 
a low voltage. If the voltage is higha 
smaller wire.can be used, and as copper 
wire is expensive, this fact is of consider- 
able importance. In order to raise the 
voltage, the current is rent through a 
‘step up” transformer as it is called, 
which raises the voltage to 11,000, 

The use of the transformer is so exten- 
sive that I wish to refer to its principle 
briefly. 

If we send acurrent of electricity through 
a wire, and place another near it, we will 
find that at the beginning and the end of 
the first primary current, there is another 
or secondasy current set up in the second 
wire. Two telephone wires running 
parallel to each other are affected in this 
way, and the disagreable buzz is due to 
these currents. This is also the principle 
by which telegraphing from a moving 
train is accomplished. 

In the transformer these wires are usually 
in coils. In order to increase the effect, 
the coils of wire are usually wound gn a 
core of soft iron, and while there are 
various forms we may illustrate itin this 
manner, If the wires are of the same size, 
we will have apparently the same strength 
of current, If however the primary coil 
is composed of fine wire, while the secon- 
dary is of larger wire, the voltage will be 
lowered. This is the case in the numerous 
transformers which are used in our electric 
lighting system. 

You have noticed that whenever the 
wires are conducted into a house, they first 
pass through an iron box placed near the 
house. This box is the transformer which 
lowers the voltage to the’ pressure required 
for tbe lamps, either 52 or 104. Even in 
these short distances the voltage is usually 
much higher to prevent waste and for 
economy of copper in the mains. If, how- 
ever, we send the primary current through 
the large wire in the transformer while the 
other coil consists of a large number of fine 
turns, the voltage will be raised. This is 
the form used at the power house at 
Niagara Falls, and the current is received 
at Buffalo, having the voitage 11,000. 

It enters the companies station and is 
then passed through a step-down trans- 
former, which lowers the voltage to about 
500 at which pressure it is*sent to the 
various consumers, who use the current to 
turn machinery, ran electric cars, etc. 
As the cost of the consumer is only $36 
per year for each horse power used, it 
offers a convenient aud reliable source of 
power. 

At the present time the chief value of 
electricity lies in the fact that it can be 
generated at any convenient place, and 
used at some distance from the power honse 
while steam engines must be placed there. 
For this reason many hope that its ue 
will do away with the slums and sweat 
sbops in our large cities, and that instead of 
our immense factories, each workman or 
group of workmen will have the motive 
power brought to his own door. This 
will.enable them to live in the suburbs, 
and will solve many of the perplexing 
questions of municipal government. 

A large number of these. little settle- 
ments then, may groW up aronnd Niagara 
Falls. As the demand increases, the 
power house can be enlarged, and a million 
horse power may be obtained without 
injuring the beauty of the falls, 

In the next lecture, a week from tonight, 
Mr. Campbell will begin the third of the 
three principle events of the past year in 
electrical science, the X ray. I shall deal 
mainly with machines for producing elec- 
tric discharges, the disruptive discharge in 
the open air and in vaccum tubes, 


It is one of the grandest achievments of] 


| 

modern electrical engineering, and I wish 
in the second half of this lecture to describe 
it to you briefly. 

The location of the falls between lake 
Erie and lake Ontario is familiar to you all. 
The works are located on the American 
side although much foreign capital is repre- 
sented in the company. Abouta mile and 
a balf above the falls the water is con- 
ducted through a canal twelve feet deep 
and 200 feet wide. Although nearly twice 
as large as the Erie canal, the volume of 
water carried away does not make any 
perceptible difference in the amount flow- 
ing over the falls. 

This canal is about a quarter of a mile 
long and at the lower end the power house 
is placed parallel to it, Here the water 
flows into a number of iron pipes each 
74 feet in diameter, which carry it straight 
down 150 feet. This enormous fall many 
times more than that of any of our 
ordinary water falls, causes the water to 
issue from the lower end of the pipe with 
great force. As it leaves the pipe it 
strikes a large turbine water wheel, which 
is capable of giving 5,000 horse power and 
revolves 250 timesa minute. After pass- 
ing through the turbines, the water 
passes into a large tunnel, 160 feet below 
the surface of the earth, which empties 
the water into the Niagara river, below 
the falls. 

The motion is carried by the central 
shaft tothe dynamo in the power house 
directly above. This dynamo is capable of 
generating 5,000 horse power, and in this 
case we have the energy in the form of the 
electric current produced directly from the 
energy of the water in motion with little 
loss. These electrical generators are of 
great size, and of a peculiar construction, 
which was made necessary by the character 
of the work required, as most of the cur- 
rent isused at some distance from the 
power house. 

We have illustrated on the board and we 
have described but one arrangement. The

GREECE AFTER CRETE, 


Squadron tants Box Forces on Island 
to Oppose Turks, 


‘Greek and Italian Fleets Sail 


For Crete. 


Beenes of Great Enthusiasm Mark Prince’s 
Departure. 


London, Feb. 11.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Rome says that the 
Italian foreign office has received a tele- 
gram to the effect that the Greek squad- 
ron has landed arms and ammunition 
near Retimo. If this report is verified, 
the Italian chamber will be again con- 
voked and the general elections will be 
postponed. Orders were issued Wednes- 
day for the immediate concentration of 
the entire active Italian fleet at Naples. 
The first division of the fleet will sail 
for Crete today, under command of Ad- 
miral Canevaro. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Con- 
stantinople gives additional details con- 
cerning the note of the sublime porte 
to the powers, protesting against their 
intervention in Cretan affairs, and the 
present attitude of Greece. The sultan 
calls upon the powers to stop the Greek 
encouragement of Cretan revolution- 
ists, and announces that, unless this is 
done, the Turkish government will be 
compelled to send troops to restore or- 
der. 

The Berlin correspondent of The Daily 
News says that an Athens telegram has 
been received announcing that 700 refu- 
gees are now in aymiserable condition on 
the Island of Milos, as the result of the 
exodus from Crete. So great is the de- 
mand for transportation that trans- 
port steamers have been unable to pro- 
vide sufficient accommodations, 

According to The Daily News, the 
newspaper Hectia accuses Mussulmans 
of throwing bombs into the Christian 
quarters, and the Turkish soldiers of be- 
heading women and children. 


Athens, Feb. 11.—The torpedo flotilla, 
commanded by Prince George of Greece, 
started yesterday for Crete to join the 
Greek squadron now in the vicinity of 
the island. The prince admitted that 
his orders were to prevent by every 
means possible the landing of Turkish 


| troops on the Island of Crete. 


The news that the prince was about to 
leave for Crete spread like wildfire 
throughout the city, and created a pro- 
| found sensation. An immense crowd 
gathered in front of the department of 
marine and foreign affairs, and repeat- 
Prince George was 
in conference with the ministers. The 
prince received his final orders from the 
king personally. The parting between 
the prince and his father was very af- 
fecting. 

A dispatch received here from the Isl- 
ys that the Mussulmans 
have set fire to the town of Retimo in 
several places, and that the Greek 
squadron is proceeding from Canea to 
Retimo.

Commissioner Wright eet on Con- 
ditions of the Industrial World, 


Effect of Employment of 
Women and Children. 


Statistics Show That Proportion of Women to 
Working Class Is Increasing. 


Washington, Feb. 12.—Congress has 
received the llth annual report of the 
department of labor, which relates to 
the wages of men, women and children. 
A perusa! of the figures given shows 
that the progurtion of women employed 
in various industries is increasing and 
that the employment of children is de- 
creasing. A comparison is made be- 
tween present conditions—1895-96—and 
conditions which existed some years ago, 
which is termed “former period.” The 
report was prepared by Labor Commis- 
sioner Wright, in response to a joint 
resolution of congress. 


CARROLL D. WRIGHT. 

The definite purpose of the investiga 
tion was te determine extent, if 
any, women were superseding men; tc 
show the conjugal condition of women 
who were employed; to compare the rel- 
ative efficiency of men and women, and, 
finally, to show the relative rates of 
wages received by each sex in each in- 
dustry. 

The agents of the departments se- 
cured information from establishments 
of various kinds located in 30 different 
states. These 931 establishments em- 
ployed 64,550 persons in the former and 
108,648 in the present period.

He contended that the original 
resolve was made to exclude Mr. Allen, 
the colored member of the council. Af- 
ter considerable talk, the amendment 
was defeated and the resolve passed. 
The governor and council have ap- 
proved the bill for $3500 to investigate 
the affairs of the Massachusetts Bene- 
fit association. The state highway com- 
missioners made _ their annual report, 
and recommended that a fixed annval 
sum be appropriated for a period of five 
or 10 years for the construction of state 
roads. 


Captain MeGiffin Commits Suicide, 

New York, Feb. 12.—Captain Phik 
Norton McGiffin, who distinguished him 
self on the Chinese side during the 
Japan-China war, committed suicide by 
shooting himself yesterday, in the 
Post Graduate hospital at Twentieth 
street and Second avenue. Captain Mc- 
Giffin had been under treatment there 
for about a month.

Declaration and Answer and the 
Judge’s Charge in Full.

And now comes the Ladies’ Aid Society, 
a society duly organized for the purposes 
for assisting the poor and needy, the lame 
and the blind, the religious and the un- 
godly, the temperate and intemperate, and 
in desperate cases the Quincy Point Con- 
gregational church and for other purposes, 
and says that on or about the 7th day of 
December, A. D., 1896, the defendant be- 
ing a malicious and evil disposed person, 
and with the intent and design to injure 
the reputation of said Ladies’ Aid Society 
and the individual members thereof, did 
maliciously and wilfully utter words of the 
following import concerning the said Lad- 
ies’ Aid Society and its members, viz.: 
‘* They ( meaning the Ladies’ Aid Society ) 
are a parcel of old gossips; they ( meaning 
the said Ladies’ Aid Society) bad better 
make clothes and raise money for the poor 
and the poor church instead of gossiping 
about their neighbors,’’ And the plaintiff 
further says that said accusation was false 
and malicious and was intended to injure 
the reputation of the said Ladies Aid So- 
ciety and that thereby the said society has 
suffered great damage, and that the mem- 
bers of said society have suffered great 
damage both in body and in mind by rea- 
son of said false and malicious utterances 
above stated. Wherefore it prays that it 
be awarded damages against said defend- 


ant. 
Defendant's Answer. 


And now comes the defendant in the 
above entitled action, and for answer 
denies each and every allegation in the 
plaintiffs’ writ and declaration contained, 
and further answering the defendant says 
that if be did utter the words concerning 
the plaintiffs, as alleged, they were uttered 
without malice; and further answering the 
defendant says that if he did utter the 
words concerning the plaintiffs, as alleged, 
they were true; and further aoswering the 
defendant says that if he utttered the 
words concerning the plaintirfs, as alleged, 
they were privileged and that he cannot be 
held for them, because he is a member of 
the Great and General Court of Massachu- 
setts, an ex-member of the City Council of 
Quincy, and a deacon of the church in 
pretty fair standing.

Cross examined-Newcomb was too fresh. 
Had seen him in questionable company. 
Admitted ladies talked of dividing money 
secured in suit. Supposed liquor dealers 
had “ fixed’? defendant as he was on that 
Legislative committee. 

Mrs. L. M. Hersey aged 26, of Washing- 
ton avenue, said reputation of defendant 
was bad, and she had heard him say the 
ladies were ‘A set of old gossips.’’ Caused 
her to have a:l gone feeling, and she could 
not sleep, 

Cross examined—Did not think it was 
because Joseph Lapham made so much 
noise that she could not sleep. 

Mrs, C. W. Newcomb, age 24, testified to 
hearing the slander, and to having fainted 
four days afterward, Mr. Faxon had sent 
her some Jamaica ginger. 

Cross examined—Did not think living at 
Neck had a tendency to lose all one’s 
faculties. 

Mrs. Fred E. Drake, age 20, was positive 
it was Harris’ voice that uttered the 
slander. Was well acquainted with it as 
we both were in the choir, and he escorted 
me home after rehearsals. 

Cross examined—I never objected to 
escort. Did not move from Point to 
escape gossips. 

Miss Ella May Freeman of the corner 
grocery got in a good advertisement for her 
store when asked her business, by enum 
erating 1001 articles she sold. Was 
maiden lady from choice. Was in no 
competition with foreman of jury as she 
sold superior goods and had given him ber 
poor customers. Had heard the slander, 
and because thereof had lost a quarter of a 
pound. 

Cross examined—Had gone huusekeep 
ing ashort time ago. Deuied that she had 
lost weight because she had eaten her own 
groceries. Did not gossip when she wrote 
for the Parrior but added literature to 
our country. Newcomb was provoked be- 
cause would not hire him for errand boy 
at $3 between sessions of Legislature. 

Mrs. G. Eaton, age 24 years, said she 
had been dragged into ladies society two 
days after arriving in town. Heard the 
slander of Mr, Newcomb, and had not felt 
like doing housework since. 

Cross examined—Liked to hear gossip, 
but depended whom the gossip was about. 
The ladies did not gossip. Thought her 
husband was crazy to blow whistle 52 
times the other night for ten cent fire at 
West Quincy. If he joined police force 
that he might sleep standing up she would 
fix him when he got home. 

Mrs. R. H. Newcomb age 27, testified to 
hearing slander, aud that she had to stop 
housework and let her husband doit. Her 
waist was an inch smaller. 

Cross examined—She was cornered on 
age and said she had made a mistake. It 
was what Mr. Newcomb said not what he 
did that made waist smaller, 

Mrs, F. S. Barry age.37, a nurse, was the 
treasurer. Had known defendant 40 years. 
On the night of the slander Mr. Newcomb 
was at a supper at the church. She re- 
marked he had eaten enough for 2 or 3 
men, when he said the ladies were a pack 
of old gossips. Admitted ladies were going 
to have a big supper if trial went right. 

Cross examined—Never was an actor. 
Denied that a theatrical picture shown was 
of her. Was never plaintiff in blackmail 
case. Might have said the old rat should 
be made to pay for slander. 

The Defence 

The lawyer for Mr. Newcomb addressed 
the jury and said he would show that he 
was a ladies’ man; that he never said any- 
thing against the ladies; that if he did he 
was entitled to because he wasa Repre- 
sentative. 

T. B. Pollard, a teacher, defined ‘‘gos- 
sip,’ and understood it said that no gossip 
should not enter the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Gossip had bad effect, and it was duty of a 
Representative to expose. Knew ladies 
gossipped. Newcomb was not malicious. 

Cross examined—Denied reputation of 
Washington school was bad. It was nota 
fact that Mr. Caldwell, the janitor, taught 
the children all they knew. Had been 
promised head Bureau of Education if Mr. 
Newcomb was elected to Congress. 

Edgar F. Hayden, a fish merchant, had 
been a Councilman. Heard the suit wasa 
plan to extort money. That all the ladies 
did not approve it. 

Cross examined—It was not a fish story. 
Was never an assessor, Came within 1000 
votes of it once. Expected to be post- 
master when Mr. Newcomb went to Con- 
gress, 

W. F. Sidelinger, a photographer, testi- 
fied that the ladieg wanted their pictures 
taken, and he had tried a dozen times but 
they were always too busy gossiping. 

Cross examined—Was never told to take 
laudanum because he took such poor 
pictures. Would take most anythiog. 

George K. Carter employed at Quincy 
depot, testified to gossiping at depot. 

H. Wendell Phillips a diver and poli- 
tician, said defendant was not malicious. 
Never knew him to dive into other people's 
business. Said one of the ladies had 
wanted to elope with him. 

Cross examined—Couldn’t tell which had 
paid him best, diver or politician. Denied 
tbat the lady said she would not elope with 
him unless he wore his diving suite. 

Joseph E, Thomas testified to meeting 
Mrs, Barry out West and to her adventures 
there. Identified the lithograph. 

Thaddeus H, Newcomb, the defendant, 
wa; then called. Was seventy years old, 
and a statesman. Knew the ladies of 
society. Had known some sixty to sixty- 
five years. They were no chickens, None 
could be injured by gossip. Admitted 
saying they were a set of eld gossips, It 
was the truth they were old, and everybody 
knew they were gossips. They spent the 
money of society at theatres, etc. They 
have threatened me.

WEMAKEITEASIER . 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


In view of the fact that it wou'd be the 
height of folly for one who pays an assessed 
tax on $450,000 to oppose any enterprise 
that would advance the health, morals, or 
business interests of his city I invite your 
attention to some of my reasons against 
the construction of a sewer in Quincy at 
the present time, 

1, Statistics show that the health of our 
people is excellent. 

2. I believe that the project can be 
delayed five years without endangering the 
physical welfare of the community. 

3. For several years only a small 
number would connect their premises with 
the sewer. 

4. Digging up the highways would 
leave them in a deplorable condition to be 
repaired at great expense, 

5, The burdens of the already over- 
taxed property holders would be increased. 

6. The debt of the city would be aug- 
mented and we would not receive corres- 
ponding benefits, 

7. The immense debt and interest 
account consequent upon such an under- 
taking would deter those who desire to 
make Quincy their permanent abode. 

8. When cheap tenement houses are 
connected with the sewer, the water closets 
will be the receptacles of ashes, swill and 
other refuse, 

9. Theconsumption of water will in- 
crease one-third in winter as tenants will 
let the water run all the time to prevent 
the pipes from freezing. 

10. The scheme will necessitate a com- 
mission of political salary grabbers who 
thrive at the expense of honest citizens. 

11, The city will be petitioned annually 
to construct additional mains in remote 
localities, where thousands of dollars will 
have to be expended, with only perplexities 
as a return upon the investment. i" 

12. Quincy covers so large an area of 
territory that the outlay for mains will be 
much greater than in other municipalities. 

The Principal Benefits 


Of a sewerage system will be derived by 
those speculators who buy clay bottom 
lands and lay out the same for house lots 
and, second, will serve to enrich plumbers 
who are an expensive nuisance to any 
community. 

It is conspicuous nonsense to advocate 
building the sewer at the present time 
because material is cheap and money can 
be borrowed at a low rate of interest. To 
mortgage individual property of the city 
for long terms upon the plea that future 
generations will pay the debt.

Royal Niger Expedition Captures the Capital o

London, Feb. 12.—A feature of the 


; dinner which the Royal Societies club 


gave to Ambassador Bayard, at whick 
many prominent Englishmen were pres: 
ent, last night, was the extreme 
curdiality with which all references tc 
the United States were received. Sir 
Clements Markham, president of the 
ciub, in proposing a toast in honor of Mr 
Bayard, said that true ties between 
Great Britain and the United States had 
been established. and cordial friend- 
ships never to be forgotten had been 
formed between Americans and Eng- 
lishmen. For his own part, he had al- 
Ways remembered with pleasure his 
meeting with John C. Fremont in Call- 
fornia. In conclusion, he eulogized the 
efforts of Ambassador Bayard in Eng- 
land in the interest of peace and good 
will. 

Ambassador Bayard was loudly 
cheered when he rose to respond to the 
address of Sir Clements Markham. Ir 
the beginning of his speech, he allude¢ 
in general terms to the universality of 
science, and the effect produced by Dr. 
Nansen’s explorations and the writings 
by Captain Mahan upon naval subjects 
He referred to the importance of therule 
of the road at sea to come into opera- 
tion next July. This, he said, was only 
the forerunner of greater things yet to 
be accomplished by agreements be- 
tween nations. He made a direct allu- 
sion to the arbitration treaty, and in- 
quired whether, with this important 
and the matter of the rule ol 
the road at sea settled, it could not be 
believed that all other differences could 
be disposed of by arbitration. This was 
followed by loud and long-continued 
cheering.

London, Feb. 12.—The papers this 
morning are full of long telegrams from 
European capitals, and editorials deal- 
ing with the gravity of the situation 
in Crete, and expressing fear of a War 
between Turkey and Greece, 

Says The Chronicle in an editorial: 
“Europe is facé’to face with a dramatic 
situation. Prince George of Greece is 
the romantic figure. He is bound on 
rumantic business. He is a born sailor 
and a born fighter, and happens to be 
the cousin and intimate friend of the 
czar, Whose life he saved in Japan.” 

A dispatch to The Chronicle from Rome 
Says that the report that the Russian 
leet on the Black sea is approaching the 
Bosporus has been confirmed. 

A Daily News dispatch from Her- 
aklion says that on the request of the 
foreign commanders, the Turkish 
Officials there promised to allow a free 
exit to the Christians, but a Mussulman 
mob closed the town gates. As the town 
is encircled by walls, the Christians are 
cut off without hope, unless the town 
should be bombarded, in which case the 
situation would be equally critical for 
Christians, as well as Turks. 

The correspondent of The Times at 
Canea in this connection says that a 
conflict at Heraklion would be more se- 
rious than at Canea, owing to the large 
population which is crowded into the 
place. It is also stated that the British 
consul at Biliotti is going to Herak- 
lion.

Like Crusaders of Old, 

London, Feb. 12.—A dispatch from 
Bida, dated Jan. 27, gives additional de- 
tails concerning the advance of the 
columns of the Royal Niger company's 
expedition against the Emir of Nupe 
The fighting in the vicinity of Bida, the} 
Fulah capital, which was stopped by| 
darkness on the evening of Jan. 26, w as| 
resumed at daylight on the morning ol 
Jan. 27. Half of the British forces 
which consisted of 500 troops, six Max 
ims, 26 mounted officers and 900 carriers 
were ordered to cross a ravine near thé 
ridge on which the troops of the Roya 
Niger company's expedition had beer 
Stationed during the night. As they 
crossed the ravine it was noticed thar 
the Fulah scouts were watching. The 
troops accordingly formed in a hali 
square, the guns following. The rea 
halt of the force then closed on the 
front half, forming a complete square. 
The British forces advanced steadily, 
halting every 200 yards for the purpose 
of allowing the guns to keep pace. The 
massed the enemy soon ap- 
peared, even covering the surrounding 
slopes, constituting a splendid pano- 
raina, their eastern or semi-barbarous 
costumes in the sunlight recalling 
Scott's tales of the Crusaders. The 
Square of the Royal Niger company’s} 
forces was soon completely surrounded | 
by 20,000 cavalry and footmen. The re- 
duction from the estimate of 30,000 mada | 
on Jan. 26 was due to the death of twe} 
of the important princes, rulers of the 
Moslem states, allies of the Mohamme- 
dan Emir of Nupe, and vassals, like the 
Emir of Nupe, dependent on the great 
Mohammedan empire of Sokoto. When 
these two princes and rulers were killed | 
by the shells of the British, their forces | 
withdrew from the army of the Emir o! 
Nupe. 

The Royal Niger troops continued te 
advance until they reached a 
ridge which commanded Bida. They 
then took up a strong position on the re- 
serve of the slope and continued to re- 
connoitre throughout the day. Theil} 
forces were constantly harrassed by the 
Fulah sharpshooters, who daringly ad- 
vanced to within a hundred yards of the 
equare, Swarms of the enemy’s cavalry 
charged on the Royal Niger forces, but 
they were badly shattered, owing to the 
effective use of the Maxim guns. At 10.3¢

the artillery began bombarding the 
town, six Maxim guns playing on the 


gradually retiring masses of the enemy 
At noon the advance company of the 
troops entered Bida, which is a town 
three miles square. Bombarding of a| 
portion of the town was resumed, how- 
ever, lasting until 4 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, when one-half of the Haussa} 
troops took possession of the town. Only 
15 of the Haussa troops were wounded. 
The losses of the Fulah forces were enor- 
mous. The brother of the Emir of Nupe 
and many of the princes were severely 
wounded by a shell which exploded 
among the members of the staff of the 
emir, killing two men who were stand 
ing within a foot of himatthetime. All 
of the Fulah princes fled In the direction 
of Sokoto.,

BRADTREET’S REVIEW. 


' | Collapse of Stee! Rail Poo! Princ ple incident 


of Week. 

New York, Feb. 13.—Bradstreet’s says: 
The more favorable features of the 
business week include sales of 300,000 
tons of steel rails on the collapse of the 
pool, which promises work for the mills 
for some months to come; the advance 
in the price of print cloths, following the 
sale of 750,000 pieces from accumulated 
Stocks, and the starting up of a number 
of important metal and other industriai 
establishments throughout the eastern 
and riddle states. 

Te recent reduction in the price of 
steel billets of $5 a ton, while rails were 
reduced only $3, foreshadowed another 
cut in rail prices or the breaking up of 
the pool. The latter finds prices from 
$8 to $9 lower than last week. One 
effect will be to stimulate exports of 
rails, demand for domestic bessemer 
pig iron and for ore, and consumption 
of iron and generally. There is 
a moderate increase in demand for pig 


steel 


iron at Pittsburg, and purchases have 
been made by St. Louis stove makers.

er, and American purchases of wool

HOWELL ON WHIST. 
He Explains the Second Variety of Long 
Suit Opening. 
Lx. 

A very striking illustration of the value 
of the sinall card opening as an indication 
of strength and as un invitation or encour- 
agement to partner to lead trumps has re- 
cently come to my notice. It is a deal 
played by two practitioners of the new 
whist against two players of the old school. 
The original leader’s hand was: Diamonds

(trump), K, Q; spades, J, 10, 8, 5, 4, 2;| 


hearts, A, 3, 2; clubs, A, J. Here was al- 
most strength evough in plain 
justify the trump attack at once, but it 
was better first to see how the spades lay. 
Therefore the leader began with the S 2, 
showing (1) a spade suit worth playing 
for, (2) re-entry in either hearts or clubs, 
or both, and (3) either a long suit of 
trumps or a short suit containing high 
cards. ‘The lender’s partner held: Dia- 
monds (trump), A, J, 7, 2; spades, A, K, 
Q; hearts, J, 3, 6, clubs, 8, 6. Partner 
won the first spade trick with the queen. 
Now comes the point. So informatory is 
the small card opening under the new sys- 
tem of play that partner could even thus 
early, after only one trick, read the leader’s 
hand ‘with accuracy and confidence. 

This is how he did it: ‘The spade suit 
must be headed by the jack, for otherwise 
the lead would have been the highest in- 
stead of the lowest card in it. If it con- 
tains only four cards, the leader must be 
very stropg numerically ip trumps, for 
otherwise he would not have opened low sa 
weak a suit. If it contains five or more 
cards, the leader's trumps may not be 
long; but, if not, they must certainly be 
large, probably not less than both king 
and queen. In either case we have vir- 
tually the whole spade suit between us, 
and, with my four excellent trumps, 
enough trump strength most probably to 
be able to exhaust them in defense of the 
spades. Moreover, although I am quite 
weak in the other two plain suits, the lead- 
er must have re-entry and protection in 
one or both of them, probably in both, on 
account of his having attempted the long 
suit game with a long suit apparently s¢ 
weak. ‘Therefore, after we have got the 
trumps out of the way and I have cleared 
the spades with my ace and king, he will 
certainly be able to get in and make good 
his remaining spades.’’ This sounds like 
divination, but it is a simple matter to 
one who is versed in the advanced game 
and can place reliance in the information 
given by the original lead. The player 
who did this reasoning, therefore, immedi-

Review of Wool Market, 


Boston, Feb. 13.—The Boston Commer- 
elial Bulletin 6ays The woo! sales 
have shown a sharp falling off from the 
boom. This is only natural. Manu- 
facturers and speculators have gorged 
themselves with wool and can take no 
more. Three million pounds of scoured 
clothing wool, mostly from France, was 
poured in here in December alone. 
Forty-five thousand bales of colonial 
were bought in the London sales, just 
closed, and from all quarters of the 
world a flood is rushing in. Only one 
sale of size, a round lot of Montana at 
the old rates, wus made this week. 
The market, though quiet, is very firm. 

The saleg of the week are: 3,265,000 
pounds domestic and 3,419,000 pounds 
foreign, against 5,739,000 pounds domestic 
and 2,950,000 pounds foreign last week, 
and 1,516,500 pounds domestic and 1,- 
075,000 pounds foreign for the same week 
last year. 

The sales to date show an increase 
of 21,645,000 pounds domestic and 6,919,- 
000 pounds foreign from the sales to 
the same date in 1896. 

The receipts to date show an in- 
crease of 4561 bales domestic and a 
decrease of 4050 bales foreign. 


International Chess Match. 

New York, Feb. 13.—The international 
chess match by cable between the 
Brooklyn Chess club and the British 
Chess club of London, began last night. 
Much interest is taken in the match on 
both sides of the Atlantic. The opening 
games were disastrous to the American 
team. This is the second international 
match, the Americans wining last year 
by a score of 44% to 34% games.

The Rain Engineer. 
Three years ago the attention of the com- 
munity was directed to the question of the 
artificial production of rain. ‘The princi- 


suits to| fair 


ple upon which rain was to be made, aa it | 


was commonly stated—viz, concussion of 
the air—wuas neither countenanced nor ac- 
cepted by meteorologists. The results of 
the experiments were exactly such as were 
forecasted by men who knew the worthless- 
ness of the claims then made and yet fully 
realized that rainmaking was nevertheless 
a scientific possibility. Tbe rain engineer 
will some day be enrolled among the pro- 
fessional occupations. He will be one who 
has closely followed and clearly compre- 
hends the physical processes of cloudy con- 
densation. He must be something of 
physicist, chemist and meteorologist com- 
bined. Problems such us Hertz solved in 
his graphic methods of following adiabatic 
changes in moist air or Von Helmholtz 
discussed in his papers on ‘‘billow’’ cloud 
formation will be appropriate work for 
him. The changes which a cubic foot of 
air charged with a given amount of vapor 
goes through as it moves from place to 
place in the atinosphere be will under- 
stand and control. 

Air at sea level at a temperature of 80 
degrees F., half filled with moisture, has 
11 grams of water vapor in each kilogram 
of air. If the pressure is suddenly changed 
from 750 millimeters to 687 millimeters, 
the temperature lowered about 15 degrees, 
certain conditons result. The air is in the 
condition of a soaked sponge and has all 
the water vapor it cun hold. If the mixed 
air and vapor can be lifted about 4,000 
feet, the rain engineer can ordinarily form 
acloud or fog. Conversely, if he can in- 
crease the pressure and supply the requisite 
amount of heat, he can alter conditions so 
that no fog forms, or, if it has formed, 
cause it to disappear. Provided we can 
control the thermo-dynamic conditions we 
can condense the invisible vapor of the air 
into visible cloud and, on the other hand, 
change the visible fog into invisible vapor. 
—Alexander McAdie in North American 
Review.

| THE SPORTING ARENA. | 


The latest excuvations on the pyramid 
field of Sakkara have led to an extraor- 
@inary discovery us to the origin of 
chess. Hitherto it was assumed that the 
ancient Indians had invented the game, 
that it was introduced from India to 
Persia in the sixth century, and that by 
the Arabs, and in consequence of the 
crusades it spread from east to west. 
This theory was substantiated by the 
fact that an Indian, Persian and Arabic 
influence is traceable in the character of 
the figures at present used and in some 
of the words connected with the game, 
such as shah (check) and matt (mate). 
Now, north of the pyramid of King 
Tetu_ or Teti, two grave chambers have 
been discovered which were erected for 
two high officials of that ruler. Their 
names were Kubin and Mernker, called 
Mera. The grave chamber (mastaba) of 
the former consisted of five rooms, built 
up with limestone. 

In the chief room there is in a niche 
a tinted statue of the departed, about 
seven feet high, with a sacrificial table 
of alabaster before it. Among the many 
wall paintings in this and other rooms, 
hunting and fishing scenes, a group of 
female 


mouruers, the three seasons, 
Mera and his sons, holding each other 
by the hand, and Mera playing chess 


are to be seen. King Tetu belonged to 
the sixth dynasty, and his reign was as- 
signed by Professor Lepsius to about the 
year 2700 B. C, Professor Brugsch, cor- 
recting this chronclogy, puts it back to 
still greater artiquity—namely, to the 
year 3300 B. C.—so that 
land of Mizraim something like 6,200 
years ago.—New York Post.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


The Formal Dinner, Its Complimentary 
Signiticance and Correct Eti- 
quette-Odd Mention. 


Dinner etiquette—common table man- 
ners. The distinction between the two 
is one of degree rather than principles. 
The formal dinner is the crowning form 
of social entertainment, and to ask a 
friend to dinner is the height of com- | 
pliment. it carries the assurance of 
kindly regard, of confidence, of appreci- 
ation, which no other compliment quite 
approaches. It has been truly said by 
some one that the dinner is the one so- 
cial function in which the host plays as 
important a part us the hostess. Eis 
name appears with hers on the invita- 
tions, and he dispenses hospitality in| 
the same active meusure as herself. 

Viewing the occasion in the foregoing 
manner, Good Housekeeping furnishes 
some useful suggestions to those taking 
part im this high social function: 

It is scarcely necessary to go over the 
stereotyped list of prohibited actions, 
yet there are few violations of 
good manners that may be specified, 
since their occurrence is so common a 
matter. In the first place, previous to 
being served and in the waits between 
courses, one should sit entirely at ease, 
not playing with napkin, watch charm 
or any of the table fittings or utensils. 

As soon us a person is served with any 
course he should devote his attention to 
the food placed before him, but above 
all should avoid the appearance of raven- 
ous haste, no matter what may be the 
condition of his appetite. It is not re- 
quired that any plate to which one has 
been helped should be sent to another. 
It is the privilege of the host or hostess 
to choose the portions which are to be 
given to each guest, and the servant is 
employed for the delivery of the viands 
according to their judgment and wishes. 

Of course these rules do not apply to 
those extremely informal occasions 
where all present are expected in large 
degree to help themselves, for by the 
same rule that one looks out for his own 
interests or would save pains on the 
part of his entertainers he would prove 
mindful of the comfort and convenience 
of all with whom he was associated. 

The proper use of the knife, fork and 
spoon is a matter still receiving much 
discussion. As to the article which the 
guest is expected to use, that will usually 
be sufficiently indicated by the hostess 
in supplying the guests, but there is a 
safe old rule which may be followed 
on any occasion: If in doubt, delay for 
a little, if necessary, and follow the ex- 
ample of a trustworthy neighbor. 

In a course dinner no one is expected 
to be helped a second time to any course, 
though from courtesy the request to 
give a second helping may be made. It 
should be refused with thanks, no mat- 
ter how fond the guest may be of that 
particular delicacy. To accept a second 
helping would doubtless keep the entire 
company Waiting till it was finished.

ATHLETIC WAR ENDED. 


Camp and Brooks Satisfactorily Arrange 
Harvard-Yale Difficulties. 

Boston, Feb. 15.—Walter Camp, for 

Yale, and Dr. Brooks, for Harvard, have 

patched up the athletic differences of the 


two colleges by the following agree- 
ment: 
It is hereby agreed by, and between, 


the Harvard athletic committee and the 
Yale athletic management that there 
shall be annual contests in rowing, foot- 
ball, baseball and track athletics be- 
tween the representative organizations 
of Yale and Harvard, beginning March 
1, 1897, and ending March 1, 1902, the de- 
tails of these contests to be left to the 
managers and captains. 

It is also agreed that all contests, 
with the exception of rowing, shall take 
place on college grounds, and the net 
gate receipts shall be equally divided be- 
tween the two contesting organizations. 

This agreement is conditional upon the 
appointment on, or before, April 1, 1897, 
of a committee, to consist of one gradu- 
ate of each university, to whom shall be 
refeyred all disagreements in any way 
relating to athletics and all questions of 
eligibility. The decision of the commit- 
tee is to be final. 

In case of a disagreement between the 
members of thé committee, it shall have 
a power to call upon a third person to 
settle the particular question in dispute.

Spanish Would Not Let Non- 
Combatants Leave. 


Many Innocents Were Undoubtedly Killed 
by Bursting Shells. 


New York, Feb. 16.—The Herald this 
morning publishes the following, dated 
Jan. 30, from its special correspondent, 
George Bronson Rea, at the headquar- 
ters of General Gomez, Arroyo Blanco, 
Cuba: 

Gomez is besieging the town of Ar- 
royo Blanco, situated between Sancti 
Spiritus and Seigo de Vola. On the af- 
ternoon of Jan. 27 Gomez decided to lay 
siege to the piace. The active work was 
confided to General Francisco Carrillo, 
who, with the infantry regiment of 
Iremedios and the dynamite gun, direct- 
ed by Mr. Fredericks, took up their posi- 
tlon around the town during the same 
hight. 

At 2 o'clock on the morning of the 28th 
work was commenced by buijding a 
breastwork to protect the gun, which 
Was completed and the gun placed in 
position about 600 yards from the forts 
before dawn. The garrison and inhabi- 
tants awoke to find themselves cut off 
from all communication, except by the 
heliograph tower, situated on the sum- 
mit of a high hill to the south of the 
town. 

The town is defended by 14 forts, gar- 
risoned by about 250 Spanish regulars, 
under Captain Escobar. The majority 
or the inhabitants, numbering in all 
about 2000, are families of Cubans, who 
are at present with theinsurgents. Two 
sisters and a niece of the late Cuban 
general, Serafin Sanchez, are also re- 
siding there with their families. 

Before commencing the bombardment, 
General Carrillo sent a note to the may- 
or, advising him that he was about to 
open fire with the dynamite gun. Ac- 
cording to the rules of civilized war- 
fare, he also sent a permit for all the 
non-combatants, men, women and chil- 
dren, to be allowed a safe passage from 
the besieged town. 

After waiting until $ o’clock a. m. of 
the 28th, and not seeing any disposition 
on the part of the Spanish commander 
to answer the note, he ordered Mr. 
Fredericks to fire a bomb as a warning. 
yhe projectile fell near one of the forts, 
without causing any material damage. 
After this another note was sent to 
Captain Escobar, asking, in the name of 
humanity, that the women and children 
should be allowed to leave the town. 
Eut this officer, hoping that by refus- 
ing this humane request the Cubans 
would desist in the bombardment,,abso- 
lutely prohibited the exit of non-com- 
batants from the town. His answer to 
the note was that he would not allow 
a soul to leave the place, and that the 
Cubans could commence the bombard- 
ment when they pleased: and, if he was 
to die, everybody must share the same 
fate. 

This attitude on his part might becon- 
sidered heroic if all the inhabitants 
shared the same opinion, but the ma- 
jority of them have pleaded In vain to be 
allowed to be placed outside the lines. 

The Spanish authorities will attempt 
to deny this attempt, and, to counteract 
any such movement, I have the original 
documents that passed between General 
Carrillo and his chief touching this 
point. They are both signed and au- 
thorized by General Gomez to be pub- 
lished. 

General Gomez is greatly incensed at 
the conduct of the Spanish commander, 
and, although he has not sald anything 
that would lead me to form this conclu- 
gion, yet, from the stern faces of himself 
and his staf’, I firinly believe thatif they 
take Escobar prisoner his body will hang 
from sor:ne guasama tree. Although @ 
Spanish officer, Escobar is a Cuban by 
birth, and this fact will go hard against 
him if he should fall into the hands of 
the insurgents. In due justice to the 
€paniards, it must be sald that on simi- 
lar occasions they have never refused 
to allow the exit of non-combatants 
from besieged towns. 

The second day of the siege Genera) 
Gomez, accompanied by the members of 
the government and all the cavalry, 
numbering in all about 1500 men, madea 
hostile demonstration by marching 
around the outside of the town. 

The garrison, expecting an assault, 
opened a rapid fire, which was contested 
by the Cuban infantry stationed in a 
small brook. This movement of Gomez 
was, no doubt, intended to impress the 
garrison with his strength, and to influ- 
ence them to surrender, but no apparent 
result was achieved. 

On the morning of the 30th the first 
bomb exploded, and destroyed another 
fort. The second bomb exploded in the 
middle of the town, and a number of in- 
nocent lives must have been sacrificed 
to the Spanish commander's barbarity. 

The families have been compelled to 
take refuge in the church and the edifice 
adjoining the hospital, as these two 
buildings are the strongest in the town, 
and, consequently, the ones the Cubans 
have the greatest interest in destroying, 
but they are compelled to desist from 
firing, fearing to cause the death of so 
niany innocent people. From personal 
observation I am vonvinced that, if the 
Cubans had a clear field, the town would 
soon fall into their hendg,

To Abrogate the Clay-Bulwer Treaty 
Taken Up by the Senate, 


MASSACHUSETTS LECISLATURE, 


Greater Boston Hearing---Overtime Bill Killed 
in House. 

Boston, Feb. 16.—There was a lull in 
the rush of business at the state house 
yesterday, for the only hearing of gen- 
eral interest was that on the Greater 
Goston scheme of government by a 
county council, reported by the metro- 
Folitan district commission, which was 
uttended by numerous well-known busi- 
ness men. Among the committee re- 
ports were those against the establish- 
ment of a standard barrel, against the 
restriction of prison made goods from 
being offered for sale, and against the 
petition of the city of Newton for author- 
ity to manufacture its own gas. 

By a vote of 7 to 4, the committee on 
election laws voted to report against the 
passage of the so-called Sanderson bill, 
to provide that a single cross ona 
ballot shall count for a complete party 
ticket. 

A message from the governor submit- 
ted a communication from the comp- 
troller of the currency in regard to pro- 
posed legislation in regard to bank re- 
ports. 

The committee on metropolitan affairs 
gave a hearing yesterday on the re- 
port of the commission for a metropol- 
itan district for Boston. Commissioner 
Rice explained the work of the com- 
mission. In regard to Greater Boston 
he said the commission had found with- 
in a radius of 10 miles of Boston, 1,000,- 
000 people and 25 or 30 separate town 
and city governments. It seemed de- 
signed especially for a great metropol- 
{tan city, he said. 

The commission found no great or 
general demand for annexation in those 
places, but they recommended a form of 
county government which should sim- 
rlify the present complicated system 
and which should take the place of an 
annexation plan. 

They also recommended that all county 
commissions should surrender their 
powers to the county council, of 60 or 70 
members, to be elected by the people. 

Mr. Frederick H. Viaux, chairman 
of the committee of the associated board 
of trade, advocated the bill as did S.C. 
Small of Winchester, and A. J. Moody 
of Lexington. 

There was an extended debate in the 
house on the bill to repeal the act per- 
mitting women and tminors to work 
overtime to make up for time lost by the 
stoppage of machinery. The bill was 
rejected, 91 to 102. 

In opposing the bill, Messrs. Clarke of 
Wellesley and White of Winchendon 
contended that the passage of the Dill 
would put another burden on Massa- 
chusetts’ manufacturers, who aijiready 
find it dificult to compete with manu- 
factvries in other states. Mr. Lowell of 
Boston opposed the bill for similar rea- 
sons. 

Mr. George of Haverhill said that what 
labor now desires is to be let alone. It 
doesn't want more legislation; it wants 
more than anything else an opporunity 
to be einployed without molestation by 
the legislature. 


FORCER PLEADS GUILTY. 


Harry S. Richmond of Brockton Sentenced al 

Plymouth. 

Mass., Feb. 16.—Harry S. 
of Brocksen retracted his 
plea of not guilty of forgery, in the 
superior court yesterday. His plea of 
guilty was accepted, and after a short 
hearing of the case he was sentenced 
to not less than three or not more than 
five years in the state prison 

Richmond was arrested at Brockton, 
Jan. 16, charged with the forgery of 
two notes of $2400 each, on the Randolph 
bank, the nes fraudently endorsed 
being Hon. J. J. Whipple, Fred T. Rich- 
mond and Wallace C. Flagg. He con- 
fessed and on the following Monday 
was held in $6000 forthe grand jury. On 
the day of his arrest he signed a yolun- 
tary petition into Insolvency. 


Appropriation Bills Rushed 
Through the House. 


Contested Louisiana Seat Decided In Favor of 
Boatner, the Occupant. 


Washington, Feb. 16.—Senator Mor- 
Ban secured consideration of his resolu- 
tion to abrogate the Clay-Bulwer treaty 
yesterday, after a sharp contest with 
Senator Sherman. 


who raised several 
pulnts of order against the Alabama 
member. The chair sustained Sherggan 
and Morgan appealed from the decision 
and won by one vote—3i to 31. Most of 
the day was spent in executive session. 
During the short open session a number 
of calendar bills were passed and pro- 
gress Was made on the bankruptcy bill. 

The arbitration treaty was not pressed 
in the executive session. It may not be 
called up again until Thursday. Sen- 
ator Sherman said that he would press 
the treaty against all other legislation 
except appropriation bills. He did not 
intend to have it stand in the way 
of appropriation bills. Mr. Sherman 
will not make a motion to postpone the 
treaty, but it is understood that sucha 
motion will be made. 

It is thought by many senators that 
the motion will prevail. Those who are 
opposed to the treaty will, of course, vote 
for postponement, while a number of 
senators who desire to go on with other 
business, together with those who want 
tnore consideration for the treaty, will 
vote the same way. It is the desire of 
Senator Sherman to have a vote, as he 
does not feel that he should consent to 
put the treaty over without testing the 
fense of the senate. No one now be- 
Nieves that there is any hope of a direct 
vote on the treaty at this session. 

The early part of the executive ses- 
sion was occupied by Senator Morgan, 
who talked in support of his resolution 
to abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
There is but little prospect of a vote on 
this resolution at this session. 

Nearly all the afternoon was con- 
sumed in a discussion of the nomination 
of Henry F. Davis to be district attor- 
ney for the District of Columbia. Oppo- 
sition has developed to this nomination 
on account of the position Davis took 
during the last campaign. He opposed 
Bryan very vigorously, and some of the 
silver men are fighting his confirmation. 
Among those who spoke against him 
yesterday were Senators Pugh and Gor- 
man. While the latter was talking, 
Senator Hill interjected a query as to 
whether Davis did not support Gorman 
when he was making the fight of his life 
for Hurst for governor of Maryland. The 
Maryland senator assented to this. Sen- 
ator Pugh said that he had heard things 
against Davis which vould prevent him 
from voting for him. Some charges 
were made which Senators Vilas and 
Hill denied, and which caused Senator 
Vilas to move a recommittal, In order 
to have them investigated atonce. Sen- 
ator Vilas made the motion, which was 
agreed to without division. 

The coup arranged by the house lead- 
ers for the passage of the sundry civil 
appropriation hill, under suspension of 
the rules, was a complete success, and 
this big apprqpriation bill, carrying $50,- 
644,743, was passed without opportunity 
for aniendmebt. just as it came from the 
committee. he main opposition was 
directed against the river and harbor 
{tems in the biil. The house made the 
best of the fact that it was suspension 
day, and quite a number of bills were 
passed of rnore or less importance, 
emong them Ihe senate bill appropriat- 
ing $250,000 for closing the crevasse at 
Pass A l'Outre on the Mississippl, to 
equip the National Guard with uniform 
Springfleld rifles, 45 calibre, and the sen- 
ate resolution to authorize the secretary 
of the navy to transport the contribu- 
tions of the Pacific coast states to the 
famine sufferers of India. The report 
in the contested election case of Benoit 
vs. Boatner. from Louisiana, confirm- 
ing the latter's title to his heat, was 
unanimously adopted. The conference 
report on the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation was adopted, and the ag- 
ricultural bill was sent to conference. 
Owing to the brief time of this session 
yet remaining, night sessions were given, 
beginning last night, for the considera- 
tlon of private pension bills, of which 
many hundreds still remain on the cal- 
endar.

Lynn, Mass., Feb. 16.~-What will 
probably prove a strike had its incep- 
tion at the shoe factory of D. J. Donovan 
& Co. on Willow street yesterday, when 
82 outside cutters and eight trimmers ‘eft 
their benches, through a misunderstand- 
ing over a new price list. It is sald that 
the expectation was that the new lst 
would restore wages to the figures before 
the cutdown of a few weeks ago. This 
result not appearing to the satisfaction 
of these cutters, they left. Furthermore, 
it was given out that if the firm 4id not 
adjust the difference immediately, a gen- 
eral strike would be called in all de- 
partments. Mr. Donovan declined te 
make a statement when seen, simply 
saying that his new price list must 
stand. 


Football Preparations at Harvard. 

Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 16.—Prepara- 
tions for the football! season at Harvard 
will begin this week, when Captain 
Cabot will take a smal! squad in charge 
and give them light work in the gym- 
nasium, four times a week, through- 
out the spring. He has also announced 
that Loren C. Deland, W. A. Brooks, Jr., 
and R. G. Emmons will constitute a 
board of advisory coaches, with full 
charge of football arrangements next 
year. This policy is largely the re- 
turn to the system in use in 1894, when 
the same men were at the helm.

He began by reading from Matthew 18: 
15 to 20. The Congregational church he 
said rested on a broad foundation. 

The difference between the Congrega- 
tiopal and the Lutheran church is in the 
interpretation of Christ’s words ‘* This is 
my body.’’ The Lutherans take this 
literally. The Congregationalists regard 
it as symbolic. 

The difference between the Congrega- 
tionalists and Baptists is in the interpreta- 
tion of the word “‘into.’’ The speaker had 
led a horse into a brook todrink. One 
might go into the water without being 
immersed, 

The difference between Congregationa- 
‘ists and Unitarians lies in this, the Uni- 
tarians accept the character of Christ, and 
they get the character of Christ from his 
own account of himself as recorded in the 
Scriptures and stop there. The Congre- 
gationalists accept the same testimony, 
and go farther and believe Christ’s word 
when he said of himself that he was the 
Son of God. Taere is nothing in the 
Unitarian church to arcuse a man and 
start him in a new direction. 

Many Congregational churches bold the 
doctrines of Calvin but they do not hold 
either Calvin or Paul superior to Jesus 
Christ. 

The Congregational church is a historic 
church, as much so as any other. It 
stands for local self government. We live 
uoder a democratic form of government, 
and the Congregational church is in har- 
mony with the free school, the free Bible, 
free government, and a free church, one in 
which the people manage their own affairs. 

The Congregational church has always 
worked well when transplanted, as wit-

METROPOLITAN COUNTY. 


Hon. W. B. Rice and Mayor Quincy 
of Bostin Speak at Hearing. 


At the hearing before the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs Monday on the report 
of the Metropolitan district Commission 
Hon. William B. Rice of this city described 
and explained the report at length. 

He said that a majority of the 26 or 30 
municipalities near Boston do not desire to 
be included in Greater Boston and at 
present annexation is impracticable. The 
commission, said Mr. Rice, are opposed to 
to anuexation. There are some things 
that could be better governed if brought 
into one district. These outside cities and 
towns would not lose any rights, but would 
regain lost rights. The commission favored 
the formation of a new eounty which would 
include the 25 or 30 cities and towns and it 
should be governed by a county council 
who would assume duties of the present 
county officials and state commissioners. 
A government that would not work at 
cross purposes as now exists between 
Boston and adjoining cities. 

Frederick H. Viaux, chairman of Boston 
Associated Board of Trade said his asso- 
ciation was in favor of the report with the 
exception of Swampscott, Dedham, Lynn, 
Nahant and Saugus. Boston should con- 
sist of some 23 cities and towns. All of 
these towns about us have an assessed 
valuation of $400,000,000. 

Hon. J. R. Leeson, President of Boston 
Merchants’ Association believed some 
scheme looking toward the control and 
Management of the larger wants of the 
towns and cities about Boston could be 
devised which would diminish the cost. 

Mayor Quincy is reported by the Herald 
as follows: 

He agreed with the statement of tle 
commission regarding the desirability of 
returning to a representative government. 

My chief interest, be said, is whether, 
something may not be done to substitute 
some form of representative government 
for that of commissions. He would not go 
beyond the work intrusted to these com- 
missions. 

It is not a q-estion whether the ad- 
ministration can be improved, but on the 
fundamental principle that public works 
should be kept on a representative basis. 

These questions do not interest 
people of the whole commonwealth. Al! 
of the works when they are completed 
should be placed under one control. 

The ease with which the commonwealth 
has loaned its credit involves danger; we 
have gone ahead rather faster than is wise. 
All this must come back on the district. 
Local contro! will remedy the aituation. 

I wish to point out that it has been too 
easy to borrow money, and disguises to 
the people the ease with which their 
property has been mortgaged for public 
works. 

I believe strongly in the principle of 
separating executive from legislative work. 
If a legislative body is established it 
should have only legislative functions, 
and then there should be an executive 
body to look after the executive functions. 

There should be a metropolitan commis- 
sion of three members to take place of 
those already appoin'ed; one to be ap- 
pointed by Governor to represent the com- 
monwealth, and I should prefer that the 
Governor be x member. _ Secondly, the 
Mayor should serve ex-officio. The third 
commissioner should be appointed or elected 
by the cities and towns, in some manner. 
This commission should ad- 
visory manner. 

There should be one superintendent in 
charge of each metropolitan project, such 
as water, parks and sewerage. 

I believe that it would be a great benefit 
for Boston to be given the rank we are 
entitled to, and the broad proposition of a 
metropolitan district would, perbaps, give 
this.

Well Known New Haven Man Meets 
Horrible Death, 


Was Clubbing Dogs With 
Shotgun. 


Both Barrels Tuok Effect In 
His Breast. 


New Haven, Feb. 17.—Elias 8. Ser- 
voss, Jr., son of a wealthy New York 
real estate dealer, met a terrible death 
early yesterday morning. It wasat first 
believed he had been murdered, but de- 
velopments show that he was the victim 
of an accident. 

The first intimation the family had of 
the shocking accident was about 7 
o'clock a. m., when one of the servants 
found the fearfully mutilated body of 
the young man on the front porch of the 
residence. In the breast was a gaping 
wound, made by the contents of a dou- 
ble-barrelled shotgun; one hand was 
almost completely shot oft and shot 
was distributed all over the body. 

Near the body was found a shotgun be- 
sineared with blood, with broken stock, 
while all about the snow was trampled 
and gave appearance of murder 
and a desperate struggle. The accident 
Was brought about by the young man 
trying to kill some dogs that were at- 
tracted to the premises by the smell of 
a freshiy butchered pig. Their barking 
Cisturbed him early, and, taking his 
father’s double-barrelled gun, he went 
cut to the porch to shoot the animals. 
He tried to fire at them, but the gun did 
not explode, and he evidently decided 
it was not loaded. He then tried to 
club the dogs with the gun, and the 
weapon was discharged. His father 
heard Nim shouting at the dogs, ancdva 
few moments later heard a double report 
from the gun. No outcry or noise of 
any description followed, and, suppos- 
ing that had fired at the dogs 
and returned to his room, he paid no fur- 
ther attention to the incident. . 

The victim of the accident was 28 years 
old, and leaves a widow and two small 
children. He was the only son of seven 
children. His father resides at 213 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth street, 
New York city, and was in New Haven 
as a witness in behaif of Antonio 
Sparano, formerly his coachman, who is 
on trial for murder. 

The remains will be taken to New York 
for burial. 


CAPITAL OF $4,000,000. 


Heywood Bros. and Wakefield Rattan Company 
Consolidate. 

Boston, Feb. 17.—One of the most im- 
portant consolidations of capital yet ef- 
fected in New England goes into effect 
in'this city today. The Wakefield Rat- 
tan company, manufacturers 
kinds of rattan furniture and goods, in- 
cluding corset stock, is merged with 
Heywood Bros. company of Gardner, 
the most extensive chair manufacturers 
in the world 

The new firm will be known as the 
Heywood & Wakefield Co., and 
will be capitalized with $4,000,000 6 per 
cent cumulative preferred stock and $2,- 
000.000 common stock. The company 
wiil acquire the properties of both the 
existing companies. 

The Wakefield Rattan company is a 
Massachusetts corporation, Temple R. 
Fay, president, and C. H. Lang, treas- 
urer and general manager. The com- 
pany has plants in Wakefield, Chicago, 
San Francisco and Kankakee, Ills. It 
has sales and warehouses in New York 
(wholesale retail), in Boston, Chi- 
cago and San Francisco. Its capital 
stock is $1.000.000, and it has paid divi- 
dends of 5 per cent each half year for 
some years until August, 1896, when the 
rate was reduced to 4 per cent, which 
was also paid Feb. 1, 1897. 

Heywood Bros. & Co. have their home 
effice and principal plant at Gardner, 
with selling warehouses in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Portland, 
Or., and Liverpool and London. Itisa 
private firm, whose members are Henry 
Heywood, George T. Heywood and 
others. 

There are about 109 hands employed 
at the Wakefield factory when under 
full operation, and it is Wakefield's prin- 
cipal industry. The @nsolidation fs ex- 
pected to result in large economies in 
administration, and especially in the 
Selling agencies. Soth the Wakefields 
and Heywoods have been identified 
closely in the importation of rattan, and, 
in fact, about all of the rattan imported 
to this country is received by the Central 
Rattan company, which was organized 
a few years ago, and which is, in reality, 
a combination of all the principal com- 
panies in the country. 

There are about 30 buildings, mostly 
brick, at the Wakefield plant, covering 
an enclosure of over 11 acres of ground. 
A new 2-story office building has just 
been added, and will be occupied next 
week.

But inasmuch as assessments may be 
levied on all abutters for the construction 
of sewers, there should be no _ legal 
objection to levying rentals or yearly 
assessments upon al! abutters. Then it 
would not be necessary for the sewer com- 
missioners and the board of health to 
quarre], and the abutters would not be so 
backward about entering. At the same 
time abutters would not be paying more 
than is now proposed under the assessment 
plan, for any apparent excess would be 
saved on taxes. In one case it might be 
necessary to pay interest on the assessment 
|levied. On the other hand, if the amount 
| of the assessment was put at interest by 
| the individual it would help materially on 
| the rental. 

On a lot 60 by 100 feet by the combina- 
} tion plan favored (six-tentb on area and 

four-tenths on frontage; corner lots assessed 
|on long side and 60 feet on second street 
| exempted), the assessment would be $60.65. 
| If this was divided into ten payments the 
lannual cost would be $6.07 and the 
jinterest at the start at five per cent., 
|as provided, would be $3.03. This as- 
|sessment is contemplated to pay only 
two-thirds of the cost, but in fact would 
not even do this as the act says that 
assessments shall be applied first to interest 
and maintenance, so that maturing bonds 
might have to be met by taxation. 

Annual rentals at the nominal charge of 
| ten cents per front foot would meet the 
| maintenance, interest, and maturing bonds 
| almost from the start, and on the same 
sized lot the rental would be but $6. If 
this is reduced by the saving on interest 
the net annual cost would be less than $3.

BEE BUZZES. 

Near a sec farm is a first class location 
for an apiary. 

If the combs are exposed to freezing, no 
moth will hatch out. 

There is no way of preventing the wax 
moths from entering the hive. 

Drone laying queens and fertile workers 
are the worst of pests in an apiary. 

Separators are used to prevent the bees 
from building one section into another. 

Bees often starve, sometimes smother, 
and occasionally die because of dampness. 

Wood separators are preferred when they 
can be used loose, because they are cheaper. 

Never keep a queen after she is 8 years 
old, or, rather, after she has laid for three 
seasons, 

An increase of colonies and a large quan- 
tity of surplus honey cannot be secured at 
the same time. 

Cold weather never kills a colony of bees 
that is in a water tight hive and supplied 
with plenty of honey. 

The queen of a populous colony will soon 
fill the empty comb with eggs and be no 
detriment to the colony. 

If bees are old in the fall, empty hives 
will be the result the next spring, and, of 
course, prove unprofitable. 

Bees should never be put in the cellar 
for the winter unless it isdry. Dampnesa 
is certain to cause diarrhea among them.

Venerable Cit pat ee y Passes 
Away After Long Illness, 


Half a Century Spent In 
Public Service. 


Was Inthe Legislature 18 Years and Held 
Many Other Positions, 


Beverly, Mass., Feb. 18.—Hon. John I. 
Baker died at his home last night, after 
@ long illness. 

Mr. Baker was born in this city Aug. 
16, 1812. He attended the public schools 
of his native town until he was 12 years 
of age, When he left school to go to work 
in a store in Saiem. Several munths later 
Le came backasa clerk, and later appren- 
iced himself tor 14 months as a shoe- 
maker, at the end of which period he 
became a journeyman with a large 
shop crew. 

At that time it was the custom of 
shops to discuss the principal topics 
of the day, and Mr. Baker became ear- 
ly interested in the temperance work, 
The drinking of intoxicants was com- 
mon at that time, and with others Mr. 
Baker devoted much of his time and 
energy to the cause of total abstinence. 

His legislative record on prohibition 
is notable, beginning in 1840, when he 
voted against the so-called 15 gallon 
aw, in company with a goodly number 
of distinguished men, both Whigs and 
Democrats. In 1852 he was on thestate 
temperance committee which organized 
the movement trom which came the 
enactment of the Maine law in this 
slate. Mr. Baker was an early aboli- 
tionist in 1554 he was one of the active 
promoters and was secretary of the 
convention held at Worcester in July 
of that year, preparatory to the organ- 
ization of the Republican party. At 
the convertion, Sept. 7, Mr. Baker was 
chairman of the committee which re- 
ported its platform, declaring “the 
right of all men to freedom and equal- 
ity before the law,” and that “pro- 
hibition by law of the sale of intoxicat- 
ng liquors as a beverage is a right and 
duty of the people.’ 

Hon. Robert Rantoul of Beverly was 
the president of the convention and 
Senator Sumner made one of his ablest 
speeches, But the mass of the voters 
aud many of the leading spirits in this 
movement deemed it wiser to join the 
American, or “Know Nothing” party, as 
it was then called, and work for a time 
through that party for liberty and 
temperance This aided that party to 
carry the state by an overwhelming 
majority, and the legislature then chose 
Henry Wilson United States senator 
and enacted the personal liberty law, 
perf i and enacted the prohibitory 
law, and passed the homestead exemp-

Mr. Baker was ¢ \ 
native town and state faithfully. He 
was town clerk of Beverly for 20 years 
and selectman 17 years. besides serving 
on the school committee nearly 20 
years He was on. the governor's 
council during the administration of 
Governors Andrews and Banks, wasin 
the house of representatives 18 years and 
in the state senate two years. In addition 
to his nomination for governor he was al- 
so the nominee of the Prohibition party 
for congress, was fish commissioner for 
several years and was appointed a 
member of the harbor and land com- 
inission by Governor Butler in 1883, 
holding that position until Feb. 1, of 
the present year, when he resigned on 
account of ill health. When Beverly 
was incorporated a city in 1895 he was 
the only candidate for mayor, and 
rerved the new city with the same zeal 
he had served the old town. 


SHORTACE MADE COOD. 


Plymouth’s Treasurer Repays Ten Thousand 
Dollars Which He Had Used. 
Plymouth, Mass., Feb. 18.—George 8S. 
Dyar, the clerk and treasurer of this 
town, has confessed to embezzling town 
funds to the extent of $10,000. Thecon- 
fession came as a result of discrepancies 
found in his accounts by the town audit- 
or, James T. Thurber, who is also one 
of Mr. Dyar’'s bondsmen. The actual 
figures of the shortage are said to be 
$10,240, but the town will not lose any- 
thing as Mr. Dyar has made good the 
sum. 
The story of Mr. Dyar's shortage 
created a great stir in the town, as he 
Was very well known, prominent in 
political circles and well liked in so- 
ciety and church organizations. He 
became town clerk temporarily in 1894, 
owing to the illness of Clerk Curtis 
Davie, and was elected to the office in 
1895, holding it until this time. The 
embezzlements, according to the select- 
men, began a year ago, and were first 
found through suspicious irregular- 
ities which brought out an investigation 
by thes selectmen through the auditor. 
The town was amply covered, however, 
by a $30,000 bond, on which were Will- 
iam S. Morrison, Edgar D. Hill, Charles 
JT. Holmes, James T. Thurber and Har- 
vey N. T. Hubbard. 
The cause of Mr. Dyar’s acts is not 
definitely known, but it is said that 
a little speculationvand the #inking 
of money in the New England Drug 
company, of which Mr. Dyar 
WAS president, are responsible

Mr. Dyar is captain of D company, 
Fifth regiment, locally known as the 
Standish Guards, a member of Ply- 
mouth lodge of Masons, Samoset Chap- 
ter and Old Colony Commandery. He 
had been treasurer of the Church of the 
Pilgrimage, and before he was town 
clerk, was clerk at the Old Colony 
National bank.

Immigration Bill, as Passed, Shuts 
Out Hliterate Foremners, 


New Regulations Regarding 
Canadians. 


Persons Arriving From Cuba Exempted From 
Provisions. 


Washington, Feb. 18.—The conference 
report on the immigration bill was laid 
before the senate and was briefly ex- 
plained by Mr. Lodge in charge of the 
bill. 

Mr. Palmer denounced the bill as an 
outgrowth of nativism—a doctrine for 
which he had the most profound and 
earnest detestation. Mr. Palmer 
alluded to Massachusetts as the only 
Northern state which refused suffrage 
to men who could not read and write. 
The defense of his state constitutional 
provision in that regard was taken up 
Ly Mr. Hoar, who spoke of such state- 
ments as “pure demaguguery.” Hewas 
told by Mr. Palmer that he (Mr. Hoar) 
did not seem to realize the dignity and 
importance of the rights of an American 
citizen; and he was reminded that dur- 
ing the war Massachusetts had sent 
emissaries to the south and filled her 
quota of troops with colored men who 
cuuld not read or write. 

Mr. Lodge (Rep. Mass.) closed the 
debate with a speech in defense of the 
conference report. The vote was taken 
aud it was agreed to: Yeas, 34; nays, 
$1. 

The bill now goes to the president. 

The bill, as passed, extends the im- 
rigration restrictions against “all per- 
sons physically capable and over 16 
years of age, who cannot read and write 
the English language or some other 
language; but a person not so able to 
read and write, who ts over 50 years old, 
and who is the parent or grandparent of 
a qualified immigrant over 21 years old 
and capable of supporti such parent or 
giandparent, may be sent for and come 
to join the family of a child or grand- 
over 21 years of age, similarly 
lified and capable, and a wife or 
r child not so able to read and write 
may accompany or be sent for and come 
to join the husband or parent similarly 
qualified and capable.’ For the pur-

In several campaigns he also 
did good work on the stump, and in 
1894 he was the leading candidate for 
governor, but he threw all his influence 
into the scale to nominate O. Vincent 
Coffin. He has aspired to a seat in con- 
gress and a foreign mission too. 

Mr. Porter is credited with being the 
original McKinley man in his state. He 


came out for the Canton man early in| 


the fight, when Reed sentiment was at 
its height in New England, and worked 
for his candidate with great energy un- 
til the convention had been carried. 
From that time on Mr. Porter was prac- 
tically at the head of the Republican 
organization in Connecticut and ran the 
campaign which ended so successfully 
for his man. 

In 1883 Mr. Porter married Miss Amy 
Betts, daughter of Judge Betts of Wash- 
ington, and he has a charming home at 
Hartford, where he is something of a 
social leader.

Unideal Motherhood Subject of Paper 
Before Mothers’ Congress, 


Helen H. Gardiner Pleads For 
Personal Liberty. 


Iavoib'e Law of Heredity Punishes Each

Washington, Feb. 19.—A large crowd 
attended the Mothers’ convention. The 
feature of the day was a paper read by 
Helen H. Gardiner of Boston on 
“Heredity.” She spoke of the moral 
responsibility of motherhood and the 
never failing punishment which is in- 
flicted upon the offspring, because of 
the crimes of parents. Mrs, Gardiner’s 
paper, in part, follows: 

I fear that 1 shall strike a less pleas- 
ant note than those who have preceded 


me, who have so generally dealt with the 
ideal motherhood—who have sung the 
praise side of the song. My theme is 
Significant. It deals with demonstrable 
facts, and it goes back of even the kin- 


dergarten. Self ambition, 
to man—whether he be 
husband—is the 
that can be 
woman.

father, lover, or 
most dangerous theory 
taught to, or forced upon, a 
has no right to transmit 
and a character that is sub- 
inetficient, undeveloped—in 
short, a slavish character, which is 
either blandly obedient of blindly re- 
bellious, and is therefore in either case 
set, as is a timelock, to prey or to be 
preyed upon by society of the future. 
If woman is not brave enough person- 
ally to demand and to obtain absolute 
personal liberty of action, equality of 
Status, entire control of her race-en- 
dowing function, maternity, she has no 
right to dare to stamp upon a child and 
to curse a race with the descendants of 
such a servile, a dwarfed, a time-and- 
master-serving character. We wonder 
if the awful power with which nature 
clothes maternity in heredity does not 
strike blindly back at the race for the 
artificial and cruel requirements at the 
hands of the producer of the race. We 
wonder if mothers do not owe higher 


duty to their offspring than that of} 
mere nurse. We wonder if she has the 
moral right to give her children the 


inheritance that accident and subser- 
viency stamps upon body and mind. We 
wonder how she dares to face her chil- 
dren and know she did not fit herself by 
self development and by direct, sincere 
and thorough qualifications for ma- 
ternity before she dared to assume its 
responsibility. We wonder that man 
has been so slow in learning to read the 
message that nature has telegraphed to 
him in letters of fire and photographed 
with a terrible persistency upon the dis- 
torted, diseased bodies and minds of his 
children and upon the moral imbeciles 
she has set before him as an answer to 
his message of sex domination. Do you 
know that tt is an army of 700,000 de- 
fectives in this country? Don't you 
know that that means SO nething to 
every mother in the world?

Canea, Feb. 19.—Rumors have reached 
here of a wholesale massacre of Mussul- | 


mans at Sitia, a town in the eastern ex- 
tremity of Crete, some of the reports 
placing the number of killed at 2000, 
which includes almost the entire Mos- 
lem population of the town. 

It is said that men, women and chil- 
dren were killed indiscriminately by the 
Christians. 


It is impossible at present to confirm} 
the reports, but the rumors have created | 


the deepest anxiety here. 

General Bor, who is in command of 
the gendarmerie at Canea, has serit two 
Italian officers of the gendarmerie to 
Sitia in a gunboat to inquire into the 
truth or falsity of the reports. 


It was rumored that Greek troops had | 


occupied the town of Sitia, but up toa 


late hour no confirmation could be ob-| 


tained. 

Hundreds of refugees are arriving 
here from all parts of the island. 

Most of them are Moslems who have 


fled from their homes, fearing the ven-| 


geance of the Cretan Christians or their 
allies, the Greek soldiery. They all have 
stories to tell of the dangers from which 
they have escaped, and declare that the 
life of no Moslem is safe without the 
limits of the cities. 


A large number of Mussulinans have | 


arrived on board of a Turkish transport. 


Many of the women and children are| 


wounded. They affirm that the Chris- 
tians have killed 100 Moslems at Seri- 


kamos and 100 more in the villages ad-| 


jacent to that place. 


Athens, Feb. 19.—The non-concur- 
rence of the powers in Greece's action 
in Crete does not appear to have had the 
deterrent effect that was anticipated, 
and Greece is going ahead as though she 
had the full consent of the powers to her 
annexation of the island. 


Colonel Vassos, the aide-de-camp of 


the king, who is in command of the! 


Greek troops in Crete, is already form- 
ing a local administration in the name of 
the King of the Hellenes. He is mak- 
ing preparations for

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STORY OF A CHANGE. 


THE FAMOUS FORLORN ASSAULT AT 
JACKSON, MISS. 


Colonel E. T. Lee’s Description of the At- 
tack— Gallant Soldiers and Leaders and 


Awful Carnage—Personal Heroism 


Two Color Bearers. 


Lee of the Forty- 
first Illinois 
sends over the 
veteran Camps 
when he declares 
) that there was no 
more disastrous 
charge during 
the war than that 
made by Pugh’s 
Illinois brigade 
ut Jackson, Miss., 
July 12, 1863. 
This charge very 
closely parallels 
the one made at 
Petersburg, July 
18, 1864, by the 
First Maine 
Heavy artillery. The numbers actually 
engaged in them were about the same, 
the odds in both cases terribly against 
the assailants and the losses about equal. 
Both were useless, inexcusable slaujh- 
ters, of which it could well be said that 
such is not war, but murder. The only 
relieving feature, and one common to 
both affairs, lies in the glorious courage 
displayed by the men. They faced death 
gallantly, and those who came out from 
the jaws of death clung to their colors 
until victory at last crowned our arms. 
This is the story of Colonel Lee, who 
Was twice wounded that day: 

“On July 56, 1863, just after the 
Union army had captured Vicksburg, 
with its 27,000 prisoners and all the 
paraphernalia of the forts, with the 
thousands of small arms, General W. T. 
Sherman was ordered by General Grant 
to proceed to Jackson, Miss., and drive 
the Confederate army under General 
Joseph E. Johnston from Jackson and 
the Mississippi valley. He took with 
him about 85,000 men. Among that 
number were Lauman’s Fourth division 
of the Thirteenth Army corps, com- 
manded by General E. O. C. Ord. The 
Union troops closed in on the city and 
drove the Confederate army back into 
their heavy breastworks. The city was 
invested from Pearl river on the north 
to the Mississippi Central railroad on 
the south. On Saturday the Fourth di- 
visiou came up and was ordered to take 
up a position on the south, and Sunday 
morning was sent across the railroad, 
aud Colonel Isaac C. Pugh’s brigade, 
composed of the Twenty-eighth Illinois, 
Forty-tirst Illinois, Fifty-third Illinois 
and Third Iowa infantry, was selected 
to fill up the gap between the railroad 
and the Pearl river and to drive the en- 
emy into their works. There was no 
thought on the part of General Sherman 
that there would be an assault made on 
the enemy’s works, for he says he was 
four miles away on the Clinton road at 
the time of that charge and knew noth- 
ing of it. We had been maneuvering all 
morning in the timber, driving the Con- 
federutes back and slowly advancing 
until we had them into their works and 
had gone to the edge of the timber that 
lay along the open field in front of their 
works. Colonel Pugh saw that to ad- 
vance farther meant an assault or sure 
death in the open field. He ordered the 
men to lie down, which was done, to 
protect themselves from the shells of the 
enemy, which were flying over our 
heads in a lively manner. Just then an 
orderly rode up to General Lauman and 
handed him an order, which he read 
and immediately ordered Colonel Pugh 
forward. 

‘*Sclrcely had the order been given 
until the remnant of these four old regi- 
ments, about 900 men in all, moved for- 
ward with a terrific cheer that made the 
very earth almost tremble. Forward 
they go, right into the very jaws of 
death, for they are facing the famous 
New Orleans Light artillery, one of the 
finest batteries in the war; also Me- 
bane’s Tennessee battery and Cobb’s 
Kentucky battery and General Breckin- 
ridge’s division of veteran Confederates, 
behiud impregnable breastworks. 

“On goes the charging column; but, 
see, they ure falling li wheat before 
the sickle. The batterieS are using dou- 
ble churges of grape and canister on 
them and the very air is filled with lead- 
en hail. A section of the Fifth Ohio 
battery follows up the charge as far as 
it dares to go, and see those gallant 
boys! Every horse is killed and almost 
every man who belonged to the battery 
has gone down in the struggle to help 
out the infantry. Colonel Pugh, as soon 
as he could make his voice heard above 
the din of battle, gave the order for the 
recall. But it was too late, for many a 
brave boy had gone down that day to 
rise no more. Oh, the carnage of that 
hour, the sad havoc of some officer’s 
mistake! Out of those 900 who went 
into this charge history gives the figures 
that 645 were killed and wounded. 
There were a few made prisoners of war 
‘who had charged over the enemy’s 
works. 

‘*Hundreds of boys in blue were sleep- 
ing their last sleep on that fated field. 
The colors were the special targets for 
the enemy’s artillery. The blue field flag 
of the Forty-first llinois had two of the 
color bearers wounded and four killed. 
The last one to hold this flag was Ser- 
geant Samuel B. Hall of Company F, 
now living at Ashmead, Neb. He was 
wounded twice. The last time he was 
shot he fell near the rebel works and 
two big Johnnies took his flag from 
bim. They took it to General Beaure- 
gard’s headquarters, whence it was sent 
to Richmond as a trophy of war and re- 
mained there until the close of the war, 
when the flags were taken to Washing- 
tor, and this flag was returned to E. T. 
Lee by the secretary of war, March 24, 
1886.

T Is a bold and 
ghastly challenge | 
which Colonel 
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statehouse at Springfield, Ils., where it 
can be seen, stained with the blood of 
the brave boys who went down under- 
ucath its folds that day at Jackson. The 
color the Fifty-third Dlinois 
was Sergeant George Poundstone of Ot- 
tawa, lls. He had carried his flag al- 
to the rebel works, and stopping 
by a small tree the gunner of one of the 
pieces of the New Orleans artillery lev 
eled his gun at himand his flag. When 
he saw that he was about to be taken, 
he said, ‘They can’t get my flag unless 
they get me.’ And reaching up he toreé 
it from the staff and was in the act of 
putting it in his bosom when the artil- 
leryman fired, and the shell struck brave 
Poundstone, almost severing his head 
from his body. His flag was taken 
from him by the rebels and sent tc 
Richmond with the others. It was alsc | 
returned, and should you ever visit Me- | 
morial hall you will see this old flag, 
saturated with the blood of George 
Poundstone, along with the other colors 
of the Fifty-third Dlinois. 

‘‘The recall was sounded, and what} 
was left of that gallant brigade rallied | 
around the remaining colors at the tim- 
ber whence they had only recently | 
emerged. There were gathered around 
the old stars and stripes of the Forty- | 
first Illinois regiment 47 men, many of | 
whom had been slightly wounded. 
geant H. M. Streever, now living at 
Argenta, Ills., carried this flag, and 
with his flagstaff shot in two and the | 
flag torn and riddled with bullets and | 
shells he brought it off the field in tri- | 
umph.

Over two-thirds of the! 
men who had gone into the charge had 
been killed and wounded or taken pris- 
oners. It was a fearful mistake on the 
part of some*one, and the men have al- 
ways blamed General E. O. C. Ord for 
the blunder. General J. G. Lauman 
was placed under arrest and the com- 
mand given to General A. P. Hovey, 
late governor of Indiana. General Lau- 
man returned to his home in Iowa and 
demanded an investigation. He died 
without any investigation being made. 
His mind became deranged brooding 
over this fearful charge. He always said 
that he was not to blame for this great 
loss of men. 

‘*On the 16th of July General John- 
ston and his army evacuated Jackson, 
and after our wounded had been cared 
for the army returned to Vicksburg. 
There was no charge during the war} 
that was more disastrous to the number 
engaged than the charge at Jackson, 
Miss., July 12, 1863.’ 

Colonel Pugh’s brigade numbered 
that day, according to his official re- | 
port, 880 officers and men. It was com- | 
posed as follows: Forty-first Illinois, | 
Lieutenant Colonel John H. Nale, | 
strength 838; Fifty-third Illinois, Colo- | 
nel S. C. Earl, strength 219; Third 
Iowa, Colonel Aaron Brown, strength 
241; Twenty-eighth Illinois, Major 
Rhoades, strength unknown. The last 
named regiment was attached to the) 
brigade temporarily. Thestrength here | 
set down to each regiment means 
“strength on paper.’’ Out of 338 on the 
rolls of the Forty-first, 27 were killed | 
outright, 135 wounded and 40 missing; 
total, 202, or 60 per cent casualties. | 
The killed and mortally wounded num- | 
bered 44, 18 percent of the men en-| 
gaged. In the Fifty-third 219 were re- | 
ported present. There were 17 killed 
outright, 95 wounded and 50 missing; } 
total, 162, or 73 per cent. There were 
83 killed and mortally wounded—that | 
is, 13 per cent. | 

The Third Iowa reported 241 present | 
and lost 17 killed outright, 57 wounded | 
and 89 missing; total, 113, or 47 per 
cent. The killed and mortally wounded 
numbered 36, or 15 per cent. 

The Twenty-eighth Illinois lost 6 
killed, 43 wounded and 19 missing. 

Many of those set down as missing 
were killed or wounded and captured.

As usual, there is a difference between 
first estimates and the revised figures, | 
but it is clear that the three regiments 
whose strength is given lost 477 men, | 
and itis unlikely that they numbered | 
more than reported. Colonel Pugh says 
he led about 880 men in the charge, but | 
does not say whether this includes the | 
Twenty-eighth Dlinois, which was at- | 
tached to his command, or not. With| 
the losses of that regiment included the 
brigade suffered 535 casualties. 
But Colonel Lee, who commanded a! 
company that day and was twice wound- 
ed, says he was not reported wounded | 
and that three of his company besides | 
were wounded and not reported, and he | 
thinks that there were at least 100 cas-} 
ualties in the brigade which did not get | 
into the official records. Colonel Earl of | 
the Fifty-third was killed, Colonel | 
Brown severely wounded and Colonel | 
Nale stunned and disabled. | 
In its charge at Petersburg the First | 
Maine carried, according to estimates, 
900 to 950 men. Major Low of the regi- | 
ment places the strength after close re- 
vision at 832. The killed and wounded | 
officially reported were 580, but later 
details swell the figures to 632. The| 
killed and mortally wounded were 210. | 
The regiment marched in three battal- 
ions, each about the equivalent in 
strength toone of Colonel Pugh’s war 
worn infantry regiments.

But the psalmist 
teaches us differently. ‘‘My help,’’ he 
says, ‘‘cometh from Jehovah, the Maker 
of heaven and earth.’’ And again he 
adds: “Jehovah is thy keeper. * * * 
The sun shall not smite thee by day 
nor the m¢on by night.’’ God cares for 
each one of us. ‘‘Not a sparrow falls to 
the ground without His notice,’’ and if 
He cares for a sparrow how much more 
for those created in His own image? 

The constancy of Jehovah's care and 
guardianship is beautifully expressed. 
Day and night He watches over us and 
keeps us. We need not fear that our 
keeper may sleep. ‘‘He that keepeth 
Israel shall neither slumber nor sleep.’’ 
He cannot sleep is the sense Gf this ex- 
pression. His eye is always upon us 
and His great, loving heart interested 
in us ut all times. 

The universal application of Jehovah’s 
willingness and power to keep and up- 
hold us is strikingly set forth. ‘‘The 
sun shall not smite thee by day nor the 
moon by night.’’ Sunstroke is a special 
danger of the east. In hot climates the 
influence of the moon is often injurious,

THE SPORTING WORLD. 


The origin of the game of billiards 
has been traced to Italy, whence it was 
introduced into France. It was, how- 
ever, only at the end of the last century 
that the game began to be universally 
known. 

People of the present day who are 
followers of this séductive game do not 
for a moment imagine the vast amount 
of ivory used and how it was obtained. 
Billiard balls even yet vary in size and 
weight, but as arule all match games 
are today played with a regulation size 
ball and are made from the best ivory. | 

To illustrate to what extent billiard 
balls are used it is estimated that the 
total consumption yearly is about 110,- 
000 to 115,000 balls, of which this coun- 
try and France absorb about half. 

3ud times reduce this to about 80,000, 
and as those elephants’ teeth which are 
most adaptable are getting scarcer and 
scarcer great difficulty is experienced in 
meeting the present demand. 

The best ball teeth are those of full 
grown female elephants. These teeth 
usually weigh about 12 er 18 pounds 
each, but never heavier than 30 pounds. 
From some teeth but two balls can be se- 
cured, while from others as high a num- 
ber as five balls have been made. 

America, Russia, England and Italy 
purchase the best billiard balls, while 
France and Germany take the inferior 
article, which are obtained from the 
points of the teeth. 

Ivory billiard balls, freshly turned, 
have to be treated very carefully, as any 
change of temperature may cause them 
to crack. To prevent this they require tc 
be placed in a warm place for at least 
three months in order to gradually 
shrink and dry true before they are fin- 
ished and polished.—Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. 


The Last Moose.

The Modern Hall 


How to Clean

During the last few years architects 
have awakened to a better appreciation 
of what the entrance to a house should 
be and are not merely a 
passageway from the outer world to the 
grand salon, but a bright, che erful, 
roomy place. where one is glad to linger 
afew momeuts. The present tendency 
to make more of the hall is simply a re- 
turn to first principles. In the medieval 
days of ‘‘Merrie England’’ the outer door 
of the great houses opened immediately 
into alarge hall that served as drawing 
room, dining room and sitting room, all 
in one.

Cleaning Gloves. 

A glazed kid glove is difficult toclean 
because the polish is removed in the 
process of the work and cannot be re- 
stored, but gloves of the soft finished 
undressed kid, if they are of first qual- 
ity, may be repeatedly cleaned, claims 
awriter in the New York Tribune, who 
gives these directions: Procure at 4 
druggist a pint of refined benzine. 
Don't get the deodorized nuid. If the 
gloves are properly aired, the unpleas- 
ant odor will pass away, and they will 
quickly take on the fragrance of any 
perfume which lines your glove sachet. 
Stretch the gloves on your hands one at 
atime. Itisa great convenience for twe 
persons to do this work together, one 
putting on the gloves and the othez 
cleaning them. Have a supply of small 
cloths of white linen. Dip one of these 
cloths in a little of the benzine and be- 
gin rubbing the gloves. Clean them first 
at the tips and wherever they are most 
soiled. Do not saturate the leather with 
benzine at any time, but apply just 


} enough of the benzine with the cloth to 


It will require vigor- 
ous rubbing to do this. Renew the cloth 
frequently, as it absorbs the dirt. Rub 
the gloves with downward strokes from 
the fingers to the wrist. After a short 
time the gloves will be found perfectly 
clean, but they have now the harsh Jook 
of a ‘‘cleaned glove.’ 

Bring forward a bowl of talcum pow- 
der. Rub the gloves thoroughly with it, 
applying it with a flannel cloth. This 
powder absorbs any remnants of oil and 
restores the soft, velvety surface of the 
glove. After the gloves have been rubbed 
thoronghly with the powder clean them 
off with a fresh flannel, shaking them 
well. Hang them out in the open air for 
a few hours where the sun cannot reach 
them. Observe great care in using ben- 
zine. Itis highly inflammable; hence 
must be kept away from flame or fire.

Historic Chair. 


Ex Representative Charles L. Hemuond 
is now in possession of the chair which he 
occupied when in the House, the chairs 
having just been distribu'ed in accordance 
with a vote of the Legislature of 1804. The 
chair is of heavy black mahogany and up 
holstered in red p'ush. On the back is a 
piece of ironwork and a little book rest. 
Underneath isa drawer, and also another 
rest for books. Unless changed somewhat 
it will not become a parlor ornament, as 
two legs are short. 

The venerable doorkeeper says the chairs 
were made from wood which the state 
bad in its poseession to use for making 
stocks for guns, atthe close of the war. 
The war ended and the state had no further 
use for it. What todo with it was not 
knawn until 1868, when the legislative 
chamber was being made over; the ques- 
tion of how to furnish itcame up and with 


it came the remembrance of the black 
mahogany which it still hadon hand. The 
The furniture was made out of this ma- 


terial. The arms of each chair were made 
from the buts of the guns, as the state had 
a very large number on hand at that time.

CONSULS FIRED UPON, 


Cretan Insurgents Refuse to Meet 
Foreign Representatives, __-; 
Grecians Indignant at Bomb- 
bardment of Canea.

Plan of the Powers to Bring About a Settle- 
mentt---Armistice Agreed To. 


Canea, Island of Crete, Feb. 23.—The 
English, Italian and Russian consuls 
have returned from Selinos, accompa- 
nied by 179 Mussulmans fugitives. 
They were unable to hold conferences 
with the chiefs of the belligerents, who 
are conducting a war of extermination. 
Both sides have mutually massacred 
prisoners. Two thousand civilians and 
250 Turkish soliders are resisting the ad- 
vance of the iteurgents with three can- 
non. Ther position is extremely criti- 
cal. The consuls proceeded to Cadano 
en board a ship. ‘he Christians there,

although advised of their arrival, fired | 


en the consuls, in spite of the white flag 
of truce which they carried. The con- 
suls returned to Salinos, where the 
Christians occcupied fresh positions,

Candia are to the effect that the water 
supply has been diverted and that the 
governor has twice vainly asked for- 
eign admirals to land marines. 

The B¥itish, Italian and Russian con- 
suls proposed an armistice of one week 
at Salinos. This proposition was accept- 
ed by both Mussulmans and Christians. 


Athens, F* 23.—A great indignation 
meeting was held here yesterday in or- 
der to protest against the bombardment 
Sunday by warships of the powers of 
the insurgent camp near Canea. Shouts 
were raised for war, and the speakers 
vehemently declared that the court was 
now fully determined to sacrifice its 
blood and treasure in aid of Crete. 


PRIME MINISTER DELYANNIS, 
Premier Delyannis addressed a crowd 
of people from the terrace in front of the 
ministry of finance, and declared that 
the cabinet was in perfect accord with 
the nation, which might be assured that 


the government will do its duty. It is 
rumored that the minister for war has 
resigned. 

The minister for foreign affairs hgs 
called at the foreign embassies and has 
lodged a protest against the bombard- 
ment of the insurgent camp by the for- 
eign warships. 

It is announced that Greece has de- 
clared that if the bombardment of in- 
surgent positions in the Island of Canea 
is repeated she will break off diplomatic 
relations with the powers. 

On the other hand, it is stated that As- 
sim Bey, the Turkish minister at 
Athens, threatens that Turkey will 
break off her relations unless the Greek 
troops are withdrawn from Crete. 

The Greek ship Thessalia has returned 
to Milos, having failed to land arms or 
provisions anywhere on the Cretan coast, 
owing to the foreign warships. 

Prime Minister Delyannis, in the ex- 
ecutive chamber, denied all of the re- 
ports of the landing of Turkish troops 
on the island of Crete. 


Paris, Feb. 23.—The powers have 
agreed to entrust to Italy the authority 
to pacify and administer the affairs of 
Crete, pending the establishment of con- 
stitutional autonomy for the island. 

The powers have agreed that the 
granting of autonomy must be preceded 
by a complete cessation of Greek inter- 
ference in the island. 

A dispatch was received at the 
ministry of marine from Admira}! Pottier, 
commanding the French w arships off 
Canea, Crete, in which he Says that an- 
archy is rapidly increasing in the island, 
and that the foreign admirals are agreed 
and have so informed their .

A dispatch to The Daily Telegraph 
from Milos, dated Monday, says:

The special means 
used for their education are necessary on 
account of their infirmity, but make them 
no more objects of charity than the special 
training given to their hearing brothers 
and sisters in the state normal schools. 

Miss Adams refuted the popular idea as 
to the bad temper and deceitfulness of the 
deaf. The connection betweeen sight and 
sound is very close, she said, and the con- 
genitally deaf child misses this part of his 
development. The need of the deaf is 
language with which to express their 
thoughts, and this must reach the brain by 
means of the eyes. In Boston the oral 
method, instead of the sign language, is 
used, as it is felt that poor speech is 
better than none. 

A description was given of the manner 
in which the deaf pupils are taught, be- 
ginning with the simplest word, after the 
vowel sounds are learned. The school 
bas sewing, sloyd and printing classes, 
Cooking will soon be introduced. There 
is a parent’s education association in con- 
nection witb the school, which aids the 
parents in the future care of the deaf. 

At the conclusion of Miss Adams’ ad- 
dress three girls and a little boy, who are 
totally deaf, recited a portion of *‘America.’’

Commissioners Criticised for Expen- 
ditures in 1896. 


The Committee on Counties of the Legis- 
lature gave a hearing Tuesday on the Nor- 
folk County estimates for 1897 which are 
over forty per cent. in excess of 1896, partly 
because of unpaid bills of that year. 

Chairman Blanchard of the board was 
present and explained most of the items to 
the satisfaction of the committ2e, but he 
was hardly prepared for the questioning 
relative to some of the expenditures of 1896, 
Relative to the pamphlet issued by the 
board defending the commissioners, he 
said his name was signed to it without 
authority.

It also developed that the expert wit- 
nesses engaged to testify in defense of the 
commissioners at the investigation had ren- 
| dered bills amounting to upwards of $1000, 
| and which the taxpayers were expected to 
pay. RK. M. Morse, as special counsel, sent 
}in a bill for $2500, but it will be remem- 
| bered that the county officials were re- 
| strained by court proceedings from paying 
this. Mr, Morse has now sued the county.

A Steam Engine to Assist at Blue 


Hill Next Summer. 


The work at the Blue Hill observatory 
although in sight from Quincy is little 
known to our citizens, 

Messrs. Rotch, Clayton and Fergusson 
attended the meeting of the Boston 
Scientific society on Tuesday evening, and 
their explanation of the new features in 
meteorological study is reported as follows 
by a Boston daily: 

Mr. Rotch reviewed his efforts in found- 
img the observatory in 1885, for experi- 
mental research and observation on the 
weather, the growth of the work from 
relatively crude beginnings, and recalling 
such things as the use of self-registering 
instruments and the improvement of the 
weather map, which was one of the origi- 
nal contributions of the observatory to 
American meteorological science. He ad- 
verted to the developmedt of the kite as 
an aid to study as one of the future 
lines of effort planned at Blue Hill, and 
told some interesting incidents of weather 
congresses he attended as American dele- 
gate at Munich, Germany, and Upsala, 
Sweden. 

Mr. Clayton told mainly of the work in 
cloud study, regulating the nomenclature 
of different types, the conditions attending 
their formation both antecedent and subse- 
quent, and the value uf clouds as an index 
of air movements at great heights. Most 
of this work is based on measurement of 
the heights of clouds and their rate of 
movement and the several ways of doing 
this, in triangulation by several methods, 
and by photography, were explained in de- 
tail. One of the generalizations established 
by these observations was that at consider- 
able heights tht: air was always moving at 
extremely high rates, gales of 180 miles 
having been noted in measurements of 
lofty cirrus clouds, 

Mr. Fergussoo’s paper was on the 
mechanical side of the subject, dealing 
mainly with an improved reel for con- 
trolling the long lines of kites, The 
raising of instruments nearly two miles 
high called for the use of nearly three 
miles of piano wire. To prevent this from 
getting tangled, from rusting, to unwind 
and wind readily and to measure the 
length of line, all under strains reaching 
150 to 200 pounds of pull, presented nice 
problems in mechanics, which in the 
solution involved much experiment, ex- 
pense and study. The 1897 type of kite- 
flying apparatus will soon be ready, and 
heights of 10,000 feet are confidently 
expected. A steam engine of two-horse 
power will be used for the pulling.

vault in Town Hall building, $50; park 
commissioners $25; electric lights on Ran- 
dolph ave., $500; transportation of school 
children, $2,700; electric lights on Edge 
Hill road $300; extension of sewers, $11,- 
500; insurance of public buildings, $1,850; 
electric lights on Hillside street $300; for 
the purchase of land of Col. O. W. Pea- 
body for cemetery purposes $15,800.

TO END WAR WITH COIN 


Cubans Willing to Indemnity Spain If 
Granted Freedom. 


Only Complete Independence 
Acceptable. 


Spanish Troops Must Evacuate---Consul 
Lee Did Resign. 


New York, Feb. 24.—The World pub- 
lishes today an autograph letter writ- 
ten to that paper by Salvatos C. Isneros, 
president of the provisional government 
of the Cubans, and countersigned by 
Maximo Gomez, the general-in-chief. 

The letter was approved by the so- 
called cabinet of the provisional gov- 
ernment and bears the seal of the in- 
fant republic. It is as follows: 

“At the request of your correspondent, 
we have the greatest pleasure in an- 
swering the following questions: 

“‘Do you believe that the war can be 
ended on the basis of independence by 
the payment of an indemnity by Cuba 
to Spain, with the United States as ar- 
bitrator?’ 

“On the basis of independence, it will 
be possible to enter into negotiations. 
These should provide for the evacuation 
of the island by the Spanish and for the 
future relations between Spain and the 
new Cuban republic. 

“We believe there should also be in- 
cluded an indemnity to be paid Spain, 
provided the amount is reasonable. 
This would be honorable, practicable 
and good for all. 

“But, if d@ne, it should be done as soon 
as possible. The indemnity should pre- 
vent the further loss of blood and of 
money, and it would save the economid¢ 
resources of the people, who have sworn 
to the complete destruction of the island j 
before they will submit anew to the do- 
minion of Spain. 

“Each day that passes causes fresh} 
hatred and devastation. Soon the pro- 
ducing capacity of the country will be 
destroyed. 

“Cuba can pay less as time passes, not! 
only because each moment she earns 
less, but it will be increasingly difficult 
for her to fulfill the stipulations and 
agreements she is now able to make. 

“The indemity to Sapin should take 
the form of the acknowledgment and 
guarantee by Cuba of a part of the debt 
already contragted by Spain, or the pay- 
ment of a sunfin bonds or in money to 
Spain. 

“We would not deem It inadvisable for 
the United States to intervene as arbi- 
trators or, semi-officially, as the friends 
of both sides, providing, always, that 
the Island of Cuba shall! not sacrifice 
thereby her own sovereignty. 

“We are yours in the greatest’ con- 
sideration.

This letter, which is forwarded by 
Sylvester Scoville, The World's corres- 
pondent, now imprisoned at Sancti 
Spiritus, was, it is stated, obtained ex- 
actly one week before he was caught 
while trying to reach the seacoast. He

This messenger 
was also caught by the Spanish and the 
contenta of his dispatch were cabled to 
Senor De Lome, the Spanish minister 
at Washington. 

The original documents, including the 
letters in the original Spanish, were 


only received yesterday. In his let- 
ter accompanying them, Sylvester Sco- 
ville writes: 

“The Cubans can afford to pay a very 
large amount, and I am in a position to 
state that they will do so. Cuba willac- 
rept any peaceable means laid down by 
the United States that will secure their 
independence. Last year General Gom- 
ez authorized the statement that, in his 
opinion, the Cubans would even go as 
far as to allow the United States to ad- 
minister the finances of the {sland until 
such time as any loan secured from or 
in that country could be repaid.” 


Lee Did Resign, 

New York, Feb. 24.—A dispatch to 
The World from Washington says: 

Fitzhugh Lee, consul general af the 
United States at Havana, has resigned, 
but has been requested to remain at his 
post for a time at least. 

The following cablegram was received 
at the state department: 

Havana, Feb. 22.—Secretary of state: 
My resignation mailed per steamer. 
Lee. 

Secretary Olwey replied to this almost 
immediately, urging General 
withhold his resignation until some- 
thing could be done, and declaring that 
his resignation at this time and in such 
a manner “would cause untold trouble.” 

After sending this dispatch Secretary 
Olney hurried over to the White House 
with General Lee’s telegram in his 
pocket, and talked over the situation 
with the president for nearly an hour be- 
fore the other members of the cabinet 
arrived to attend the regular meeting. 

The president fully approved of Mr. 
Olney’s action in requesting General Loe 
to withdraw his resignation for the pres- 
ent. The matter was not laid before 
the cabinet.

Outcome of Anglo-American Arbitration Treaty 

Anxiously Awaited. 
York, Feb. 25.—The Journal 
prints the following dispatch from 
James Creeiman at Paris: The Presi- 
dent of France received me at the Elysee 
palace and talked for half an hour on 
the subject of the pending treaty of ar- 
bitration between the United States and 
Great Britain. His guarded declara- 
tions indicate how vast and world-wide 
are the interests hanging upon the ac- 
tion of the American senate, and how 
pregnant with good or evil influence the 
final decision of America will be.

CRETE WILL BE FREE. 


Powers Have Decided to Take Off 
the Turkish Yoke, 


Government Palace at Canea 
Burned. 


Turks Will March on Athens, If Island Is Not 
Evacuated. 


London, Feb. 25.—The Daily News 
says that the statements to be made in 
parliament by Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Palfour, regarding the Cretan situation, 
are to the effect that the powers have 
agreed to Lord Salisbury’s proposals,and 
have decided to liberate Crete from di- 
rect Turkish rule. 

A dispatch to The Times from Vienna 
says: 

The powers have agreed to give Crete 
extensive autonomy. They will insist 
that the Turkish troops and adminis- 


| tration be withdrawn as quickly as pos- 


sible, while Greece will be required to 
evacuate the island and withdraw her 
warships. If she refuses, the Piraeus 
will be blockaded. 

The Times, in an editorial, announces 
that it has an independent reason for 
stating that the foregoing is correct, and 
that theacute stage of the crisis is over. 

A dispatch to The Times from Athens 
says: 

Two of the most influential papers 
counsel modification and deference to 
the powers. Others urge an immediate 
declaration of war and an advance into 
Macedonia, the “consequences of 
which,” they say, “would injure Europe 
more than Greece.” A bitter feeling pre- 
valle against England. It was sup- 
posed she secretly supported the Greek 
policy, but the greatest animosity has 
been displayed against Emperor Wil- 
Ham. Popular feeling is so strong that 
only the complete abolition of the sul- 
tan’s jurisdiction in Crete will calm the 
excitement. It is stated that Colonel 
Vassos, commander of the Greek forces 
on the Island of Crete, is marching to 
the interior. 

King George has sent the following 
message tothe Greekarmy: ‘The king, 
in the present critical circumstances, re- 
lies for ald on the nation, his officers and 
the army and upon no foreign power.” 

The Chronicle announces that the for- 
eign admirals have already requested 
Colonel Vassos to quit the Island of 
Crete and threaten to bombard himif he 
attacks any position occupied by the 
Colonel Vassos replied that he 
must execute his orders. 

The Chronicle also publishes a two- 
column dispatch from Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Skouzes of Greece, dated 
Feb. 16, and addressed to the courts of 
Europe, explaining that the dispatch of 
Greek fleet and troops was intended to 
protect subjects in Crete; begging the 
powers to impress the sultan of the dan- 
ger incurred i. Turkish troops were sent 
to Crete, and declaring that Greece 
would not be responsible for the conse- 
quences of such action. 

The Athens correspondent of The 
Chronicle has had two interviews with 
King George. In these interviews, the 
king said that he had received re- 
ports from his officers in Crete to the 
effect that foreign marines were present 
from which the Turkish 
troops sallied to attack the Greeks, and 
to which the Turks returned when de- 
feated, and that the Turkish command- 
er visited a foreign battleship immedi- 
ately before the sortie of the troops. 
Colonel Vassos reported to the king 
that but for this European protection 
he would have captured the fort with- 
cut difficaity.

Canea, Crete, Feb. 25.—Fire was dis- 
covered at an early hour yesterday 
morning in the governor's palace, a 
building constructed of wood, and in a 
very short time the structure, with all 
its contents, was burned to the ground. 
During the progress of the fire there was 
considerable excitement in the town. 

It is believed that the fire in the 
palace was an accident.

SNUBBED BY OLNEY, 


Consul General Lee Insists That 
Resignation Be Accepted, 


Would Like to Oblige Presi-' 
dent, but Cannot. 


Lee Complains That His Official Position Has | 
Been Degraded. 


Washington, dated Feb. 24: 

The resignation of Consul General Lee, | 
forwarded trom Havana by mail, has | 
been received. 

A cablegram was received at the state 
department today from Minister Taylor, 
saying that Minister De Lome has ad- 
vised the Madrid government to accede | 
to any request the United States gov-| 
ernment might make. All the corres- | 
pondence relating to the arrest and im- | 
prisonment of Sylvester Scovile is being 
prepared by the state department for 
transmission to the senate. 

President Cleveland has sent a person- 
al dispatch, urging General Lee to re- 
consider his resignation, basing his re- | 
quest partly on the ground of past 
friendship. 

In response to this, the president re- 
ceived a long telegraphic communica- 
tion from the general, informing him, in| 
plain terms, of his controversies with 
Secretary Olney as to what constitutes 
proper protection of American citizens 
in Cuba. He complained that his use- | 
fulness had been impaired and his offi- 
cial position degraded by instructions 
and admonitions. He felt that he had 
been unreasonably and outrageously 
snubbed, and the period of endurance 
had passed 

While assuring the president that his 
high regard and friendship for him had 
not in the least degree lessened, and that 
he was not unmindful of favers be- | 
stowed upon him, General Lee did not 
see how his resignation could be with- 
drawn without self-stultification. He 
would like to oblige the president, but 
his action already taken could not be} 
changed. 

In a much shorter dispatch, General 
Lee notified Secretary Olney that his 
conclusion to immediately retire from 
the office of consul general was final. 

The letter of resignation was received 
today at the state department. It was 
mailed on the steamer leaving Havana 
Saturday, instead of Monday,as had} 
been announced. As to tee contents of | 
this letter, nothing has leaked out, ex- | 
cept that it contains a formal, uncon- | 
ditional resignation. 

Secretary Olney cabled to General 
Lee that under no circumstances would 
his resignation be accepted.

FATHER AGAINST SON. 


Josiah P. Quincy Recovers $27,525 
from Mayor Quincy of Boston. 


A judgment of the full bench of 
Supreme? court on Thursday will be of 
interest in this city where the parties at 
interest are well known, and where the 
property is located. It was in the case of 
Josiah P, Quincy against Mayor Josiab 
Quincy, as administrator of the estate of 
Josiah Quincy, who died in 1882. Josiah 
P. Quincy is Mayor Quincy’s father. This 
was an action upon a promissory note made 
by the defendant’s intestate, in May, 1882, 
payable to the plaintiff. - 

The defence was that this action was 
brought too late against the defendant 
administrator. ‘The plaintiff replied that 
the defendant as administrator received 
‘*assets’’ in 1893, and that this action was 
brought within two years from the receipt 
of such assets and within one year from the 
time the plaintiff had notice of their receipt. 

_ This raised the question whether this 
case, upon the facts agreed to by the 
persons in interest, came within the pro- 
visions of section 11, chapter 136 of the 
Public Statutes, giving a creditor of an 
intestate persona right to sue the ad- 
ministrator if the latter receives new 
assets, provided the requisites the 
statute he complied with. 

The Court holds that the property 
whieh the defendant received as adwmin- 
istrator in 1893, being $68,000, a surplus 
paid over to him by the Trustees under an 
assignment made by his intestate, Josiah 
Quincy, in 1877 for the benefit of creditors, 
constituted new assests within the meaning 
of the statute, and tbat this action was 
seasonably brought. 

The defendant's intes'ate, being em- 
barrassed financially, in 1877 conveyed 
valuable property to Trustees for the bene- 
fit of creditors with provision that if after 

full payment of all his creditors mentioned, 
apy right, title, or interest remained, it 
should be reconveyed to him. He died in 
1882, leaving the plaintiff, Samuel M. 
Quincy, and Mary A. Q. Gould, his chil- 
dren, as his nearest of kin. At the time 
of his death and long afterward the right 
of a possible surplus from the Trustees was 
supposed to be of no value, and it was not 
included in the inventory of his estate. 

On July 21, 1893, his creditors agreed to 
accept stock in the Quincy Real Estate 
Trust in satisfaction of their claims, and 
the stock was delivered to them on Oct. 8, 

It turned out, however, that there 


of

remained $8,000 to be turned over to his 
administrator. 

In the present case the Court, in holding 
that this surplus formed ‘‘new assets’ ip 
the hands of his administrator, state that 
whether there would bave been a surplus 
or not may have depended upon facts un- 
determined until the formation of the 
Rea] Estate Trust, on the management of 
the Trustees, on the rise or fall in value of 
the real estate, on the coming of the 
tenants in common into the scheme of the 
Real Estate Trust, and possibly on one 
creditor refraining from an election given 
him to waive his debt and to take the resi- 
due. The court therefore orders judgment 
for $27,525 for the plaintiff.

Boston Alumni of Maine State College 
Advocate “University of Maine.” 
Efforts to Secure State Appro- 
priation to Be Continued. 


President Harris’ Work Warmly Commended 
by Speakers. J: 
ue EET 


Boston, Feb. 26.—The annual banquet 
of the Bost$n alumni of Maine State col- 


| lege was held at the Parker House last 
BREWER’S CORNER—Emuma Lark, Cope- | 


night, and was largely attended. The 
leading vein of all the speeches was to 
change the name of the college to the 
University of Maine. A delegation of the 
faculty was present. It was urged that 
the efforts to secure an appropriation 
from the Maine legislature be continued 
with redoubled vigor. 

President L. C. Southard, '75, of the 
association, congratulated the members 
of the alumni on the great interest 
shown at the meeting and its object. 
He spoke of popular education as the 
means of extending to the poor what 
had hitherto only been afforded to 
the rich. ‘‘We hear there is trouble in 
Maine over the appropriation for alma 
mater. The question which is agitating 
the state is, Shall Maine give to her 
young men such education as they are 
unable to obtain? The Maine State col- 
lege is not the child of Maine, but of the 
United States.” In closing, Mr. South- 
ard paid a warm tribute to President 
Harris of the college. 

5. W. Bates of Portland, president of 
the Western Maine Alumni association, 
suid that there was a tremendous storm 
in Maine over this question. Some 
critics say that the college does not turn 


| out farmers, and that it is run outside 


of the state; that it is operating in oppo- 
| sition to the state, and that it educates 
| the young men and then sends them 
| away. All these statements are inac- 
| curate, and should not be seriously con- 
sidered. The fight can result in but one 
way, for it cannot be possible that with 
a state endowment the legislature will 
take retrogade action. 

Cc. S. Bickford, ’82, of Belfast, president 
| of the General association, said that he 
hoped he should not attend any more re- 
lunions of the Maine State college, but 
| that next year the almuni would be that 

of the University of Maine.

| W. R. Howard, '82, of Belfast, made 
'an eloquent plea for the support of col- 

lege athletics by the alumni, while Cap- 

tain Sawyer, '98, respontied for the foot- 
| ball team. 

President Harris arrived shortly after 
10 o'clock, and was greeted with the col- 
cheer. He also received a warm 

reception when he arose to speak. He 
faid that the agitation in behalf of the 
State college had been a great adver- 
| tisement for the insitution. The report 
of the committee of the council, although 
|} seemingly adverse, was, in reality, very 
much In favor o fthe college, as it showed 
plainly its facilities, and everyone will 
know before the fight is over what the 
college ought to be. Although the re- 
| port was personal in its character, it 
closes with the question, “It now re- 
mInains to be seen whether Maine shall 
| found a university of the broadest char- 
}acter.” 

| President Harris said that, in formu- 
lating his case in favor of the college, 
he went over the statistics of all the 
|other states of the Union, with the re- 
sult that he found that Maine does not 
stand with the states which are pro- 
| gressive and rich in college facilities, but 
| with the Southern states, at the very end 
of the list. 

“] have made this fight," he said, “‘not 
fur the State college, but for the whole 
state; for the boys and girls, and for the 
future prosperity of our institutions of 
}learning. and this is the main issue in 

the fighz. 

“The chief reason for the change in the 
name of the college was in the statistics. 
It was aiso in the fact that the law does 

; not aliow the college to be run as an 
‘agricultural institution, but for all 
| branches of learning. The prospects for 
success In the fight are still uncertain, 
but I can say that the committee will 
|rerort a compromised measure tomor- 
j}rov, which is better than the one first 
| pruposed.

| “WE WILL KILL You.” 


Armenian Assassins Threaten Hagop Bogigian 
| of Boston. 
| Boston, ieb. 26.—“This is your last 
Week to live! We are bound to kill 
| you!” This startling threat, in the 
| Armenian tengue, was hurled at Hagop 
| Bogigian as he was about to enter the 
door of his home at a late hour the other 
night. 

This was not the first time that Mr. 
j Bogigian had been thus warned that he 
| Was marked for assassination by his 
; countrymen because of some fancied 
grievance. 
Mr. Bogigian is well known in this 
| city. Iie has for some years been a 
| citizen of this country and a voter in 
Losion. 
| Mr. Eogigian’s persecutors are known 
| tc the police and to the friends of Mr. 
| Bogigian, and they are carefully 
watched, but the fact that the vigilant 
| eye of the police fs upon them does not 
geem to Cause them to abate their men- 
acing attitude toward their intendea vic- 
j tim, and this fact has caused Mr. Bogi- 
gian's friends to feel very much the great 
| danger of his position, and fear that he 
| may be fouily murdered. 

Mr. Bogigian’s troubles began almost

Natural Leads and the Meaning of the 
Term “Covveution.” 
XL. 
I have referred to the lead of a small

It is the only 
‘““convention’’ of a more or less arbitrary 
ature that we employ inthe new game 
of whist. A few writers have appeared to 
| find a great deal of the purely conventional 
in ‘‘Whist Openings,’’ and their discov- 
It 
has always been my desire (as I state on 
page 154 of ‘‘ Whist Openings,”’ second edi- 
tion) to eliminate fromm the game every- 
thing of a purely arbitrary nature, That 
is what I understand by a ‘‘convention’’— 
a signal, or play, which is arbitrary or 
empirical, and not a natural outgrowth of 
the principles of the game. Such is the 
generally accepted meaning of the term 
“whist convention.”’ 

Let me illustrate. When a player, hold- 
ing the king, queen and small cards of a 
suit, leads the king, and it is won by the 
adversary With the a or if partner, hold- 
ing the ace himself, @lows the king to 
win, partner understands that the leader 
holds the queen. Why Because a player 
understanding the simplest rudiments ot 
the game would not jeopardize the king 
by leading it from the top of a suit of 
which the other cards ure all small. If he 
has not the ace, bis only excuse for leading 
the king is to force the ace out of the way 
so as to make his next best card, the queen, 


ce, 


good fora trick. ‘The play is a natural 
and logical one, requiring no predeter- 


mined rule nor understanding between 
partners. Because itis natural and logical, 
and not arbitrary nor empirical, the mean- 
ing of the play—the inference to be drawn 
from it—is perfectly obvious to all the 
other players.

Its tenor is that the 
player slv uld not open a long suit with a 


smnal] card unless the hand contains trump 
and re-entry strength suflicient to render 


it probable that with reasonable assistance 
from partner the suit may be established 
and brought in. Now, suppose a player 
does open his hand with a small card from 
a plain suit What should the other play- 
ers infer Is it not that he must possess, 


besides his long plain suit, considerable 
trump and re-entry strength? 

I fail to see anything arbitrary or con- 
ventional either in the inference or in the 
play itself. And when Mogul, the fa- 
mous English writer on whist, takes this 
play for a text upon which to preach a ser- 
mop against conventionalism, as he re- 
cently did in the London Field, I can ex- 
plain his attitude only by supposing that 
he is not acquainted with the fundamental 
principles of our whist theory. 

But to return to the proposition with 
which we started. I desing to acknowledge 
that the lead of a small card as a call for 
trumps froin partner is, indeed, a conven- 
tion, though not altogether empirical. It 
is what may be denominated a logical con- 
vention, which is founded upon principle, 
but developed a step beyond that point. 
Let us analyze the idea. An honor—say, 
the queen—is turned, TI lead a small lay 
card. By so doing | tell partner, without 
aby convention whatever, that 1 hold con- 
siderable trump strength. I encourage 
him to lead trumps.
